The Directors of the Houses of Industry and Reformation, 
respectfully present their Report of Expenditures and Receipts, 
and the condition, employment, and numbers of the inmates, for 
the year ending 31st March, 1856. 

The expenditures for the House of Industry at Deer Island have 
been in gross - - - - - - $45,113.45 
The amount received from all sources has been - me ho. aU 
Leaving as the net expenditure for maintaining that 

Institution - : - - - . - $48,040.25 


It is proper to remark, that of this amount some $8000 have 
been expended in removing from South Boston and reconstructing 
at Deer Island the building intended for the reception of the City 
poor, with the view of separating these from other denizens of the 
Island, sent there by order of the Courts. Another item under 
this head, of $820, paid for the conveyance by railroads, to the 
State Alms Houses, of paupers chargeable to the Commonwealth, 
it is expected will be refunded to the City, in conformity with the 
provisions of the law on the subject, as soon as the account now in 
hands of the State Auditor, shall have been examined. 

The claim on account of “ship fever”’ patients, referred to in 
our last year’s Report, remains unpaid ; and there is reason to 
apprehend that it will not be allowed.

This Department has also supplied for the service of other branches 
of the City Government, iron bedsteads, bedding, &c., for the 
Cholera Hospital, and police station houses, on the orders of the 
Committees of the previous City Government having those depart- 
ments in charge; the aggregate amount of which is between 
$700 and $800.

Appended to, and forming part of this Report, are the custom- 
ary tabular statements ; one of these shows the value (estimated) 
of the goods of various kinds remaining on hand at the Island, 
and the result of the labor of the inmates, from which it will ap- 
year that a considerable amount of Bread has been made and sup- 
‘plied to the House of Correction, for the use of its Officers, and 
others employed on the work of their new building; the value of 
which should, in some form, appear to the credit of this Depart- 
ment. 

The product of the farm this year has much exceeded that of 
the past, and though presenting no tangible result in a pecuniary 
form, has, nevertheless, been turned to profitable account in the 
support of the inmates of the Institution, and the feeding of the 
stock of animals. The condition of the Island has, also, been 
much improved, and its productive power increased, by the judi- 
cious culture of the soil by the Officer in charge; the beneficial 
results of which may be looked for in future years. 

The School for boys at South Boston, known as the “ Boylston 
School,” has continued to fulfil its beneficent mission, toward the 
youths consigned to its charge ; imparting valuable instruction, and 
cultivating habits of good order and industry, in many who would 


ay 
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otherwise be deprived of advantages acknowledged as the right of 
all. 

The Report of the Teacher of the House of Reformation, Mr. 
Lincoln, shows the crowded state of that Institution; occasioned 
mainly by the large accession of subjects under the truant law ; 
as these boys cannot be apprenticed, (being committed only for 
limited periods,) and the evil intended to be remedied, seeming in 
no degree diminished, the House will probably continue to 
be filled to its utmost capacity, calling for enlargement at no re- 
mote period. ‘The boys in both departments are regularly and 
profitably employed a portion of the day in shoemaking, under 
competent direction ; acquiring a knowledge of means of self-sup- 
port, and habits of steady application necessary to their success in 
life. ‘ 

The health of the boys has been uninterruptedly good, save the 
few cases of colds and other light ailments incident to our climate 
and the varying seasons. ‘There has been but one death within 
the year; and this, a case of scrofulous character, defying all 
remedial treatment. 

Religious services have been regularly observed both at Deer 
Island and South Boston, by the Chaplain, the Rev. Stephen 
Lovell, on the Sabbath, and on all other suitable occasions, where 
his services have been requested, or are acceptable. | 

The faithful corps of Sabbath School Teachers, whose valuable 
services we have had occasion before gratefully to acknowledge, 
continue their efforts for the benefit of the boys, and, as we have 
reason to believe, with encouraging results. 

The duties of the several Officers connected with the Institution, 
have been discharged to the entire acceptance of the Directors, 
and with due regard to the need and comfort of the subjects of 
their charge. The Directors will close their Report with referring 
to the subject of a new and suitable building at the Island, to take 
the place of the wooden structures to which they are now limited ; 
these, yielding to the universal law of decay, may not be relied on 
for much longer usefulness; and the exposure to fire, (always 


rf 
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a subject of anxiety to those more directly responsible, ) are both 
suggestive of the prudent foresight demanding attention to this 


question, at an early day.

AN ORDER 


Establishing the Salaries of the Officers of the City of 
Boston, and the County of Suffolk, for the year 1856 — 57. 


Ordered, By the Board of Aldermen and Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as 
follows : 


The Salaries of the several City and County Officers for 
the year begining on the first day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-six, shall be as herein mentioned, to 
be paid quarter-yearly, unless herein otherwise ordered. 


_ SECTION 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be as fixed by 
the Convention of the City Council, on the 28th day of June,

1855, viz: atthe rate of Three Thousand Dollars per 
annum, commencing with the first Monday of January last. 


Scr. 2. The salary of the City Treasurer shall be at 
the rate of Three Thousand Dollars per annum, for perform- 
ing the duties of City and County Treasurer, and Collector, 
and there shall be allowed him the sum of Six Thousand 
Dollars per annum to be paid his clerks; and he shall ac- 
count for all fees, moneys and commissions which he shall re-

The salary of the City Soliciter shall be at the 
rate of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars per annum, which shall 
be in full for his services, and for all Assistants that he may 
employ.

he shall be allowed the sum of Nineteen Hundred Dollars 
per annum to be paid to two permanent clerks; and he shall

CITY OF BOSTOR 


In Common Council, April 3, 1856. 


Ordered, That Messrs. Washburn, Farnsworth and Richards 
be a Committee to inquire and report whether the rights and 
privileges of, and courtesies due to the Common Council 
have been infringed by the recent action of the Board of 
Aldermen, relating to the leases of Faneuil Hall, with author- 
ity to report in print, if they see fit.

The Committee to whom was referred the order of in- 
quiry in relation to the action of the Board of Aldermen in 
the matter of the Faneuil Hall Leases, having considered 
the same, beg leave to submit the following 
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? 
On the 18th day of February last the following order was 
introduced in, and adopted by, the Board of Aldermen. 

Ordered, That the Joint Standing Committee on Public 
Buildings consider and report on the expediency of altering 
the stores under Faneuil Hall, so that said premises may be 
used for market purposes. 

On the 21st day of February this Council concurred with 
the Board of Aldermen, and the order was approved by the 
Mayor on the 23d day of the same month. On the 3d day 
of March following a paper purporting to be a report of the 
Committee on Public Buildings, was introduced into the . 
Board of Aldermen, and recommitted, with instructions to 
give the parties in interest a hearing, and to report in print. 
Subsequently, on the 24th day of March, a document [num- 
bered 23,] purporting to be City Document No. 23, and a 
Report of the Committee on Public Buildings, was intro- 
duced in the Board of Aldermen; and on March 27, the order 
accompanying the so called Report was adopted, after an 
amendment striking out the words “for its use,’ and sent 
to the Common Council for concurrent action. Upon 
inquiry, it appeared that the Document had never been 
acted upon and adopted by said Committee assembled ; 
whereupon the Common Council refused to entertain 
said Document as a Report. At the next meeting of the 
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Board of Aldermen, this paper having been returned to 
them, it was laid upon the table; and immediately after the 
following Resolve and Order were offered and adopted. 

Resolved, That the Board of Aldermen do hereby approve 
of the recommendation of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings contained in City Document No. 23, as to the termina- 
tion of the leases of stores and cellars under Fanueil Hall, 
therefore, 

Ordered, That the Mayor be instructed to notify the les- 
sees of stores and cellars under Faneuil Hall to vacate their 
premises in¢#six months from the first day of April, 1856, and 
in case they refuse or neglect to remove under his said no- 
tice, that such legal action as may be necessary to eject said 
lessees from said premises be taken, under the advice of the 
City Solicitor. 

Notices have since been served under this “ order,” with- 
out the concurrent action of this Council. | 

Your Committee will next refer to the records of the 
Committee on Public Buildings. 

On the 4th day of March, 1856, a Heabeiie: was asked for — 
by some or all of the lessees, and the petition was granted. 

On the 8th day of April following, what was called a “re- 
port, was received from the City Council,” and laid on the 
table. 

On May 6, 1856, Ald. Dingley reports “ that the Committee 
to whom was recommitted their former report, dated March 
17, 1856, in relation to the leases of stores under Faneuil 
Hall, having again considered the subject, respectfully report 
that they fully approve the measures recommended in their 
said report (being City Doc. No. 23), and that they have 
nothing to add thereto.” Then follows some explana- 
tions of errors contained in said document. The Report 
then proceeds to say that “since the presentation of their 
former Report, and upon the suggestions therein contained, 
the Mayor and Aldermen have taken such measures in regard 
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to the termination of the leases in question as not only ac- 
cords with the views of this Committee, but renders any 
further action in the matter unnecessary at the present time.”’ 

This paper, called Doc. No. 23, remained on the table of 
the Board of Alderman for a long time, and then, after that 
Board had taken separate and independent action, was taken 
from the table and referred to the Committee. The subject 
there slumbered until May 6, when the before mentioned re- 
port was introduced and adopted, being the first action of 
the Committee in relation to a report. 

The second section of the City Charter provides that “the 
administration of all the fiscal, prudential, and municipal 
concerns of said City, with the conduct and government 
thereof, shall be vested in one principal officer, to be styled 
the Mayor, one Council of twelve persons, to be called the 
Board of Aldermen, and one Council of forty-eight persons, 

to be called the Common Council, which Boards, in their 
- joint capacity, shall be denominated the City Council.” 

The 39th section of the City Charter provides that “ the 
City Council shall have the care and superintendence of the 
Public Buildings, and the care and custody and management 
of all property of the City, with power to lease or sell the 
same, except the Common and Faneuil Hall.” Thus we have 
fully defined what shall constitute the City Council, and what 
are their rights and duties in respect to the Public Buildings. 

Your Committee are now led to inquire, first, whether the 
Board of Aldermen have the exclusive right, under the above 
provisions, to determine whether the leases of stores and 
cellars under Faneuil Hall shall be vacated, and the premises 
be converted into market stalls. In pursuing this inquiry, 
your Committee do not pretend to investigate the question, 
or even give any opinion whether such change as is contem- 
plated by the order of the Board of Aldermen should or 
should not be made. That is a question which stands by it- 
self, and should be decided upon its own merits. But the 
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question is, whether they have the power, without the concur- 
rent action of this Board, to vacate these leases. The pro- 
vision in all the leases, save one, is as follows: 

“ Provided, however, and these presents are on the con- 
dition that in case the City of Boston shall wish for the de- 
mised premises during said term, and shall give the said les- 
sees or their representatives six months notice thereof, the 
said lessees or their representatives shall surrender the same 
and remove their effects therefrom, and the City of Boston 
shall have all the rights and powers above provided, in case 
of a failure to pay the rent reserved.” 

Now who are the representatives of the City of Boston ? 
We believe this Board represents said City, in part. 

It is true that by the third section of the Ordinance con- 
cerning the Public Buildings, the Committee on Public Build- 
ings “are authorized to lease any building belonging to the 
City, which is not otherwise appropriated, for any period not 
exceeding three years, and upon such terms and conditions 
as they may deem expedient, subject, however, to the approval 
of the Mayor and of the Board of Aldermen,” &c. 

Now if the committee do let the Public Buildings, can the 
‘Board of Aldermen, because they have a simple right to ap- 
prove or disapprove such letting, likewise annul the lease 
when the condition expressed is that the City of Boston is 
to exercise that right ? Can the Board of Aldermen 
decide without concurrent action of the Common Council, 
whether or not “the City of Boston wish for the de- 
mised premises?’’ As well might the Committee on Public 
Lands, who have the power to sell said Lands, assume the 
right to decide in all cases as to forfeiture, in consequence of 
a breach of the conditions in such sales and declare them 
forfeited, or release them from forfeiture whenever they see 
fit, without reference to the other branches of the government. 

Your Committee believe that whenever action is required 
to be taken by the City of Boston, under the Charter, 
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unless specially provided otherwise, such action can only be 
taken by concurrent vote of both branches. 

In the second place, your Committee believe that the 
Common Council were treated with discourtesy, undoubt- 
edly without intention, in the matter in question. The 
action in relation to the Faneuil Hall Leases originated 
inthe Board of Aldermen, and by their action was sent 
to the Common Council for concurrence. The Council con- 
curred in the reference to a Joint Committee of the two 
branches. A paper which was not the report of a Joint 
Committee as it purported to be, was not entertained. The 
subject matter was still pending, and while it was thus pend- 
ing, it was determined by a majority of the Aldermen to lay 
on the table the whole matter as it then stood, and commence 
de novo. ‘They then asserted entire and exclusive right in 
vacating the leases. Although it would have been no less an 
usurpation if the Board of Aldermen had in the outset 
arrogated to themselves this extreme right, yet the inviting 
co-ordinate action and then repudiating it, was, in our opinion, 
an error of judgment, and exhibited a want of proper con- 
sideration for the rights and privileges of this Board. 

Had the action originated in the Common Council, and 
been sent to the Board of Aldermen for concurrent action, 
then the assuming the exclusive right to act in the premises 
would have appeared to your Committee less objectionable. 

Your Committee have not thought it necessary to go into 
any extended argument in the matter, but merely to set 
forth the facts, and the necessary conclusions which follow 
from them. 

It may be thought by some that it is a trivial matter; but 
your Committee are reminded that it has ever been a seri- 
ous question, “ What is a proper division of the powers 
vested in our municipal government?” Equally important 
is it to keep the line of division well marked, and the sev- 
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eral rights protected. There is a general and natural ten- 
dency in the less numerous and more compact branch of a 
government to go to the utmost verge of its powers, and in 
that tendency there is danger that the line may be crossed. 
It has previously been found necessary to make new divisions 
of powers and responsibilities between the Boards, and in 
some cases it has grown out of the precedent allowed to be 
established, rather than from any defect in the existing law. 
If an encroachment is permitted, it becomes a precedent for 
the future, until the division of the powers and rights of the 
two Boards under our municipal government becomes like 
the land of the brothers in the fable divided by a stream of | 
water; the stream gradually washed away the soil of one 
and added it to that of the other until a new division be- 
came necessary.

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ORATION. 


THE LESSON OF *SEVENTY-SIX TO THE MEN OF 
° FIFTY-SIX. 


On this our eightieth national birth-day, fellow 
citizens, [ cannot shut my eyes to the fact that we 
are fallen on times which try men’s devotion to their 
country, their principles and their age. The republic 
is trembling in the shocks of a moral earthquake. 
Events have transpired within a twelvemonth, which, 
if they could be only blotted out, our golden state 
itself would be a cheap payment to obliterate. Upon 
the borders of the republic ruin hangs imminent; a 
virgin territory, broad enough and bright enough to 
tempt another Cortes with an iron crew, has been 
despoiled of the purity of its electoral franchise. In 
the capitol of the republic an awful blow has been 
struck —a blow upon the forehead of a sovereign 


state ; that blow was not loud, but it resounded through 
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sixteen free states, and if the spirits of dead patriots 
do indeed sympathize even yet with their unforgotten 
country, | know that from one sacred spot in a state 
not free, there was an echo of that deep reverberation 
—for there must have been, as that sad blow came 
down, not solely upon the brows of a senator, but upon 
the young heart of the republic—a groan from the 
tomb of Washington. Well may we ask as we watch 
the blood from that blow, trickling down the steps 
of the senate-house, “Will all great Neptune’s ocean 
ever wash out that scarlet-legend of our capitol?” 

And now, while the garments of the genius of the 
republic are trailing along draggled and bespattered, and 
her eyes are so full of tears that she can hardly see 
that road of empire on which she has been travelling 
for seventy-three years with such stately impetuosity, 
men are every where asking “What shall we do?” 
This question I think the thoughts of to-day may well 
be asked to answer. Every pure-minded lover of his 
country may well seek inspiration from the fountain 
head of the life of the republic — her first, her hero- 
age. | 

It was the habit of the statesmen of Spain, (a country 


which the genius of Boston,in the person of her two 
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historians, Prescott and Motley, has just made familiar 
to us all,) long after the great Philip was with the dust 
of other tyrants, to say in every hour of Spanish emer- 
gency, “ Let us consult the genius of Philip the Second.” 
This republic is equally august with that empire-realm 
which rested on both the Indies, for it reposes on beth 
the oceans, and in every sense is canopied by stars. 
And we too have our oracle to approach, for Americans 
should say when the steppings of the republic are cur- 
tained with clouds, “Let ws consult the genius of the 
Fourth of July.” Yes, go back to the birth of our na- 
tion. Summon up the scenery of its cradle, look in the 
face the men who stood sponsers to it, breathe the 
atmosphere in which it began to heave its little-giant 
lungs; contemplate the true conscript fathers in their 
austere devotion to principle, to true freedom, and in 
their wholly disinterested sacrifices for their principles 
— those men, “as pure as if they were not great, and 
as great asif they were not pure” —and although it may 
be true that they fought in a moral panoply, the mere 
weight of which would crush us, yet by drinking of the 
true hero-tonic — the sentiments of the Revolution — 
we may brace up for one day to something of their 
heroic proportions and at least aspire unto the grandeur 


of their moral stature. 
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This, then, is what I call consulting the genius of the 
Fourth of July ; to get ourselves, as the spiritualists say, 
“into communication” with the creators of the Fourth 
of July, to feel the same as to the republic, and then 
our own minds and impulses will announce to us the 
line of action which the fathers would have followed 
in whatever shall turn out to be the present emer- 
gency; and thus in all our conjunctures the sentiment 
of the Revolution should be brought to bear upon the 
crisis of the republic. 

And now, as the particular means for freshening up 
in our minds and hearts the elder memories and the 
elder virtues of our history, we are giving one day 
expressly to laud and magnify our golden age, and to 
read over the golden bead-roll of our really great men. 
And in doing this we are following an example as 
ancient as the pyramids, and yet as recent as the four 
year old dynasty encamped in France, which far from 
being ancient is as bright and brassy as a new stamped 
cent. For it has been the habit of all the first class na- 
tions since the tower of Babel was tipped over, to try to 
raise the character of the people to their best standard 
and to quicken the sentiment on which the government 


rested by something significant to the senses of that 
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people’s heroism and their government’s glory ; some- 
times a monument, sometimes a celebration, — the one 
embodying a memory and a sentiment in architecture, 
the other embodying a memory and a sentiment in 
dramatic action. Thus in the region of the eldest 
time the traditions, recently corroborated by Layard, 
the great rummager of Nineveh, tell us that the people 
of that original mistress of the Hast assembled at 
intervals in a sort of mass meeting around the mon- 
umental mausoleum of Ninus, the founder of Nineveh, 
and from the contemplation of his glories gained new 
energies to invigorate the Assyrian empire. 

Thus in the most absolute democracy of the world, 
Athens, the great Panathenaic festival played exactly 
the same part for the Athenians that the Fourth of 
July celebration acts for the Americans, and there is 
even an identity in its very details. Unlike ours, it 
occurred but once in five years, but just like ours it 
consisted of speeches, sports, and a grand procession. 
The Hellenic rhapsodists recited to the multitude the 
lines in which the first poet of the world had married 
to immortal words the immortal memories of Athenian 
bravery, just as the American speakers to-day try to 


invent eulogiums fit to be made about those Americans 
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whose moral heroism baffles words; choral music as 
sweet as that which to-day has rolled its harmonies 
along the arches of this temple, lifted the hearts of the 
Grecian people; athletic games and open air sports 
and races for prizes carried out the perfect parallel 
with us still farther; and though the men of Athens, 
perhaps, were quite unconscious of balloons, a foot-race 
with lighted torches, in which the prize was won by 
him who got to the goal first with his torch still ighted, 
made up in some degree for their profound ignorance of 
these serial gas-bags; while as to fire-works, instead of 
having a work-of-fire, as we do, flashing out upon the 
face of evening the ramparts of Sebastopol, the figure- 
head of Washington and ’76, they had a wonderfully 
rich curtain spread like a sail upon a ship, and dragged 
throughout the city, and upon this curtain the Athe- 
nians saw, worked there in embroidery, by the delicate 
fingers of the fairest daughters of Athens, the story all 
spread out, not of “the Father of his country,” but of 
the Mother of chew country, Minerva. And finally, to 
make the parallel with us complete, a great procession 
swept along their streets too, in which every body 
participated, full as many dignitaries as figure in the 
newspaper programme of our procession, the old men 


carrying olive branches, the young men carrying arms, 
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the young women carrying baskets on their heads, and 
the heralds at the head of the column prayed for the 
good of the citizens, and the first artists caught the 
image of this procession as it went by, and fixed it in 
marble, so that you can see to-day that first Fourth of 
July procession just as Herodotus and Pericles saw it; 
for it is kept in the bas-reliefs of Phidias, in the British 
Museum among the Elgin marbles. 

And coming down to modern times, England has her 
monumental things, by which she has sustained the 
spirit of her earlier great deeds, her Agincourt and her 
Magna Charta deeds, in which we have a common 
heritage. When her soldiery saw the French eagles 
flying on the Malakoff, as they fled from the Redan 
tower of Sebastopol, the national heart did not droop, 
for she turned to her trophies of the past—to the 
grandest commemorative temple on this earth, West- 
minster Abbey — where the effigies and the epitaphs 
of the greatest men who have made our common race 
upon the whole the first m the world, are all kept in 
stone, where the bodies of the heroes he firm in death’s 
marble, and the recorded honors of our Saxon ancestry 
are as thick as the captured flags in Henry the Sev- 
enth’s chapel, which fan the air above them like so 


many wings of victory. Thus the solemn temple is an 
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ever-flowing fountain head of national sentiment. For 
Westminster Abbey isan “everlasting celebration” hard- 
ened into stone; it is as if their most splendid national 
fete-day, with all its shifting scenery of deeds and tombs, 
with all its pomp of blazon and banner, had been sud- 
denly and forever petrified into permanency. 

And speaking of the Redan naturally leads me to 
France. The dynasty there, triple-headed with its three 
heads of the great Napoleon, the lesser Napoleon, and 
the little Napoleon, must have ds celebration also to 
stabilitate its rickety throne; and that commemoration 
was upon the day when the bronzed warriors, returning 
from the most glittermg of modern wars, marched in 
the greatest pomp of modern triumphs along the Boule- 
vards of Paris. As column after column of men of war 
marched on, with the terrors of the trenches yet seem- 
ing to hang over them, as rank after rank of the 
wounded and torn were borne along with the yellings 
of Crimean surgery yet seeming to echo round them, 
and Paris, — gay and glittermg with the splendors of a 
monarch munificent as Louis the Fourteenth — Paris 
clapped her proud hands and showered down flowers 
and benedictions on the returning braves, the soldier- 


sentiment upon which the throne rests grew stronger 
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and stronger as the pageant moved on, and at every 
step of that laurelled soldiery France was Napoleonized. 

They forgot as they gazed on the conquering brig- 
ades of Bonaparte’s nephew, that the last immense rush 
of the French conscripts right up the horrid steep of 
the Malakoff was made to a very different music from 
“long live the Emperor;” that 1t was to the hymn of 
French liberty, the Marseillase Hymn, and that alone, 
that the living tide of valor surged upward and over 
that invincible crest; they forgot that the money of 
France, which was stamped with the effigy of “ Liberty,” 
was forbidden to be a legal tender; they remembered 
only that under the Emperor’s auspices, amid those 
infernal fires, France had for the second time wrung 
from reluctant Europe her diploma as the first power 
on the continent, and that night Louis Napoleon slept 
more soundly on his palace bed than on any since he 
crossed the palace threshold. 

This world-wide example of commemoration, then, 
we follow; but we have not thought that a common 
monument or arch of triumph, or one single triumphal 
procession, sufficiently commemorated our most bloody 
and most brilliant age, but we have devoted a day 


annually to its commemoration, and thus we have 
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actually carved one of the days of the year into an ever- 
lasting monument. 

And now on this our monumental day we consult 
the genius of the republic by every act, from the least 
unto the greatest, which tends to deepen the revolu- 
tionary sentiment on which the government stands 
and by which it must goon. Every fire-cracker touched 
off to-day by young America is an embryo sentiment of 
patriotic piety ; every regimental flag borne up against 
the breeze by a column of soldiers to-day through these 
Sahara-like heats is one fluttering leaf more for the tree 
of liberty whose roots grope among the bones of the 
fathers; every ring of salutation musketry or peal 
of cannon is one note more in the coronation anthem 
of republicanism, whose key-note caught the pitch in 
the first volley on Bunker Hill; and every formal oration 
to-day spoken in any and every part of the land ought 
to tremble through all its threads of thought, as if they 
were so many alarm-wires leading from one common 
centre — the tomb of Washington. 

For we gather to-day in the ranks of no parties 
to remember the spring-time of the republic. I stand 
here as one of the humblest mouth-pieces of the feel- 
ings of to-day, invited to this platform by no party but 


the universal party of free America. For the Revo- 
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lution belongs to no party; no party owns that record. 
No party can say “that’s my thunder.” No, it is the 
thunder of America. The question has been taunt- 
ingly asked in the Senate within a few days, “how 
many battles did Massachusetts fight in the Revolu- 
tion?” She fought ai the battles, every where. When 
her arm wasn’t there, her nerve and spirit were — 
the electricity of Bunker Hill sparkled through every 
man and every action of the Revolution, from John 
Hancock in Beacon street to George Washington at 
Yorktown ; but no grass was green any where with the 
nourishment of battle that did not freshen over some 
mouldering hand and broken heart from New England. 
No, all the battles belong to all the states, just as all 
the stars on the flag belong to every state that holds up 
the flag. In this spirit I trust we may be ever able 
to keep the Fourth of July; let other places and other 
days unfurl their local and party standards tattered 
with the war-storms of their bloodless victories, but 
to-day let no banner flout the sky, but the one great 
flag of the Revolution-Congress, still gorgeous with all 
its arms and trophies, and streaming out over the heads 
of thirty millions of Americans — an emblem of union 
and beauty and power. 


And as we gather to-day in all our towns, beneath 
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that Revolutionary flag, the whole spirit of the Reyvolu- 
tionary day will insensibly come back and take posses- 
sion of us, not so much by cheap words as by intuitive 
sympathies; we shall feel that the spirit of the fathers 
still “rules us from their urns,” and that tried by the 
Revolutionary standard, however the politicians may 
be, the people are “all right;” that there still glows 
high in the heart of the million the inextinguishable, 


unappeasable spirit of our first days— the love of free 
speech and free action, the love of law, the fear of God. 

And now how providential it appears, when we so 
much .need the earlier wisdom of the land, there is an 
auspicious concurrence of all the arts which illuminate 
the past upon this very revolutionary time, the sunrise 
of the republic, the age of Washington! For just at 
this time the universal Yankee genius, tired of aston- 
ishing the old world by its marvellous patterns of 
clipper-ships and reaping machines, has taken to in- 
structing the new world in history, oratory, and the fine 
arts, and every one of these activities seems just now 
erystalizing with involuntary determination around the 
name of George Washington. For Bancroft, first in 
the historic choir, hast just brought down the greatest 
of our histories to the period in which Washington 


steps into the foreground of the national scene; Irving, 
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called at his birth Washington Irving —as if by pro- 
phetic anticipation of the day when he should consum- 
mate his own celebrity by recording that of the man 
he was named for, Irving is retouching with the magic 
of his pen the revered lineaments of the first President, 
fading a little with the erasive touch of Time; the 
twenty-second of February, the birth-day of Wash- 
ington, is beginning to be one of the people’s holidays ; 
Leutze, the painter of history, German by name, but 
native American by birth, unrolls before Americans the 
broad canvas of General Washington’s passage of the 
Delaware; Crawford, our sculptor, with emulous patri- 
otism, in his sister art fashions the clay into the same 
standard pattern, the clay which Munich shall cast in 
its enduring bronze, and the Danube is even now 
floating down its current on a raft to a pedestal with 
us, where it will stand above a clusterine-star of stat- 
ues of great men who supported him in his life; and 
even the Titan pulse of the imperial city of our trade, 
New York, pauses for a moment in its giant play as the 
Babylonic city this day places her new statue of the 
Chief upon his war-horse in that park of hers which 
then with a new propriety will claim its title, Umon 


Square ; while to crown all, the sweet tongue of oratory 
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comes in aid of history, and canvas and bronze, for the 
most dulcet-tongued of our living speakers is seen going 
about the country like another Peter the Hermit, 
preaching a bloodless crusade for the rescue of another 
holy sepulchre from the grasp of an infidel’s hand. 

Amid this firm consent of all the instrumentalities by 
| which men fasten fame forever to a name, amid this 
chorus of all the historic arts, all vocal and visible with 
one beloved name, literally earth, air and sky alive 
with Washington, does it not seem as if the Revolution 
might burst through the thin film of years which 
curtains it, and take its place to-day as the central sun 
of our national system ? 

And now in turning our eyes directly upon the 
Revolution, glarmg upon us with these broad lights, 
one or two of its most impressive thoughts seem to 
rumble and mutter forth from that thundér-cloud 
period a challenge to our notice; and these relate to, 
first, the lesson of the Revolution itself; second, what 
it has done for us and the world. And first, I think if 
we roll out before our eyes the whole panoramic 
picture of the Revolutionary action as it displayed 


itself under the tongue of debate as well as the trumpet 


of battle, we shall be forced to admit that the capital 


sentiment of our fathers, underlying and ever-living, 
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was the love of liberty protected by law; legal liberty, 
constitutional liberty. They worshipped liberty with 
a measureless love; free speech and free action were 
what our English ancestors spread their flag for at 
Runnymede when they wrenched magna charta from 


King John. Free speech and free action were what 


our American ancestors spread the flag of the thirteen 


fighting colonies for, on the first Fourth of July. But 
in the long struggle of the people with the throne, by 
which the emigrants to this country were educated for 
freedom, especially in the struggles with the Stuarts 
and under William the Deliverer, which Macaulay has 
so gaily painted, they had learned that liberty and law 
were the mutual props of each other — that the love 
of liberty and respect for law ought to go hand in 
hand, in short that liberty and law were Siamese twins. 
Therefore they were always careful that their lberty 
should appear in the shape of well-considered law. So 
when they came to rebel against the Georges, they 
didn’t break out into a devastating fillibusterig up- 
rising of an outraged people, but all was done decently, 
and deliberately and legally. First they set forth that 
stately manifesto to mankind which has been read 
to-day to America; then they made a confederated 


nationality by a Continental Congress, and in every 
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negotiation with the enemy they insisted that the legal 
titles of their respective officers should be recognized. 
Washington would never open an official letter which 
was not directed to him by the title Congress had 
given him — General Washington. And finally,in our 
own state, the Massachusetts fathers took our ideas of 
liberty, framed in the grand old phrases of magna 
charta, the English petition of rights and Lord Somers’s 
bill of rights, and cast them into our own constitution 
and bill of rights; a great foundation state-paper whose 
features the world has already looked at, and will yet 
have to study; and they summed up its whole essence 
in its last consummate sentence, wherein they said, in 
the words of the republican Harrington, which he got 
from Aristotle, we do this “to the end that this may 
be a government of laws and not of men.” 
Therefore the leading sentiment of the Revolution 
is liberty and law, one and inseparable. And whenever 
we find that the laws which we have, inevitably shut 
us off from the liberties we ought to have, we must 
change the law-making machine, or in the last ex- 
tremity break the law-making machine. Massachusetts 
men must love liberty, and by the same ancestral 
instinct will love law. And happily our governmental 


system is so contrived that the people can generally, 
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by a little patience, self-denial and resolution, force 
their laws into harmony with their liberties, and make 
them square with each other. Every year’s elections 
offer us some chance, but once in four years there 
comes a chance to put anew face on our laws and a 
new heart in the body politic. Once in four years 
those who may think that the government of independ- 
ence is crumbling away from its eternal principles, 
can muster at the polls,and in no factious spirit, but 
ina national spirit, their motto indeed “union for the 
sake of the Union,” all hands together can right the 
republic. Once in four years the millions can rush 
to the fortress box, which is justly called the mightiest 
of the three boxes which command the world —the 
cartridge-box, the band-box and the dallot-box; and 
there in a perfect snow storm of ballots can cleanse the 
soiled seats of the nation, — a snow storm of those little 
papers 
« Which fall as snow flakes fall upon the sod, 
But execute the people's will, as lightning does the voice of God.” 

It may happen sometimes that the people may 
be, under our wise constitutional system, temporarily 
crippled and cut off in their rights and desires, 
but when the day of reform comes the retribution 
is only the more decisive and tremendous. Then 


when the great lazy people are goaded at length 
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into majestic unanimity, when all considerations are 
thrown aside but the salvation of their native land, 
when they crowd together, 


“ Roused like lions out of slumber, 


In unvanquishable number,”’ 


what wrong or what wrong-doer can stand up before 
them? If under the constitutional guard of office 
anybody, great or small, has used his power to 
decree a short-lived divorce between the laws and 
liberties of the people, the omnipotent people will 
not therefore tear down their own image — they will 
not weaken the arm of the law, but they will look on 
to their constitutional day of judgment; then, thrice 
armed by their own long submission, they can hurl 
upon the head of the great wrong-doer the malediction 


of the poet, with a terrible practical force, 


“ Ruin seize thee, ruthless king; 
Confusion on thy banners wait; 


Though fanned by conquest’s crimson wing,” 


Now ° 
“They mock the air with idle state.’ 


But if the time should come upon us, which God 
avert and which I pray may never open on my sight, 
when our liberties and our laws cannot be made one 
and alike at the electoral urns, then let Massachusetts 
do as the fathers did, — let her declare a second Revo- 


lutionary war; let her meet the law openly and like a 
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free commonwealth, not secretly nullify it like a slave 
commonwealth. Let her march out and encamp on 
Bunker Hill, and let her announce with the solemn 
eravity befitting so awful a transaction, that Massachu- 
setts has taken her Bunker Hill in her arms and gone 
out by herself, and she appeals to God and man for 
the justice of her cause. But even as our fathers 
suffered long and forbore ere they struck the remedi- 
less blow, so should we struggle long with ourselves 
ere we dash in pieces the golden bowl of our national 
life, and cut the silver cord which ties us into one 
magnificent nation. And surely to-day from thirty 
millions of Americans should go up thirty millions of 
prayers to save to us, to save to the world, this har- 
bor of republicanism, this citadel of man’s last hope. 
Whoever would pray otherwise must be in a conspiracy 
against mankind. 

But another thing which forces itself upon the 
attention of the student of the Revolution is the im- 
mense heroism of our fathers, the signers of the 
Declaration. There they stood, the representatives of 
thirteen infant colonies, which hadn’t cut their mother’s 
apron strings, and defied that unnatural but mighty 
mother, whose armaments they heard roaring round 


the world. And the awful alternative was not victory 
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or death,—oh no! that would have been easy — it 
was victory or the gibbet of the rebel. And it ought 
always to be remembered, that they fought not alone 
against the red-coat army which confronted them, but 
against the whole red-coat nation behind the army, and. 
supplying the army and lending the immense moral 
prestige of one of the very first powers of the earth 
to those red-coat regiments—and against this they 
fought with the gibbet in their faces! 

Talk about back-bone!— Why, old John Adams in 
those “sink or swim” days when he drove the Declara- 
tion of Independence through Congress to a victorious 
vote, had more back-bone in him than would suffice in 
these days for the vertebral column of a whole army 
of professed politicians. 

Another thing which I can never overlook in our 
Continental Captains and Congressmen, was their abso- 
lute disinterestedness in following their principles of 
freedom. They had no offices in their eye, nor fat 
jobs, nor fame-giving posts; every one of them lost 
something or suffered something m consequence of the 
Declaration of Independence. They never dreamed of 
the creed of the professed politician who feathers his 
own nest in the sacred name of his country. They 


lived, they contended and they died in the day of small 
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things to them personally; but they were men of that 
grand type, the largest mould in which men are ever 
made, the men who live for posterity, for others wel- 
fare, and the future of a thousand years. Most men 
live in the immediate scene around them, and in their 


sensations; but some there are who live above sen- 
sations and above sorrows, in their sentiments and 


thoughts, and for the “all hail hereafter !” of those who 
shall be blessed through them. And these are first of 
men; for “first of men,” says Lord Bacon, “are the 
conditores uperu, the founders of empire. But al- 
most always such men suffer in their lives, and in the 
end they only stand like Moses on Mount Pisgah, and 
see afar off their country going by in her coronation 
robes. 

And then what a severe contrast there is between 
our great Captain and other conquerors! When I 
read, for example, about Alexander parcelling out 
between himself and his followers the gorgeous satra- 
pies of the jewelled East, as the recompense of their 
successful struggle, I cannot help thinking of our Wash- 
ington’s words, when he modestly stood up in his place 
in Congress and accepted the generalship of our armies. 
said that model conqueror, “I take the office, but 


I shall accept no pay for my services; I shall keep a 
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strict account of my actual expenses; these I hope Con- 
gress may be able to discharge.” 'There’s a platform 
of patriotic principles for you. O, that the same 
purity of heart, and self-sacrificmg loyalty to principle 
pervaded all men’s hearts now! 0, that the same 
contempt of office, for office’ sake were universal now! 
Then never, never should we have seen that newest 
specimen of grand larceny, the robbery of a whole 
territorial legislature ; yes, the robbery of a whole ter- 
ritorial law-making machine ; nor ever should we have 
seen with irrepressible indignation the children of men 
who fell in the Revolution, shot down like hounds on 
the plains of our territory, almost in the very sight 
of the infantry of these United States, which the blood 
of their fathers united and put together. 

But I must hasten to consider briefly what this sen- 
timent of the Revolution, so martyr-like, so disinter- 
ested, so freedom-loving, has done for us and for the 
world. It established this Republic, as its first fruits. 
It showed that a system could be wrought out, vast in 
its sweep yet most minute in its provision for individual 
and local wants; under which, if properly carried out, 
the largest liberty could be had with the least law, and 
under which the true dignity of equal hee nature 


could be vindicated by making every native-born 
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American eligible to every office, from the Moderator 
of a town meeting to the Presidency of the nation. 
At this very moment, as if to illustrate what I say, the 
third office in the government holds in the chair of the 
Speakership of the House of Representatives a young 
man whose eloquence caught its first harmonies in the 
music of a machine shop. And the superb elevation 
of the curule chair of the first magistracy of America 
was filled, in the last term of the Presidency, by a man 
whose youthful industry was passed in the sweat of 
his brow in a mechanic’s factory. This republican 
system mankind have been gazing upon as it success- 
fully got under way; they have seen America win 
laurel and credit and crown and prize on many a field 
of human enterprize and conduct; they have seen her 
commanders carry her war-messages by the iron 
mouths of her cannon and the iron hearts of her 
Decaturs and Jacksons alike to the barbarous Moor 
and the polished Frank; while the supremacy of the 
meteor-flae of the sea-girt islanders has been rudely 
shaken. But better even than these attractive em- 
blems are other stars of nobleness which shine in her 
insignia. “Peace hath her victories not less renowned 
than war,’ and on that field America is three times 


victor, — on the sea, on the land, in the very air. 
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In the game for the peaceful harvest of the seas she 
ruffles out the snowy plumage of her clipper ships, 
and lo! the mercantile marine of the old standard 
nations, with every rag of canvas set, lumbers heavily 
along the ocean road of commerce, unable to see any 
thing of the clipper craft of their rival but the broad 
name “ America,” fairly painted on her stern. In the 
equally great game for the harvests of the land, an 
American reaping machine, a harvesting engine fit for 
the prairie-like expanse of her western acres, goes 
slashing about among the agriculturists of the old 
world, giving ample proof that whatever monster crops 
her broad acres get up, her inventive energies can 
harvest and get in. While, as if to demonstrate finally 
that no realm of nature should be unvexed with her 
victorious energy, she first, by the hand of her Franklin, 
seizes the lightning from the sky, and then, by the 
brains of her Morse and House, she teaches it to run 
of errands across her vast territorial spaces, and, to cap 
the climax, makes it tell its own story in fair print 
when it gets there. And it was meet and proper that 
a Revolution which begat a republican empire like 
ours should also beget gigantic energies to correspond 
with it. If a new race is born into the world, they 


must have new tools to work with. And only think 
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what a realm ours is! It is not measured by miles; it 
is not measured even by degrees of latitude; it 1s not 
measured even by different climates; no—it is only 
to be appropriately measured by one grand standard — 
the length of the king’s arm was the integral standard 
of linear measurement in England—but we may with 
strict justice take our standard from the orb of day; 
and when by one single effort of comparison, we would 
express the measurement of our empire, let us say, 
(without any exaggeration) the sun takes half of his 
whole journey round the globe, in getting over our 
United States. 

But measureless as are the physical results of our 
Revolution, who shall measure its moral results? It 
revolutionized the sentiment of the world as positively 
as if the climate of the world had suddenly been 
changed. It gave scope to thoughts which had for 
generations been cramped in men’s minds. It gave 
life to hopes that had for generations been strangled in 
their hearts; in short it ventilated all the pure thought 
and feeling of the world, and the day after the Decla- 
ration of Independence this planet was a better place 
to live in, than it was the day before. 

Look, for instance, at the result of our firmly-fixed 


policy, to recognize every government, rebel or not, as 
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soon as it has established itself sufficiently to be, de 
facto,a government! When Hungary was fighting with 
Austria for her Fourth of July, we sent an envoy, to 
be near them and to encourage them by the assurance 
that the very moment they could set up a free gov- 
ernment, de facto, as they should draw their first breath 
of liberty, we would be on hand to give them aid and 
comfort; and when Austria growled out -her stony- 
hearted remonstrance to us, the greatest of Americans 
told her plainly that this republic had so determined, 
and that her tyrant-empire in comparison with our 
republican empire was but a patch on the earth’s sur- 
face. And that famous letter you know was followed 
up by sending a flag-ship, with the star-standard flying 
over it, for the very man upon whose garments was 
the dampest mould of an Austrian dungeon. That 
letter to Austria was powerful, because when Webster 
wrote it America was standing right behind him; there 
wasn’t an army nor a regulation-sword in sight, when 
the Austrian read it, but it sent a shiver through every 
joint of the Holy Alliance. 

When Colombia and her sister states had fought their 
way into republican life, George Canning, the brilliant 
Prime Minister of England, boasted in his place that he 


had hastened to recognize their independence, and thus, 


- 
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said he proudly, “I called a new world into existence 
to redress the balance of power in the old world.” 
But when he said this he was not true to the spirit of 
fact, for it was not George Canning bearing in his 
hand England’s tardy and reluctant recognition, who 
really gave them the breath of mdependent life ; it was 
another land and a nobler leader; it was our own 
prince of the orators, Henry Clay, the mighty voices of 
whose eloquence rang like a silver clarion among his 
countless followers, exhorting them to send a full ac- 

credited ambassador to the South American Congress 
at Panama. And therefore it was that when they had 
achieved their independence, in the halls of their 
national legislatures the portrait of Henry Clay and 
not George Canning was hung up high on the wall, 
where still for aught I know that lordly eye looks 
down on them. 

And finally, the other day in Paris, at that notorious 
Congress where the peace of Europe was made and that 
“blessed baby was born,’ you cannot have forgotten 
that Count Walewski declared that Belgium had too 
free a tongue in her little head, and that her free 
press must be padlocked and her free speech must be 
muzzled. No! said Lord Clarendon, I never will con- 


sent to it, England never would submit to see free 
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speech put down. And what think you drove that 
Peer of Victoria to say this? Was it that gartered 
peerage, proud as the peerage of Charlemagne, whose 
broad riband he wore on his shoulder? No! it was 
the Reformed House of Commons of England, repre- 
senting the people of England, who were looking over 
his shoulder and defying him to say any thing else. 
And what gave England that almost democratic House 
of Commons? Does any one need to be told that it 
wasn’t Henry Brougham nor Charles Earl Gray, loud- 
mouthed as they were in 1830, for reform ? They 
were only its instruments, not its creators. It was the 
example of a reformed and revolutionized American 
Congress which had then for forty-five years been 
starmg in the face the peerage and tax-ridden people 
of England; it was the earthquake voice of the inde- 
pendence days of America. 

No wonder that Louis Napoleon hates us. No won- 
der our military envoys are repulsed from his dazzling 
courts, and told to meet at the mouth of cannon. Yes, 
the time is coming when we shall meet at the cannon’s 
lips, when the genius of Young America shall grapple 
with the genius of decrepit Hurope. Not yet— every 


thing in time—but as surely as day follows night the 
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winter of this world’s discontent will yet be made glo- 
rious summer by this new continent of Columbus. 

Ido not dream that we shall go with arms to filli- 
busterize Europe, as Kossuth’s earnest but erring zeal 
demanded, but the silent spectacle of the republic acts 
upon Hurope like an ever-blowing trumpet of sedition. 
“Sir Harry Vane, Sir Harry Vane,” cried Cromwell 
when he would play the tyrant, “the Lord deliver me 
from Sir Harry Vane!” and so cries every crowned 
man in Kurope, “ America, America, the Lord deliver us 
from that George Washington’s America !” 

But that hearty prayer is not to be granted. ‘There 
isa great book in which the accounts of nations are 
posted. I see the heading on one side of that ledger 
of empire is “ Despotism.” Upon the other side are 
three fatal words, burning like the letters which blazed 
on Belshazzar’s banquet-wall— “Poland, Italy, Hun- 
gary.” Those pages are yet to be balanced. The armed 
heel is yet to be lifted from the radiant forehead of 
Poland, the fond dream of Mazzini must yet be real- 
ized in the rescue of the dear land of Italy from the 
wild-cat grip of the royal ruffian of Naples, and the lion- 
paw of Austria; and Hungary, cloven down in the 


dust, shall yet raise her dishonored brow, in time for 
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Kossuth, if he can do no more, yet to stand upon his 
mount of promise and see his native land go by in her 
garments of gladness. And the motive power to all 
this, is the silent but eloquent example of this Amer- 
ican republic. If that example can be maintamed till 
after every stone of that great granite shaft on the 
immortal hill shall have crumbled, as the monuments 
of Nineveh have crumbled, long ere then I believe this 
world will all be more or less republicanized. For I 
cherish a deep conviction that man will not, cannot go 
backward, but that a good Providence kept back this 
continent for ages that Columbus might at last lead it 
forth from its hiding-place behind the waves, into the 
presence of the world, robed in the regalia of a repub- 
lic, to be the school-master of mankind. 

At any rate, so long as it can be said, in Byron’s 
winged words, 


“Still one great clime in full and free defiance, 
Yet rears its head unconquered and sublime 


Above the far Atlantic,” 


so long the course of mankind heads right, and so long 


the banner of this republic, 


“Torn, but flying, streams upward 


Like the thunder-cloud against the wind,” 


in the very vanguard of humanity.

The undersigned, a majority of the Committee on Public 
Buildings, on the part of this Board, to whom was referred a 
communication of the Board of Overseers of the House of 
Correction, found in City Document No. 24, and likewise a 
further communication, dated the 12th inst., in relation to 
certain buildings being destroyed by fire, submit the following 


REPORT. 


Your committee, in view of the appropriation of. Sixty 

Thousand Dollars now asked for, as necessary to complete 

_ the buildings and works at. Deer Island, designed: for the 
House of Correction, have been led to pause and_ seriously 
consider the whole subject matter of the contemplated re- 
moval of this Institution to said Island. 

It was originally estimated by the Board of Mayor and 
Aldermen, in 1854, that the.expense of altering and fitting 
up the main Building at Deer Island for said Institution, 
would not exceed the sum of Forty-five Thousand Dollars, a 
Joint Committee of the City Council estimating it at $30,000 
only. (See City Document of that year, No. 78.) 

The appropriation of $45,000, made accordingly by the 
City Council that year for this purpose, has been already 
quite expended. It is now estimated that Sixty Thousand 
Dollars more is required for other alterations and improve- 
ments, as appears by the estimate of Samuel C. Nottage, an- 
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nexed hereto, and his communication found on page 11, of 
said Document, referred to us. 

If this appropriation is made, it is quite evident from a 

careful examination of the plans, and the present Buildings 
and grounds, that this amount of money will be wholly inad- 
equate to complete the entire work designed, and necessary, 
if the contemplated removal is carried out; but that other 
similar appropriations, of nearly if not quite the same 
amount, will be necessary hereafter. 
_ They find that the main Building is fast going to de- 
cay. The exterior walls, from the action of the weather 
upon. them, or other cause, are not only perishing, but the 
inner surface of the walls, with the timbers coming in con- 
tact with them, are very seriously impaired, and continuing 
greatly to suffer anddecay. Itis perfectly apparent that the 
exterior of the walls of the Building must be covered with 
mastic, or otherwise protected and preserved, else in course 
of a few years they will be unfit for use, and must be built 
anew with a different kind of material. 

To cover the walls with mastic in a suitable manner, would 
require a heavy expenditure, roughly estimated at Six Thou- — 
sand Five Hundred Dollars. Besides this, owing to the state 
of the grounds around the Building, and necessary for the 
use of the Institution, and the need of other buildings and 
accommodations, and the peculiar circumstances, situation, and 
condition of the premises and present structures, we are sat- 
isfied that constant heavy outlays of money would be inevit- 
ably necessary, such as would not be demanded in the present 
location of this Institution. Of this, after a most careful 
personal examination and full consideration of the whole 
matter, we are fully satisfied. 

We do not now, however, propose to go into an extended 
statement of figures and estimates, deeming it unnecessary 
to do more than to state the results in some instances to 
which we have come in our minds. We have endeavored to 
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consider the matter as practical business men, and with as 
little theorizing and speculation as possible. We have read 
carefully the Reports of the Committee on Public Buildings 
made in 1847, (City Document No. 39,) in reference to the 
removal of the House of Industry to some place, and like- 
wise the report of the Joint Committee of the City Council 
of 1854, found in Document already referred to, in relation 
to the Institution now in question. Both Reports are very 
elaborately drawn and able Documents. The Committee 
who made them were undoubtedly sincere in _ their 
convictions. 

But it seems to us that they contain very strong, earnest 
pleas, for the one side which they appear to be arguing. At 
any rate we feel that the results, the actual figures and real 
expenditures already made and rendered certain in experi- 
ence, are very wide of what was then contended would be 
the case; that many of the arguments adduced were more 
specious than sound, and have already been or can be most 
completely refuted. The result shows a lamentable although 
not an unusual instance of how little such estimates and ar- 
suments suggested to the mind of an earnest yet honest ad- 
vocate of a favorite measure can be relied upon, and how 
delusive they often are. We think it would have been wiser 
for the City Council in this case to have observed the good 
old conservative maxim, to “let well enough alone,” instead 
of entering upon this new scheme. 

In 1847 it is deemed necessary and expedient by the Com- 
mittee, in their said Report, to remove the House of Industry 
from South Boston to Deer Island, as a measure demanded 
by the best interests of the Institution and the City, and by 

a due regard to the good faith and contracts of the 
latter. : 

It is predicted that great advantages will accrue from such 
a removal to both the Institution and the land interests of 
South Boston in particular. The amount of expenditures 
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necessary to carry out the object is considered small, com- 
pared with the amount of money to be saved and realized 
out of the Real Estate of the City. The old buildings are 
therefore abandoned and new ones erected at Deer Island, 
at an expense of some One Hundred and Eighty Thousand 
Dollars. 

In afew years after all this dutlay has been. made} the 
State Paupers are removed by the State to other quarters, 
the inmates thereby reduced to some thirty or forty in num- 
ber, and these new and costly edifices rendered quite tenant- 
less and useless to the City, and are now fast crumbling away. 
If the Institution had remained where it was, and a compar- 
atively small amount of money been expended upon it, the 
accommodations would have soon become ample and abundant, 
and would now be all that could be desired. Next in order 
follows the project of removing the House of Correction 
likewise, and appropriations of enormous amounts not an- 
ticipated, or at least not outspoken and duly estimated, are 
coming along and rolling up in the unending catalogue of in- 
dispensible wants. The great difficulty is, there seems likely 
to be no end to these annual demands for appropriations, 
independent of the current annual and ordinary expenses’ 
of maintaining the Institution. 

Had some Forty Thousand Dollars been expended i in 1854, 
on the Buildings as they then were, at South Boston, for al- 
terations and improvements, no others would have been 
necessary to any considerable extent, for some ten or fifteen 
years. Such was the belief of many then,and it seems quite 
apparent now. 

And it becomes a serious and important question whether 
it is not better for the City now to abandon this project and 
let the institution remain where it is, making the needed 
alterations and improvements even at the sacrifice of all the 
work done and money already expended at the Island. 

Had there not already been so much money laid out in 
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preparation for this removal, there would seem to us little 
or no doubt as to the best course to pursue... 

And it may be much better now to lose what has been ex- 
pended, than finally to lose this and several much larger 
sums with it, or to suffer under the annual heavy drafts which 
the Ma tiaton will make upon the city treasury after the 
works are considered completed. 

It may have been an object perhaps for dealers in lands at 
South Boston, to have the public institutions removed, and 
this may have originated this scheme. . But it seems likely 
to prove of doubtful advantage even to them. Certain it is, 
the benefit to them and the City lands were greatly magni- 
fied, and the value of the City land wrongly estimated. Land 
iyi that vicinity, is still abundant, and likely to be for fifty 
years to come. First class dwelling-houses in the locality of 
the institutions in question never would be erected. All 
along on that shore, up to and around the City prop- 
erty, are the different kinds of large establishments and 
manufactories, such as turpentine, glass, and iron works, 
the brewery and the ship yard, which are particularly 
obnoxious to first class residents, and which will exclude first 
class houses, and call into being innumerable small and 
meaner tenements. 

Instead of the land in that locality being worth 50 or 
even 20 cents a foot, as was estimated in said reports, not 
more than 8 cents a foot in the main, could be got for it, so 
far as we can learn. This is all any man wanting to buy 
would give for it. Indeed within a few days, anacre of land 
in that immediate vicinity, well located on one of the princi- 
‘pal streets, was sold at public auction at that price. In fact 
land has been falling in value in that vicinity, ever since the 
scheme of removing the institutions was supposed to have 
been determined upon and undertaken. If the land was 
worth 50 cents a foot at the time of the first said report in 
1847, or 20 cents in 1854, at the time of the other said re- 
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port, and is now worth but 8 cents, the prospect of a removal 

has not had a very favorable effect upon its value. The land 

might be improved it, is true, so a large income from taxes 

would be realized from it, and great calculations upon this 

were made in said reports. But it is to be considered that 

the amount of money necessary to complete the streets and 

make the required improvements, would not be inconsidera- 

ble; and the taxes, at best, would in a great measure come 

from property which would otherwise be taxable im some 

other form. Itmay be safely assumed that the increased 
expenses from the source of these lands, would nearly if not 
quite, equal the net gain in taxes paid thereon. Instead of 
taxes diminishing as the City enlarges in extent and wealth, 

it is quite the reverse. At any rate, the enhanced income 

from these lands, after they are improved and brought into 

private use, could not much, if any, exceed the increased ex- 

pense necessary annually for maintaining and supplying the 

House of Correction at Deer Island. 

The result proves now, and would hereafter more effect- 
ually show, the greatly increased expenses of intercommuni- 
cation and transportation between the City and the Island, 
compared with what they were at South Boston. The differ- 
ence in these respects, and the current expenses of the institu- 
tion, would very soon eat up and exceed all the money and 
income that could be realized from the lands of the City 
where they now stand. 

Again, at the Island the institution will be away from the 
police and military force of the City, and in case of a riot 
or general insubordination within the prison, great hazard 
would be incurred, and disastrous results perhaps ensue, un- 
less a much larger force of help or police than is now required 
and is necessary in ordinary times, should be furnished, and 
be constantly at hand. This we consider a very serious ob-. 
jection to the contemplated removal, not easily to be argued 
away. ! 

But it is said, and strongly urged, that the House of Cor- 
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rection stands upon certain cross streets, which were laid out 
in South Boston, and which the City are bound in honor and 
by compact to complete. It is true that certain streets in 
South Boston were laid out many years since. But they are 
of an anomalous character. The City are at liberty to com- 
plete these streets whenever the Board of Aldermen deem 
it necessary or expedient to do so, either in whole or in part 
but not until then. 

The streets on which the House of Correction stands, are 
entirely on the land of the-City and occupied by them. 
They are cross streets, and as it seems to us, not needed by 
the public, nor likely to be for fifty years to come for aught 
that now appears. 

What people generally should want to go down these cross 
streets for, on to the land of the City, not owning any land 
beyond them in that line, we cannot see, unless it be to run 
overboard; and if that was their object, there is plenty of 
room for that elsewhere in South Boston, and will be for 
some time to come. 

The undersigned can see no legal or honorary obligation 
on the part of the City toward the public to open and com- 
plete these cross streets in that locality. It is enough to say 
that it is entirely unnecessary and inexpedient that it should 
be done as a matter of fact. Of this the Board of Alder- 
men are made the judges by the law regulating those streets.. 
And in determining upon the matter, the Board are to say 
what the interests of the whole City and of the public de- 
mand, and not to consult the interests of a few citizens or a 
particular locality alone. 

If the public institutions were removed, and the land of 
the City on which they stand were improved for other pur- 
poses, it might then be necessary and expedient to complete 
these cross and other streets in that place, but until then it 
is otherwise. We cannot believe that these institutions are 
a hindrance to improvements in land in that vicinity. They 
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seem quite as little objectionable as the other buildings and 


works in that part of the City. 

We are satisfied that an ae of $40,000, on the 
House of Correction at South Boston, will give all the in- 
creased accommodations needed there in the work-shops, and 
an addition to one of the wings of the institution for cells, 
and when this sum is judiciously expended, little if anything 
more will be needed for fifteen years. 

Of this we are assured by competent judges. If this isso, 
it would seem better to make these improvements, and let 
the institution remain there, rather than expend $60,000 
more at Deer Island this year, and probably as much more 
next year, and so on for some years to come, and then per- 
haps at last be compelled to abandon the whole structure, 
and go elsewhere again. 

The buildings at the Island were already there, and may 
be counted as mostly lost before the appropriation of the 
$45,000. And it is better to let the whole go, than in at- 
tempting to save it, or some portion of it, lose much more 
with it. 

The undersigned are therefore bound to believe, as a matter 
of expediency and economy, that it is best to suspend the 
work at Deer Island, and to make no further appropriation 
for that purpose this year, but that the requisite sum be ap- 
-propriated for making the needed improvements at South 
Boston. 

Some Three Thousand Dollars are now necessary to build 
an additional workshop to accommodate the workmen now em- 
ployed in some old buildings which are unfit for use, and also 
those who have been thrown out of employ by the late fire. 

If however the Institution is speedily to be removed to 
Deer Island, and not to remain where it is, we should not 
deem it necessary or expedient to spend any more money for 
this purpose. Jf, on the other hand, it shall be deemed ad- 
visable to suspend operations at Deer Island, and abandon 
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the scheme of removal, steps ought immediately to be taken 
to determine upon plans and make the desired improvements 
at South Boston. Therefore, with a view of obtaining the 
opinion of this Board on this subject, we recommend the pas- 
sage of the following order.

Ordered, That the Committee on Public Buildings, on the 
part of this Board be, and they are hereby authorized and 
directed, to build an addition to the Workshops at the House 
of Correction, South Boston. The Shop to be built of brick 
with a slated roof, one story high, and one hundred and thirty 
feet long, at an expense not exceeding Three Thousand Five 
Hundred Dollars, to be charged to the appropriation for the 
County of Suffolk.

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The undersigned, members of the Joint Standing Commit- 
tee on Public Buildings, to whom was recommitted the Re- 
port of March 17th, last, purporting to be a Report of said _ 
Committee, respecting the leases of Faneuil Hall, respect- 
fully beg leave to submit a 


MINORITY REPORT. 


In stating the reasons which compel the subscribers to dis- 
sent entirely from the rest of the Committee, they deem it 
proper to give a brief statement of facts, showing the posi- 
tion of this whole matter, and to expose what they consider 
a great irregularity in the method of proceeding. | 

The Committee on Public Buildings is a Joint Standing 
Committee. By a Joint Order which passed the Board of 
Aldermen on February 18, the Common Council on February 
21, and was approved by the Mayor on February 23, this | 
Committee was instructed to consider and report on the ex- 
pediency of altering the stores under Faneuil Hall, so that 
said premises may be used for market purposes. (Before 
this subject was ever considered by the Joint Committee, a 
Report appears to have been drawn up and signed by the 
Chairman, and printed.) 

Now this Report was never adopted by the Committee at 
all, and the subject was never discussed or considered in 
the Committee until after this report was printed. And the 
undersigned are utterly at a loss to understand by what author- 
ity it is styled a Report of the Joint Standing Committee on 
Public Buildings, or by what right it was printed as such. 
The undersigned consider this a great irregularity, but as 
that branch of the subject is in the hands of a Special Com- 
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mittee of the Common Council, they only deem it necessary 
to allude to it in this connection. 

In the last Report of the majority of the Committee, they 
expressly sanction all the statements in the first Report, and 
they further state that the Mayor and Aldermen, “since the 
presentation of their former Report, and upon suggestion 
therein contained, have taken such measures in regard to the 
termination of the leases in question, as not only accord with 
the views of this Committee, but renders any further action 
in the matter unnecessary at the present time.” That is to 
say, after a matter has been referred by a vote of both 
branches of the City Council, to a Joint Committee, and 
approved by the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, “ upon the 
suggestion’ of a Report which was never adopted by the 
Committee at any meeting thereof, undertake to act on the 
very subject matter, without sending their proceedings to the 
Common Council, claiming full power to act in the premises, 
and this act of the Board of Aldermen a majority of the 
Committee approve in their last Report. From this the un- 
dersigned are compelled to dissent entirely; they dissent 
from this course as matter of law and as matter of fact. 

And first, as matter of law, the undersigned do not under- 
stand by what authority the Board of Aldermen undertake 
to terminate the leases of Faneuil Hall. There are two 
grounds upon which the majority of the Committee propose 
to terminate the leases. 1. On the ground that the City de- 
sire the building for other purposes; and, 2, on the ground 
that the lessees have violated their leases. 

Now, on the first mentioned ground, the facts are, that the 
leases, with one exception, contain a clause “that in case the 
City of Boston shall wish for the demised premises during 
the said term, and shall give the lessees six months notice 
thereof, the lessees shall surrender the premises,” &. “ In 
case the City of Boston shall wish,” &c., “and shall give 
notice,’ Sc.; the undersigned have never supposed that the 
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Board of Aldermen were the “ City of Boston,” or that that 
Board have a right to act for the City, and to give notice, in 
its behalf. 

The City Charter expressly provides that the administra- 
tion of all the fiscal, prudential, and municipal concerns of 

‘said City, with the conduct and government thereof, shall be 
vested in the Mayor, the Board of Aldermen, and the Com- 
mon Council, which Boards, in their Joint capacity, shall be 
denominated the City Council. 

When therefore, contracts made with the City, provide 
that certain things may be done by the “ City of Boston,” it 
is quite clear to the undersigned, that it is not competent for 
one branch of the City Council to act for the City. It is 
very true that, by the Ordinances respecting the Public Build- 
ings, Section 3, the Committee on Public Buildings are author- 
ized to lease the same, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and Aldermen. But this does not give the Aldermen or the 
Committee any power to break up any lease. As well 
might the Committee on Public Lands, because they are 
authorized to sell land, undertake to cancel or break up sales 
made years ago, and to return the notes or other securities 
given therefor. Besides, the Aldermen can only act after 
the Committee have acted; and, in this case, they did act 
before the Committee had passed any vote to terminate the 
leases. But the undersigned do not admit, and do not be- 
lieve, that the Board of Aldermen have any power whatever 
without the concurrence of the Council, to terminate those 
leases, or in any case to act for the City of Boston, unless 
expressly authorized so to do, by some law or ordinance. 

Upon the other point, namely, a violation of the leases by 
underletting, the evidence before the Committee was abun- 
dant that this has been done for the last fifteen years by the 
express knowledge of the City officers, and without the least 
objection on their part. The undersigned are no lawyers, 
but they have always understood the law to be, that accept- 
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ance of rent is a waiver of any forfeiture, if it appear that 
at the time the lessor receive the rent he had notice of the 
breach of the condition. It is common sense whether it is" 
law or not, that when a landlord knows, and has known for 
years that a tenant wnderlets, and receives rent year 
in and year out without making objection, that he cannot take © 
advantage of a condition in the lease to turn a tenant out, 
when he finds it convenient or profitable to use the building 
for something else. So much for the law. 

But there are other considerations affecting this case of 
far higher importance. The conduct of the City of Boston 
—the commercial metropolis of New England — ought to 
be liberal, just and equitable in all cases. It ought never to 
insist upon the harsh rules of law, unless such conduct is 
necessary to accomplish justice, and unless such conduct 
would be esteemed fair and honorable by high-minded men. 
Now in the matter of these leases, the lessees, without ex- 
ception, aver that they always supposed that the clause in 
their leases authorizing the City to take possession of these 
stores on six months notice, applied only to a case when the 
City desired the Building for some public use; that they 
never dreamed that the City could give such notice and turn 
the lessees out merely because the City could get more 
money for the stores from other tenants. They have been 
tenants under the City many years; they have been prompt 
in the payment of rent; and that they have been satisfactory 
tenants is evident from the fact that their leases have been 
renewed several times. If then, they understand, and have 
always understood the legal effect of their leases to be dif- 
ferent from what lawyers say it is, is it proper in the City of 
Boston to take advantage of a technical legal right under 
such circumstances? So, also, in regard to underletting, 
suppose the lessees have violated the strict letter of the 
leases. Ifthe City has known this for years; if City officers 
have never objected; if the leases have been renewed time 
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and again with full knowledge on this subject, is it just and 
honorable in the City now, in order to make a better bar- 
gain, to take advantage of this violation of the leases, even 
supposing it has the legal right so to do? What would be 
thought of such a transaction between individuals in the 
business community ? 

- But there is another branch of this case in relation to 
which the undersigned differ still more widely from the 
majority of the Committee, and that is,as to the use to which 
they propose to put these stores after the removal of the 
present lessees. The majority of the Committee recommend 
that the whole of the lower part of Fancuil Hall be devoted 
to market purposes; that it be fitted up with stalls and let 
like the Quincy Market. To this course there are, in the 
opinion of the undersigned, numerous very weighty objec- 
tions. ‘The reasons given by the majority of the Committee 
for this proposed change, may be stated as follows: (1.) That 
‘as long ago as 1733, the town of Boston appropriated the 
land now covered by Faneuil Hall for a market place; that 
in 1742, Peter Faneuil built the building known as Fancuil 
Hall, and gave the same to the town for market purposes; 
‘and the majority of the Committee say in their report, page 
4, that they “are at a loss to see how proper regard for the 
objects and design of the donor could ever justify converting 
said building to uses other than for market purposes, or what 
moral or legal right the town or City of Boston would have 
to do this.” 

That the town of Boston once appropriated this site for 
market purposes in 1733, does not preclude the City of Bos- 
ton from making a subsequent change, any more than the 
fact that the old City Hall has been abandoned for municipal 
purposes, renders that act illegal. The idea that because 
the town once used a particular spot for a special purpose, 
the City Council can never make any change of that purpose, 
has the merit of novelty at least. So, in regard to the gift 
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of Mr. Faneuil, the building which he erected and gave to 
the town of Boston, was burned up more than fifty years 
ago,and he had no more to do with erecting the present 
building than he had with erecting the State House. 

The undersigned are therefore unable to see why the City 
authorities for thirty years past are liable to the imputation 
of having violated any code of laws or morals in not using a 
building as a market with which Mr. Faneuil never had the 
slightest connection, and which he probably never saw. 

(2.) But the majority of the Committee proceed to state 
other reasons for the proposed change, which they say have 
had great weight with them. One of these is the necessity 
of further market accommodations. Admitting this to be 
true, it by no means follows, that this particular building 
ought necessarily to be used for that purpose. On the con- 
trary there can be no doubt that no further market accom- 
modations are needed in that precise locality. No one will 
doubt that Quincy Market, so far as the neighborhood is con- 
cerned, affords adequate accommodations. 

The majority of the committee give reasons on this part 
of the subject, the force of which the undersigned are unable 
to appreciate. They estimate that there are some 600 Pro- 
vision and Produce stores in various parts of the City 
“involving a large expense which cannot vary much, in the 
ageregate, from a million and a quarter of dollars a year, and 
thereby of course tending to enhance the cost of the neces- 
saries of life to a great extent.” Suppose this is so, what 
then? Will the conversion of Faneuil Hall into some forty 
market stalls supply the place of siz hundred Provision and 
Produce stores? Moreover, do the majority really mean 
what their language purports, — to adopt a course which will 
tend to shut up the provision stores, and to compel buyers 
from all parts of the City, to go to the vicinity of Quincy 
Market for their provisions? If such is to be the tendency 
of the proposed plan, the undersigned would be decidedly 
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opposed to it for that cause alone. - It is useless to deny, that 
provisions are higher in Boston than in any city in the ciy- 
ilized world. It is equally useless to deny, that many citi- 
zens believe there is a system of forestalling, from which the 
whole public are, and for years have been, suffermg. Many 
citizens are disposed to sell Quincy Market entirely; others 
are even in favor of closing it; others again think it should 
be made free. But the fact is undisputed, that a large num- 
ber of the citizens consider this giant monopoly as connected 
with this market; and now the proposition is to add to the 
capital already in Quincy Market, at least one hundred thou- 
sand dollars; to add forty more stalls, and thus place forty 
more people in a position to maintain this monopoly. To 
compel the whole city to come here for their provisions, and 
to shut up the various provision stores in the City. 

(3.) The next reason given by the Committee is, that the 
City can get for these stores some $8,000 annually more than 
it now receives. But this is merely chimerical; great ex- 
pense is to be incurred in fitting up the stalls, and on making 
up a balance sheet, at the end of ten years, it will probably be 
found that nothing has been gained: but suppose this addi- 
tional sum is received, from whom willit be derived? Clearly 
from the pockets of citizens who buy provisions, — so that 
in reality nothing will be gained by the citizens, although 
money may nominally be paid into the City Treasury. 

In this connection also, the majority speak of the present 
lessees, as having made a good bargain in their leases. But 
are they the only persons in town who make good bargains out 
of the City? Look at City Wharf! It was sold a few years 
since for less than half a million of dollars, and the purchaser 
has made at least that amount already. Will the City there- 
fore undertake to break up that sale if it can discover any 
legal flaw in the title? The lessees of Faneuil Hall pay all 
the City asked when their leases were renewed two years 
ago. ‘They certainly are not to blame for not offering more. 
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Their leases will expire in less than two years, when the City 
can demand what rent it pleases, and they must pay it or 
quit the premises. 7 

Upon a consideration of the whole matter, the undersigned 
cannot agree to the reasoning or the conclusion of the report 
made by a majority of the Committee. They believe the 
manner in which this matter has been conducted is irregular ; 
that the notice ordered by the Board of Aldermen is illegal ; 
that the right of the City Council itself to terminate these 
leases is of doubtful legality; that such a course is inexpedi- 
ent and unwise, involving the honor and good faith of the 
City, and justly exposing it to the reproach of setting an 
example which an honorable business man should blush to 
follow. 

The undersigned are also utterly opposed to putting. this 
building to the uses proposed, because it will enlarge, 
strengthen, and tend to perpetuate the odious market monop- 
oly; because it will probably yield the Cityno more revenue, 
and if it does, this must come out of the public at large; and, 
finally, because they do not desire to see the lower story 
and cellar of the building, famous over the whole country, 
which strangers always visit, of which every Bostonian is 
proud, and around which the affections of every lover of Con- 
‘stitutional Liberty cluster — devoted to the proposed uses. 

Whatsoever change may be made; to whatsoever new pur- 
poses this building may be devoted; the undersigned hope 
and trust it may not be one which will require it to be sur- 
rounded from morning to night by market carts, or filled by 
beef, pork, and vegetables.

The undersigned present themselves before your Honorable 
body, to renew their petition made on former occasions, for 
the removal of certain restrictions on four lots of land front- 
ing on Leverett Street, to enable them to erect an edifice for 
the purpose of Divine Worship. 

The subject of this petition has been discussed sufficiently 
to preclude the necessity of entering into details. The un- 
dersigned rest their hopes in the impartiality of the present 
Councils, and of their sense of justice, irrespective of any 
sinister bias. Three years have now elapsed since the pur- 
chase of the lands in question; this was done in good faith, 
not doubting for a moment that the same authority which 
took the restrictions off ten lots, would with more reason 
take the same off four lots, especially as it was intended for 
a Church, to accommodate hundreds who are deprived of the 
means of sanctifying the Lord’s day. 

The undersigned would also respectfully submit, that inde- 
pendent of the annual instalments already paid ($20,658.04) 
to the City Treasurer, taxes and interest have also been paid 
to the amount of $7,995.77, for all of which no consideration 
has yet been received from the land, which remains unpro- 
ductive in both a spiritual and temporal point of view. 

With this simple statement of facts, we place ourselves 
confidently before your respective Boards, that this our peti- 
tion may be granted, to enable us to commence this season 
the erection of the contemplated Church.

To tHe HonorRABLE THE Crty CounciIL: — 


The Commissioners on the erection of a Building for 
the Public Library of the City of Boston, have the 
honor to submit the Fourth Report of their doings in 
discharge of the important trust which has been con- 
fided to them. 

Since the date of their last report, on the 3d of De- 
cember, 1855, the progress of the building has been 
slower than they could have desired. ‘The early com- 
mencement, long continuance and extreme severity of 
the past winter, may justly be pleaded in behalf of the 
Contractor as an excuse fora part of this delay; though 
the Commissioners have not been entirely satisfied that 
the work could not have been pressed forward with 
more despatch during a portion of the open weather. 
The building was covered in with a temporary roof 
about the first of January, which has not yet been 
removed. Meantime, however, the inside work has 
been steadily prosecuted until the walls and arches are 
now nearly ready for the permanent roof and lantern. 
The Commissioners still entertain the hope that the 
entire framework of the edifice may be completed as 
early as the beginning of August. 

The substitution of a copper roof for one of slate, 
and the extension of the two rear towers upon the 
land purchased for the purpose by the City Council, 
since the original plans and estimates were adopted, 
together with some other less substantial alterations 
which were found necessary for the convenience and 
security of the building, have added about thirteen 
thousand dollars to the estimated cost of the exterior, 
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and this amount has not been counterbalanced by the 
reduction of the estimates which has been effected in 
some other parts of the edifice. 

The attention of the Board has been devoted, for 
some months past, to the interior finish of the building, 
for which plans and specifications have been duly pre- 
pared by the Architect, under the supervision and with 
the approbation of the Commissioners. A public no- 
tice for proposals for furnishing materials and executing 
this part of the work was issued on the 28th day of 
Apnil last, agreeably to which twenty-eight separate 
proposals were received, opened and examined by the 
Commissioners, on the 20th day of May. ‘The notice 
and the specifications are annexed to this report. 

On a careful examination of these proposals the 
Board resolved at once to attempt some further reduc- 
tions in the style and cost of the interior, and they are 
still engaged in this attempt. They have come to the 
conclusion, however, after frequent comparison and 
much consideration, that a sum of not less than sixty 
thousand dollars will be necessary for the completion 
of the outside and inside of the Library Building. 

The Commissioners have not included in this esti- 
mate the cost of the furniture and book-cases, nor of 
the fences which may be required in front and in the 
rear of the Library lot. It will be seasonable if pro- 
vision for these incidental expenses shall be made 
during the next year. 

Being now ready to enter into contract for the inte- 
rior finish of the building, the undersigned respectfully 
ask that an appropriation of sixty thousand dollars 
may be made for that purpose. 
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The undersigned need hardly remind the City Coun- 
cil that, since the date of their last report, Messrs. 
Woodberry and Porter have been replaced by Messrs. 
Bonney and Buckley, and that, within a few weeks 
past, Mr. Everett has succeeded to the post occupied 
since the organization of the Board by Mr. 'Ticknor.

PUBLIC LIBRARY. . 


Specifications of materials to be provided, and labor 
to be performed, in finishing and completing the build- 
ing located on Boylston street, for the Public Library 
of the City of Boston, in accordance with plans and 
working drawings prepared by C. K. Kirby, Architect, 
for the Commissioners appointed by the City Govern- 
ment, for the erection of said building. 


DESCRIPTION. 


The building is rectangular, eighty-two feet wide by 
one hundred and sixteen feet long, with two towers four- 
teen feet six inches by eighteen feet, one at each rear 
corner of building. The basement is eleven feet high in 
clear to spring of groined arches; first story twenty-one 
feet six inches high; principal story is fifty-two feet high 
in clear. ‘The first floor is constructed with groined 
arches. Principal and basement floors and floors of al- 
coves in principal hall are constructed with iron girders 
and beams, with segmental arches turned between beams. 
The first floor is divided into five apartments by brick 
walls, and designated as follows, viz.: General Reading 
Room, Special Reading Room, Vestibule, Conversation 
Room, and Circulating Library Room, all are twenty- 
one feet six inches high, except Conversation Room, 
which is twelve feet high, and has an intermediate story 
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or room over it nine feet high in clear, and will finish 
thirty-four feet square, besides closets, &c. | 

The Conversation Room is thirty-four by fifty feet; 
General Reading Room is twenty-seven by seventy-eight 
feet; Special Reading Room is twenty-seven by forty- 
four feet; Vestibule is twenty-two by forty-four feet ; 
Circulating Library Room is thirty-four by seventy- 
eight feet. The principal story is appropriated as fol- 
lows, viz.: hall or clear space thirty-eight by eighty-six 
feet, with thirty alcoves arranged on each side, nine by 
fourteen feet in clear and twelve feet high each, with 
three stories of corridors on each end, to correspond with 
alcoves in height. The west tower is six stories high, one 
story same height of basement, two stories in height of 
first story, and three in height of principal story, floors 
to correspond with gallery floors; all to be full size of 
tower. ‘The east tower is to be used as a stair-case and 
hoisting-way. ‘The principal divisions of basement are 
the same size as those described in first floor. 


CARPENTERS’ AND JOINERS’ WORK. 


All ceilings throughout the building, except the base- 
ment ceiling, to be furred for five nailings to a lath. 
All panel work to be recessed or raised as indicated 
by drawings. All the arches in principal hall, both 
circular and elliptical, also the coved part of ceiling in 
lantern, and both reading rooms, to be furred according 
to plans, with good sound seasoned stock, solid and 
true corners in all parts. All windows throughout the 
building to be double hung with weights and pulleys, 
except those in lantern, which are to be single hung ; 
all frames to be made as per plan, with the best of sea- 
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soned clear pine stock, with best hard pine pulley-stiles 
and cherry beads, and trimmed with Robinson’s brass-_ 
faced, steel-axle pulleys, and round-headed white metal 
screws, for securing stop beads. 

The sashes are to be made of the best seasoned clear 
pine stock, with heavy rims and filling, two inches 
thick, made in ogee style, hung with best hemp cord, 
and trimmed with sash fasts worth six dollars per 
dozen, All windows in Janitor’s apartments and west 
tower, to be finished with jambs, stool-casings and archi- 
traves as per plan. All windows in first and principal 
story to be finished with iron stool-casings and pedes- 
tals, and stucco architraves; all windows in east 
tower to be finished with iron stool-casings and brick 
jambs. All windows in west tower and the six large 
windows in principal hall are to be finished with inside 
folding blinds one inch thick, hung and trimmed in a 
proper manner. All doors throughout the building to 
be cased and finished with wood. All doors in first 
story, except front doors, to be made of the best quality 
of thoroughly seasoned chestnut, two and three-fourths 
inches thick, with heavy panel-work as per plan, hung 
and trimmed with trimmings worth an average of ten 
dollars a pair, or five dollars for single door. The front 
doors to be made of solid oak of the very best quality, 
five inches thick, with heavy panel and carved work 
as per plan, and hung and trimmed with trimmings 
worth ten dollars each, to be made in two parts in 
thickness, firmly glued together. All other doors about 
the building to be made of best pine stock, thoroughly 
seasoned and kiln-dried, and of size as shown by plans, 
one and seven-eighths inch thick, moulded both sides, 
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hung and trimmed with trimmings worth three dollars 
per door. | 

The Janitor’s apartments and rooms in west tower to 
be finished with base and mouldings as per plan. All 
water-closets, wash-bowls, and urinals to be finished as 
directed by the Architect, with best quality of seasoned 
cherry wood. The floors of general and special read- 
ing room and circulating library room are to be laid 
with the best quality of southern pine floor boards, laid 
on 2X2 joist, bedded in cement and placed fourteen 
inches from centres, no boards to exceed three inches 
in width, all to be matched, blind nailed, and neatly 
smoothed off. The floors of Janitor’s apartments, and 
all rooms in west tower, and the floor in galleries of 
principal library room, to be laid of southern pine floor- 
boards, the same as described above, excepting that 
they ‘may be from five to six inches wide, and not 
matched. ‘There are to be two dumb-waiters, furnished 
and hung in complete working order, for size and loca- 
tion see plan; one is to be constructed to run from 
basement floor to upper tier of alcoves in principal hall, 
and the other to run from circulating library room to 
the first floor of principal hall. 

The grand stair-case to be finished with a mahogany 
rail, made six and one half inches wide and five deep, 
of the best of St. Domingo mahogany, put up as per 
plan, and neatly polished. The rear stair-case to be 
finished with cherry rail four by two and a half inches, 
properly secured to balusters and posts. The interme- 
diate story or room over conversation room is to be fin- 
ished with wood; the floor is of iron. 

All stock used in finishing the building to be of the 
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best quality, thoroughly seasoned, and where required 

kiln-dried, put up in a neat, strong and substantial 
manner, according to plans and directions to be given 
by the Architect. The carpenter will be required to do 
all cutting, fitting and boxing for gas and water pipes. 
The coal bins under sidewalk are to be finished with 
partitions, doors, gates, &c., as shall be directed by the 
Architect. 


PLASTERING AND STUCCO WORK. 


All walls, ceilings, and partitions, throughout the 
building, except the walls of east tower, and walls 
of basement not occupied by Janitor, to be plastered 
with two good coats of lime and hair mortar, well 
‘rubbed down, the ceilings finished with one good smooth 
coat of white hard finish, and the walls with one good 
coat of white hard finish in marble dust. The vestibule 
is to be finished on sides with diminished Corinthian 
pilasters, with full cap and base supporting arches with 
ornamental archivaults and key-stones. The cornice to 
be a full rich modillion. The ceiling to be deep sunk 
square panels, as per plan. ‘The two round columns at 
rear end of vestibule, to be finished to correspond with 
pilasters on sides, in scagliola with paneled soffits to 
arches. The dado and pedestals to be of white marble. 
The landings and skirtings of stairs to be finished as per 
plan with panels, arches, brackets, &c. The cornice 
of reading rooms to be curved and paneled as per 
plan, with two ornaments. The moulding-work on 
ceiling to be raised and recessed as per plan, with two 
ornaments. The entablature of iron columns to be 
constructed in stucco as per plan. ‘The ceiling of con- 
versation and circulating library rooms to be finished 
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with plain cornice and plain raised panels, the col- 
umns in principal hall to be three-quarters full Corin- 
thian columns, with stucco caps, and bases support- 
ing arches with paneled soffits, ornamental archivaults 
and key-stones, the arches supporting an architrave 
band, frieze and dental cornice with four enrichments. 
The walls of lantern to be coved and finished with en- 
riched ribs and pendant drops; the jambs and soffits of 
windows to be paneled. ‘The elliptical arches in front 
of gallery floors to be paneled, faces and soffits with 
ornamental brackets and key-stones. ‘The ceiling to 
be finished with plain raised and recessed panels with 
one ornament as per plan; all ceilings in alcoves in 
principal story to be plastered and have a plain cor- 
nice, those in first story to have plain raised panels. 


MARBLE WORK. 


All base mouldings and plinth in reading rooms and 
conversation room, and the plinths, skirtings, newel 
posts and pedestals in vestibule and around grand stair- 
case, and the pedestals for columns in principal hall to 
be made of the best American white marble, according 
to plans and working drawings to be given by the Ar- 
chitect, all to be neatly polished and properly setia ihe 
floor in vestibule to be tiled with white octagon marble 
tiles, and small, square black corners. The conversa- 
tion room floor to be tiled with plain alternate black 
and white marble tiles, fourteen inches square. The 
principal hall floor, including floor in first story of 
alcoves, to be laid with plain dark and white hex- 
agon marble tiles sixteen inches diameter, all to be 
made of the best quality of American marble, and laid 
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in the most approved, thorough and workmanlike man- 
ner, according to plans and directions to be given by 
the Architect. All book-cases in circulating library 
room and alcoves in principal hall to be separated from 
wooden floors by a marble border six inches wide. 


IRON WORK. 


The grand stair-case is to be made of cast iron, and 
built on solid brick work, arranged as per plan and 
detail drawings, the steps to be fourteen inches wide 
when finished, and one half inch thick, corrugated and 
to have moulded nosings; the risers to be six and a 
half inch rise when finished, three-eighths inch thick, 
with panel fronts. ‘The balusters and skirtings to be 
ornamented as per plan, all to be put up in a strong 
and thorough manner, the steps and risers to be bedded 
in cement. The gallery for alcoves in circulating library 
room to be made with wrought-iron bearers, two and 
a half by one-half inch, placed three feet six inches 
apart, properly secured to brick walls and columns, and 
covered with corrugated cast iron plates one-half inch 
thick. ‘The balcony railing in front to be open work, 
wrought and cast iron as per plan. The balcony rail- 
ings and fence in front of alcoves in main hall to be 
made of wrought and cast iron; patterns to be as per 
plans and directions to be given by the Architect. Six 
flights of full circular light wrought and cast iron stairs 
five feet six inches in diameter to be placed in alcoves, 
to extend from floor of principal hall to upper tier of 
alcoves, and one flight from basement to principal hall, 
five feet six inches in diameter, and three flights in cir- 
culating library room, to extend from floor to gallery, 
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five feet in diameter, designs to be given by the Archi- 
tect ; also a wrought iron railing of fancy pattern to be 
placed around all well-holes not occupied by stairs in 
gallery of principal hall. The inside window-sills, sur- 
base and pedestals, for architrave, in reading and circu- 
lating library rooms and in principal hall, and the inside 
. stool-casings for all windows in basement and east tow- 
er, to be made of cast iron, from one-fourth to three- 
eighths inch thick, formed, fitted, and put up according 
to plans and directions to be given by Architect. 

All windows and doors on sides of building to be fur- 
nished with outside wrought iron shutters made of 3%; 
sheet iron, placed upon frames made of 2x % inch iron, 
hung with heavy strap-hinges, and fastened with lever 
cross-bars and iron turn buttons. 

Cast iron sky-light sash frames to be made and prop- 
erly set for all sky-lights in exterior alcoves on sides 
of building, according to plans and directions to be 
given. Wrought iron grating to be placed over area 
in front of building, as per plan, made of 12 X# inch, 
placed 1 inch apart, and properly fitted and leaded in 
its place. 


GAS PIPES. 


Gas pipes of proper size to be placed in bulding as 
follows, viz.: the reading rooms are to be fitted for two 
brackets on each column. ‘The vestibule to be fitted 
for one chandelier on each newel post, one pendant 
drop and two side brackets. The conversation room 
to be fitted for three pendant drops and four side brack- 
ets. The circulating library room is to be fitted for 
one bracket on each column. ‘The principal hall is to 
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be fitted for sixty brackets, to be located in key-stone 
of elliptical arches. All rooms in west tower are to be 
fitted for one pendant each. The basement is to be 
fitted for twelve drop-lights and six brackets, located 
where directed by Architect. The east tower is to 
be fitted for one bracket in each story. The room 
over conversation room to be fitted for four drop-lights 
and two brackets. Each water-closet and dressing- 
room to be fitted for one bracket. ‘The front of build- 
ing, along balcony course, to be fitted for six outlets, 
for exterior lights. All of the above pipes to be sub- 
ject to the inspection and approval of the Boston Gas 
Company’s inspector, and of the Architect. 


PLUMBING. 


Four water-closets, two wash-bowls, and one double 
urinal, to be located under principal stair-case as per 
plan; also one water-closet, urinal, and sink to be un- 
der rear stair-case, in east tower; also one water-closet, 
one wash-bowl and urinal located on principal floor, 
near east tower; also one wash-bowl and urinal on 
principal floor near west tower. One wash-bowl in cir- 
culating library room, and two iron sinks to be in base- 
ment as per plan. All of the above water-closets are 
to be the best quality of china pan closets. All urinals 
are to be china, large size. All bowls are to be plain 
marbled china, and furnished with silver-plated draw 
and waste cocks worth five dollars each, and finished 
with marble tops and border slabs of large size, highly 
polished. All soil pipes, for closets, to be six inches 
diameter, made of six lbs. lead, strongly secured in their 
position and carried to drains. All supply pipes for 
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water-closets and sinks to be made three-fourths inch 
diameter, two and a half lbs. pipe; branches for bowls 
and urinals to be five-eighths inch two lbs. pipe; waste 
pipes for bowls, sinks, &c., to be one and one-half inch 
three Ibs. pipe. All bowl closets are to be lined un- 
derneath with four lbs. sheet lead, turned up on all 
sides, and provided with waste pipes; the sinks in cellar 
to be furnished with heavy hose bib-cocks. And finally 
the plumber will be expected to furnish the best 
quality of all kinds of materials, including cisterns, if 
required, and do all work required to put in complete 
operation the above described lot of plumbing, under 
direction of the Architect. 


GLASS AND GLAZING. 


All window sashes in front of building to be filled 
with best white English or French plate glass. All 
sashes on sides and rear of first story and rear of prin- 
cipal hall to be filled with first quality double thick 
German glass. All sashes in basement, both towers, 
and lantern to be filled with first quality of single Ger- 
man glass. All sky-light sashes on sides, over first 
story, to be filled with ribbed sky-light glass three-six- 
teenths inch thick. The glass in cornice of reading 
rooms to be best quality of German glass, ground and 
formed to fit coving; those in ceiling of intermediate 
story, and in circulating library to be same as stated 
above, but straight; all to be thoroughly bedded, se- 
curely tinned, and neatly puttied off. 
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PAINTING. 


All wrought wood work and all iron work inside and 
out to be painted three coats, best white lead and 
French zinc and oil, well rubbed down between coats, 
except hard wood doors and hard wood work around 
water-closets, bowls, urinals, &c., and hard pine work. 
The oak doors are too have three good coats of best 
quality of boiled linseed oil. The cherry wood work 
around plumbing to be well oiled and rubbed down, 
and to have two coats best coach varnish. All sashes 
are to be stained inside dark cherry color, and varnished 
two coats; all pulley stiles of window frames to be 
oiled two coats, cherry beads to be varnished two coats. 
All pine doors and pine wood work in dressing rooms, 
around dumb waiters, &c., to be grained in oil colors, 
and varnished two coats. The window frames on 
front of building to be grained and varnished, or 
sanded, as the Architect shall direct. The balusters in 
balcony in front of building to be sanded two coats 
free-stone color. The balusters and skirtings in princi- 
pal stair-case, and all balconies and stair-cases in princi- 
pal hall, and columns in reading rooms, to be bronzed 
with copper bronze where directed by the Architect. 
All hard pine floors are to be oiled two coats best boiled 
oil. The facings of all book-cases to be grained or 
stained and varnished; shelves are not to be painted. 
The interior of all walls in east tower to be painted 
three coats. All colors to be as directed by the Archi- 
tect. 
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WORKS. 


The contractors are to perform, execute, finish and 
complete all the works of every kind described or re- 
ferred to in these specifications; they are also to per- 
form, execute, finish and complete all works of every 
kind that are shown, indicated, or in any way expressed, 
or implied by the several drawings and working plans, 
made and to be made, from time to time, (during the 
progress of the erection of the building) by the Archi- 
tect aforesaid ; it being understood that all explanations 
of the proper meaning and attention of these specifica- 
tions and the several drawings and working plans, are 
to be given to the contractors by the Architect, under 
the direction of the Commissioners. As the works are 
ready to be commenced, the said contractors are to apply 
to the Commissioners for such working plans and ex- 
planations before commencing the several works of the 
building, from time to time, as may be needed for their 
instruction, the Architect being allowed a reasonable 
time to furnish the same; the Commissioners reserving 
the right to alter the plans and specifications by omis- 
sions and additions to the same, without in any way 
altering the validity of any original contract, in which 
case the value of such changes, additions or omissions 
shall be estimated and determined by the Architect only. 
The entire works are to be executed in a faithful and 
thorough manner, to the satisfaction of the Commis- 
sioners aforesaid. 
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MATERIALS. 


They are to be of the kinds and qualities herein spe- 
cified, and when not particularly stipulated, then, the 
kinds used by the contractors must be the best market- 
able qualities.

Board of Aldermen, have procured from the City Engineer 
plans for constructing a bridge across the Boston and Wor- 
cester Railroad track over Albany street, together with an 
estimate of the cost of the same, which accompanies this Re- 
port. It will be seen that the estimated cost is $55,888. 
This is not an ordinary expenditure, and as it was not con- 
templated that the Paving Appropriation should meet such 
extraordinary outlays, your Committee would respectfully 
suggest that the amount of $60,000 be borrowed to prosecute 
this work.

TO THE COMMITTEE ON PAVING. 


GENTLEMEN : 


In accordance with your instructions of April 29, I here- 
with submit estimates and plans for bridging and grading 
Albany street over the Worcester Railroad. 

Soundings have been taken at various points to determine 
the depth of mud and filling at its location; these showed 
the depths to vary from fourteen to twenty feet. Owing to 
this great depth of mud and other filling, a large number of 
piles, and an unusual thickness of wall will be required. 

The plan as proposed, requires the abutment walls to be 
rough hammered on their beds for an average depth of four 
feet from their faces, the remainder to be of good rubble 
stone work; to be six feet thick on top, twenty feet high, 
and twenty feet thick at the base, the angles to be thoroughly 
bonded together. The side walls for the streets to be at the 
bottom, for the most part, equal in thickness to their heights, 
with piles under the whole. 

It is found that the continual jar of trains passing over 
the road has a tendency to disturb and gradually overthrow 
the stone walls, unless every precaution is taken with them 
and their foundations. 

It is designed to excavate under the tracks immediately in 
front of, and between the abutment walls of the bridge, to a 
depth of three feet below the present surface of the 
track, and refill with gravel; and under the tracks to drive 
piles and cap them, to sustain the tracks during the progress 
of the work, and also for the purpose of resisting the lateral 
thrust of the abutments and filling when finished. 

The matter of superstructure has been carefully considered, 
and an iron bridge will, no doubt, be the best in this place. 
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If built of wood the thickness or height will require to be 
creater than if built of iron. All saving of height is a sav- 
ing of cost in the grading, and in the damages to the adjoin- 
ing property. It is therefore the interest of the City and of 
the Railroad Company to’ keep the bridge as low as 
possible. | 

The span of the bridge will be forty-five feet at right an- 
gles, and in the direction of Albany street it will be fifty- 
nine feet at one end, and sixty-three feet at the other end, 
there being three tracks and a curve at this point. 

The bridges at Washington and Tremont streets, and at 
Harrison avenue span but two tracks. 

It is proposed to build the bridge of such strength that it 
will sustain, without columns under it, the teams with loco- 
motives which are frequently hauled over Washington street 
and Harrison avenue bridges. These with the caravans 
upon which they are loaded sometimes weigh twenty-seven 
tons, and are on four wheels only. 

The same grade is recommended, (three and one-half feet 
per hundred,) as was adopted by the City Government last 
year. This grade will be much easier than that over the 
Railroad at Tremont street. It is at the same rate of 
grade as the last fifty feet of rise in Washington street, at 
the south side of the Railroad bridge.

The Committee to whom was entrusted the supervision of 
the erection of the Bridge between Hast Boston and Chel- 
sea, ask leave to present a partial report of their proceed- 
ings in the premises. 

Your Committee have visited the structure at different 
times since their appointment, and have found the work pro- 
eressing satisfactorily, and with as great rapidity as is con- 
sistent with a thorough and faithful performance of the 
contract entered into between Mr. H. G. Brown and the 
“Hast Boston Free Bridge Company,” for the erection of the 
said Bridge, and your Committee see no reason why it may 
not be completed to the satisfaction of the City of Boston, 
as early as the first day of September next. 

Your Committee also ask leave to present, in this connec- 
tion, 4 communication prepared at their request and present- 
ed to them by James Slade, Hsq., the City Engineer, giving 
a history of this undertaking from the beginning, and his views 
in relation to the necessity for the erection at the present 
time, of the piers and guards which will be required for the 
protection of the Bridge, after it shall have been completed, 
and to state that they unanimously concur in the opinion 
expressed by the City Engineer, that due consideration for 
the true interests of the City, absolutely requires the erec- 
tion of the said piers and guards at the present time when it 
can be done at much less expense than at any period hereafter, 
and with much greater certainty in regard to the durability 
both of the piers and the main structure itself.

TO THE COMMITTEE OF THE CITY COUNCIL, HAVING 
IN CHARGE THE SUPERVISION OF THE “HAST 
BOSTON FREE BRIDGE.” 


Gentlemen: 


At your request, I give a history of the action of the 
Legislatures and Committee, connected with the East Boston 
Free Bridge; with an estimate of the cost of Piers, and 
Guards, to ensure its ultimate safety. 

In order to have a clear understanding of the subject, it 
has been thought best to give the Legislative acts, and con- 
tracts of the various parties, in full. 


AN ACT To BSTABLisH THE “Hast Boston FREE 
BriDG#.”’ 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: 


Section 1. Henry D. Gardner, Morrell Cole, Wat- Corpora- 
son G. Mayo, Noah Sturtevant, George W. Gerrish, 
Henry Jones, their associates and successors, are 
hereby made a Corporation by the name of the “Hast 
Boston Free Bridge.” 

Sect. 2. Said Corporation is hereby authorized to May con- 
build a Bridge across Chelsea Creek, from a point Pridee. 
beginning on the north line of Condor street, at a Bounda- 
point where the westerly line of Meridian street, if 
produced, would strike the north line of Condor street, 
then running easterly on the last mentioned line forty © 
feet, then turning and running northerly (at a right 
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angle with said Condor street) straight to the Com- 
missioners’ line on Chelsea Creek, so called; com- 
mencing again at the point of beginning, and running 
northerly towards the Channel parallel with, and forty 
feet distant from the last mentioned line, and at right 
angles with said Condor street, extending from Con- 
dor street to the Commissioners’ line, thence across 
the channel of Chelsea Creek to the Commissioners’ 
line on the Chelsea side, thence to Pearl street in said 
Chelsea, as it now is. Which Bridge shall be well 
_ 40ft-wide built of good materials, not less than forty feet wide, 
draw,ete. with sufficient railings for the protection of passengers, 
with a pivot or turn-table draw made upon HE. G. 
Brown’s plan, with two openings, each not less than 
sixty feet wide; which draw shall, at all times, on de- 
mand, be opened for the passage of vessels that cannot 
pass under said Bridge. And in case any such vessel, 
about to pass said Bridge, shall be detained more than

ration shall not build said Bridge until a good and 
sufficient bond, to be approved by the Treasurer of 


Common. this Commonwealth, in the penal sum of five thousand 


vee dollars, shall be filed in the office of said Treasurer, 
conditioned to pay all penalties and forfeitures that 

may be incurred, within the meaning and intent of this 
Lorpore- act. Said Corporation shall be liable for all damages 
ase ate, to travellers over said Bridge, happening through any 
defect of the same, in the same way and manner as the 

towns are liable for defects in public highways and 


bridges; and the condition of the bond, herein-before 
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mentioned, shall also provide for the payment of all 
damages which may be so sustained. 

Sect. 3. The said Corporation are to receive, hold Corpora 
and conduct said charter or act of incorporation, for po dcnar. 
the benefit of the City of Boston and the town of potion & 
Chelsea, in the County of Suffolk, subject however to" 
the free use of said Bridge to the public, and with 
right to transfer said charter. 

Sect. 4. If said Bridge is not built within five ee 
years after the passing of this act to build said Bridge, °* 
then the said act shall be void. 

(Approved by the Governor, May 15th, 1855.) 


After the passage of the above act, a Joint Standing Com- 
mittee of the City Government was appointed, who after 
hearing the parties for and against the project, reported in 
favor of the Bridge. 


On October 8th, 1855, it was “ Ordered, that His Honor 
the Mayor be and he is hereby authorized to execute in be- 
half of the City, a contract with the Hast Boston Free Bridge 
Corporation, to be approved by the City Solicitor, whereby 
it shall be agreed that the said East Boston Free Bridge 
Corporation shall build or cause to be built to the satisfaction 
of the City Engineer and a Joint Special Committee of the 
City Council, a substantial Bridge, not less than forty feet in 
width, a portion of which to be made solid, across and over 
Chelsea Creek, pursuant to the provisions of an act entitled 
‘An act to establish the Hast Boston Free Bridge,’ passed 
May 15th, 1855, and that when said East Boston Free Bridge 
Company shall release to the City, by a clear and perfect 
title, the said Bridge in a complete and finished condition, 
which shall be satisfactory to the City Engineer and a Joint 
Special Committee to be appointed for that purpose, and will 
also guarantee to save the said City harmless and indemni- 
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fied from any and all claims for damages from change of 
erade, and for any and all land damages at the termini, and 
from any and all damages that may arise or be caused to any 
party or parties whatever by the building of said Bridge, and 
from any and all claims for labor and materials used in the 
construction of said Bridge, then the said City of Boston will 
pay to the said East Boston Free Bridge Corporation the 
sum of forty thousand dollars.” 

Soon after the passage of the above order, the Mayor 
requested the then acting City Engineer “to make a survey 
of Chelsea Creek, and the ground where it is proposed to 
locate the Hast Boston Free Bridge, and make a plan of the 
same.” 

Agreeably to the above acts and requirements, surveys and 
plans were made fora Bridge of forty feet in width, across 
Chelsea Creek. | 

Soon after the matter came into my hands, it was exam- 
ined and seen that the terms of the act did not allow of the 
usual guards necessary to protect the sides of the Bridge, 
neither did it permit of the construction of the usual piers 
upon either side of the draw, for the purpose of protecting 
it from damage by vessels, and which are usually required 
for the convenience of vessels passing through the draws. 


AT A MEETING OF THE BoARD OF ALDERMEN, Oct. 22, 1855, 
THE FOLLOWING ORDER WAS PASSED. 


“ Whereas the order authorizing the grant of forty thou- 
sand dollars to the East Boston Free Bridge Corporation 
when said Bridge shall be released to the City free of all 
claims and liens, and by a good and satisfactory title, has 
been passed by both branches of the City Council, and has 
this day been approved by His Honor the Mayor; therefore, 
Ordered: that Messrs. Porter, Cragin and Brainard, with 
such as the Board of Aldermen may join, constitute the Joint 
Special Committee provided for in said order, whose duty it 
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shall be generally to confer with the said Hast Boston Free 

Bridge Corporation, and to see that the erection of said 

Bridge shall be accomplished with a due regard to the public 

safety and the interests of the City in the matter. Passed 

in Common Council. Came up for concurrence. Read and 

concurred, and Aldermen Gould and Woodbury were joined. 
(Approved by the Mayor — Oct. 24, 1855.)

nified from and against any and all claims for damage, from 
change of grade, and from any and all land damages at the 
termini of said Bridge, or from any and all damages that may 
arise or be caused to any party or parties whatever by the 
building, and all claims for the labor and materials used in 
the construction of said Bridge, and all liens for the same, 
on said Bridge; and also from and against any and all con- 
tracts and liabilities of said Corporation; then, and in that 
case, the City of Boston, the party of the first part hereto, 
shall and will pay to the said East Boston Free Bridge 
Company, its successors or assigns the sum of forty thousand 
dollars.

The Committee appointed October 22d, examined the sub- 
ject carefully, and fully considered all the matters relating 
to the Bridge. The want of authority on the part of the 
Bridge Corporation, or of the City, to construct suitable piers 
and guards was fully and freely discussed, and it was consid- 
ered that under the then existing Act of the Legislature, 
that guards and piers could not be constructed. It was also 
understood that they might be built at any time after the 
Bridge was finished. 

A vote was passed in the Committee approving of the plans 
of the Bridge, and it was also “ Voted that this Committee 
recommend to the corporators of said Bridge to petition the 
Legislature for an amendment of their Charter, in order to 
enable them to build piers of suitable length and width to 
protect the draw when open.”

Before the commencement of work upon the Bridge, careful 
soundings were made to ascertain the depth of water at low 
water, and also to ascertain the kinds of foundation upon 
which it was to be built. These soundings showed a depth 
of twenty-two feet of water at low water, and a very hard 
bottom in the middle of the channel, at the place where the 
centre pier of the draw must necessarily be, making it diffi- 
cult to drive the piles in a suitable manner. 

The piles under the centre pier will necessarily have a 
clear height, from the bottom of the channel, to the top of 
the platform upon which the draw turns, of about thirty-two 
feet. This fact makes it advisable that the piers should be 
constructed at the present time, simultaneously with the 
Bridge, and_ in accordance with the authority granted in the 
Act passed April 14, 1856. 

The Bridge may .be completed and finished without the 
piers and guards and be fully in accordance with the original 
acts of the Legislature and City Council, but it will be im- 
perfect and unsafe, and very liable to be damaged and car- 
ried away by vessels until the piers are built. 

I am decidedly of the opinion that the piers and guards 
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should be built at the present time. They can be more easily 
and cheaply built now, than at a subsequent period. 

I herewith submit an estimate of the cost of materials and 
labor necessary for the construction of the piers and guards, 
in accordance with the foregoing suggestions:

In making up the Original Estimates for the year 
1855-56, it was thought advisable to borrow the sum 
of $150,000 towards meeting the Expenditures, as the 
Appropriation Bill included a large provision for new 
School Houses, beside $100,000 for our proportion of 
the anticipated State Tax. Of this Authorized Loan for 
$150,000, only $9,000 was obtained, there being suffi- 
cient means in the Treasury to render it unnecessary to 
negotiate for more. This accounts for the fact that the 
Expenditures so much exceed the Income. 


Of the Payments, the Expenditures on County Ac- 
count have required $187,437 09 
While the Income has been only 125,947 42 


Leaving a balance against the County of $61,489 67 


From the amount of County Income, as above stated, 
there should be deducted the sum of $41,584 95, being

The City authorities have but a limited control over 
the County Expenditures. Of the $187,437 09 paid out 
by the Treasurer the past year, only $37,872 42 passed 
through the City Auditor’s office, the balance being 
paid on requisitions made by officers of the various 
Courts directly on the County Treasurer. 


Crry Drsr. All the City Debt which became due 
this year, including the Water Debt, has been paid. 
The amount which matured this year was $91,100 00 

In addition to which there has been 
anticipated, of the various Loans due in 


future years, the sum of 111,000 00 
Making the Total Payments $202,100 00 


Against this reduction there have been Loans nego- 
tiated for various purposes to the amount of $158,100. 
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Other Loans have been authorized during the year, 
which it will be necessary soon to negotiate. Full de- 
tails relating to the City Debt and Water Loans, and 
the means of meeting the same, will be found under 
the head of City Debt.

Pustic Lanps. The sales of the Public Lands have 
progressed very satisfactorily during the year. The 
amount of sales has been 450,321 feet, producing 
$153,502. Under the judicious system now in progress 
the Lands are being rapidly covered with a good class 
of buildings, and are consequently yielding a satis- 
factory revenue in Taxes. The contract for fillmg up 
the South Bay still causes large drafts on the Treasury ; 
and although the work has been prolonged much be- 
yond the expectations of those who projected the un- 
dertaking, the result of this expenditure is looked upon 
as being ultimately satisfactory. 


ScHoots. Our School System continues in its usual 
healthy state, and like other healthy institutions con- 
tinues to call for new expenditures for its maintenance. 
Three new Grammar School Houses have been in pro- 
gress of erection during the year, which are now nearly 
completed. The expenditure for new Houses and Land, 
during the year, has been about $150,000. This amount 
added to the other Incidental Expenses of the Schools 
brings the whole payments for the year, to over 
$441,000. It is believed that no large Expenditure for 
New School Houses will be required for the next two 
years. The organization of the present satisfactory 
system is so far completed as to warrant the belief that 
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the increase of expenses for this department will not 
hereafter be greater than the annual increase of schol 
ars will justify. This belief 1s strengthened by the fact 
that the schools have been carried on for the last five 
years at an average cost of $14.41 for each scholar per 
annum ; while the average cost for the preceding five 
years (1845 to 1850,) was $15.45 for each scholar per 
annum. 


Water Works. The Revenue from the Water Works 
now begins to show a satisfactory result. The whole 
Income for the past year was $291,859 14, against 
$263,158 63 the previous year. 

The estimated expenditures for Interest on the 
Water Debt, and for Repairs of the works the coming 
year is $295,800; that for Extension $42,000; making 
a total of $337,800. The estimated income is $287,000. 
It will thus be seen that the Revenue is nearly equal 
to the Interest on the outlay and the cost of keeping 
the Works in repair. Credit should be given to the 
Works for the abundant supply of Water furnished 
to the Fire Department on all occasions when the ser- 
vice requires it, as well as for the icidental advantages 
growing out of this circumstance, by reducing the an- 
nual cost of extra machinery and manual labor, which 
a want of this supply would render necessary. 


Pustic Liprary and New Liprary Buripiwe. The 


condition of the Public Library is believed to be in all 


respects satisfactory, and this popular institution is un- 
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derstood to be in the way of fulfilling every reasonable 
expectation of its numerous patrons and friends. The 
spacious and substantial edifice now in course of erection 
is advancing satisfactorily towards its completion, and 
is expected to be ready for occupation in the course of 
the next summer. The Expenditures on the Land and 
Building up to the close of the year have been $72,700. 
The Estimated cost of finishing it, and preparing it for 
occupancy, is about equal to the sum already expended. 


New House or Correction av Deer Istanp. The al- 
teration of the New Alms House at Deer Island, so as 
to accommodate the inmates of the House of Correc- 
tion, had progressed to the amount of $38,000 in Ex- 
penditures up to the 30th April last, smce when most 
of the balance of the appropriation has been disposed 
of. The appropriation for this work, direct and indi- 
rect, was $44,000. It seems now to be a question 
whether to discontinue the work, as a matter of econ- 
omy, or to carry it on, as it is estimated that at least 
$60,000 more will be required to complete it, and fit it 
to receive the Convicts from South Boston; while on 
the other hand, a large sum will be required to enlarge 
the Buildings at South Boston and rebuild the neces- 
sary work-shops, part of which were destroyed by fire 
in April last. The majority of the Committee on Pub- 
lic Buildings on the part of the Board of Aldermen, in 
their Report to the City Council dated 19th May last, 
say:— 

“ Had some Forty Thousand Dollars been expended 
in 1854, on the Buildings as they then were, at South 


Boston, for alterations and improvements, no others 
would have been necessary to any considerable extent, 
for some ten or fifteen years. Such was the belief of 
many then, and it seems quite apparent now. 

“ And it becomes a serious and important question 
whether it is not better for the City now to abandon 
this project and let the institution remain where it is, 
making the needed alterations and improvements, even 
at the sacrifice of all the work done and money already 
expended at the Island. 

“Had there not already been so much money laid 
out in preparation for this removal, there would seem to 
us little or no doubt as to the best course to pursue.”

“We are satisfied that an expenditure of $40,000, on 
the House of Correction at South Boston, will give all 
the increased accommodations needed there in the 
work-shops, and an addition to one of the wings of the 
institution for cells; and when this sum is judiciously ex- 
pended, little if anything more will be needed for 
fifteen years. 

“Of this we are assured by competent judges. If 
this is so, it would seem better to make these improve- 
ments, and let the institution remain there, rather than 
expend $60,000 more at Deer Island this year, and 
probably as much more next year; and so on for some 
years to come, and then perhaps at last be compelled 
to abandon the whole structure, and go elsewhere 
again.” 


In either case, it seems from the above Report, that 
more money will be required, and that immediately. 
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The accounts in detail of the City Property, the City 
Debt, the operations of the Committee on the Reduc- 
tion of the City Debt, and all other statements re- 
quired by the Ordinance establishing this Department, 
will be found under their appropriate heads.

The above amount of $47,937 23, resulting from the 
actual business of the year, belongs to the Sinking 
Fund, or Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt, and 
is placed at their disposal by the ninth and tenth sec- 
tions of the Ordinance on Finance, R. O. page 163. 

This Ordinance requires that any excess of Income 
over the original estimated Income, or any excess of 
Appropriations, (original or by additions) over the 
actual payments, should be carried to the credit of the 
Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt, and be 
applied towards the extinction of the Debt, and to no 
other purpose whatever. 

By the same Ordinance it is provided that no money 
can be drawn for by the Auditor, or be paid by the 
Treasurer, unless the same has been previously appro- 
priated by a Special Vote of the City Council; hence 
the necessity of applying to the Council for additional 
means, if from any cause an Original Appropriation falls 
short. The additional means thus asked for can only 
be furnished by an authorized transfer from some exist- 
ing appropriation which can spare it, or by a specific 
loan. 

Thus, in the present year, the appropriation for the 
County of Suffolk was $150,000, and the estimated In- 
come $50,000; but near the close of the year it was 
foreseen that the actual Hxpenditures would exceed 
the appropriation, and although the actual Income had 
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exceeded the estimated Income by a sum much larger 
than that required to meet the expected deficiency, 
yet it was necessary to go to the Council and obtain 
the addition required, because the excess of Income in 
this case, or in any similar case could not under the 
Ordinance be used — but it must remain in the Treas- 
ury to the credit of the “ Conumitee on the Reduction of 
the City Debt,’ and be appropriated to that purpose 
only. 

In this manner the City Council retain a knowledge 
and control of all the expenditures, as none can be 
made unless an appropriation for the same is expressly 
authorized by them.

FirE ALARMS.—A constant watch is kept at 
the Central Office, Court Square, night 
and day, by the operators and others. Each 
operator serves two alternate terms of four 
hours each, as principal and as assistant 
operator; so that sixteen hours’ service at 
the office out of every twenty-four is required 
from each operator. No operator is permit- 
ted to sleep during his watch, unless express- 
ly relieved by some one else. 

Hach operator 1s accountable to the Superin- 
tendent for any omissions or mistakes that 
may occur at the Central Office durin: his 
hours of duty. 

An accurate account 1s kept of the time of giv- 
mg each alarm, and of the District and 
Station from whence it originates, and all 
other necessary information. 

The City is divided into seven Alarm Districts. 
Hach District is subdivided into Stations, 
in each of which is a Signal Box. There 
are now forty- eight Signal Boxes or Sta- 
tions, the number in a District varying from 


5 to 13.

Fluid at 60 cents per gallon is considered 
as cheap as Gas at one cent per hour. 
There is one Gas Lighter employed by the 

City to light and extinguish the Gas 
Lamps in East Boston, and two in South 
Boston. They receive $1.43 per 100 
Lamps per night, which includes the 

cleaning, lighting and extinguishing. 

The Gas Lamps, in the City proper, are 
cleaned, lighted, and extinguished by the 
Boston Gas Light Company, who are al- 
lowed $1.43 per night for every 100 
Lamps.

The Board meet every Thursday. On the first Thursday of 
each month the meeting is held at Deer Island; the third 
Thursday at the House of Reformation’ at South Boston, and 
the others at their Office in City Hall. _ | 

The Board is required to make an Annual Report to the 
City Council of the number of persons’ resident in the house 
during the year, and the manner in which’ they have been 
‘employed ; also an account of all moneys received and paid 
out on account of the Houses. 

The following abstract from the Report of. the Beer 
of 1855-56, made in April last, is submitted for the informa- 
tion of the Citizens : 

“The School for boys at South Boston, known as _ the 


¢ _* Boylston School,’ has continued to fulfil its beneficent mis- 


sion, toward the youths consigned: to its charge; imparting 
valuable Instruction, and cultivating habits of good order 
and industry, in many who would otherwise be deprived of 
advantages acknowledged as the right of all. 

The Report of the Teacher of the House of Reformation, 
Mr. Lincoln, shows the crowded state of that Institution, 
occasioned mainly by the large accession of subjects wuder 
the truant law. As these boys cannot be apprenticed, (being 
committed only for limited periods,) and the evil intended to 
be remedied seeming in no degree diminished, the House will 
‘probably continue to be filled to its utmost capacity, calling 
for enlargement at no remote period. The boys in both 
departments are regularly and profitably employed a portion 
of the day in shoemaking, under competent direction; ac- 
quiring a knowledge of means of selfsupport, and habits of 
steady application ; necessary to their success in life. 

The health of the boys’ has been uninterruptedly good, 

save the few cases of colds and other light, ailments incident 
to our climate and the varying seasons.‘ There has been but 
one death within the year; and this, a case of scrofulous 
character, defying all remedial treatment. 
_ Religious services have been’ regularly observed, both at 
Deer Island and South Boston, by ‘the ‘Chaplain, the Rev. 
Stephen Lovell, on the Sabbath; and on all other suitable 
occasions, where his services have been requested, or are 
acceptable. . 

The faithful corps of Sabbath School Teachers, whose 
valuable services we have had occasion before oratefully to 
‘acknowledge, continue their efforts for the benefit: of. the 
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boys; and, as we have reason to believe, with ‘encouraging 
results. 

The. duties of the several Officers connected with the In- 
stitution have been discharged to the entire acceptance of the 
Directors, and with due regard to the need ‘and comfort of 
the subjects of their charge. The Directors will close their 
Report with referring to the subject of a new and suitable 
building at the Island, to take the place of the wooden 
structures to which they are now limited; these, yielding to 
the universal law of decay, may not be relied on for much 
longer usefulness; and the exposure to fire, (always a sub- 
ject of anxiety to those more directly responsible,) are both 
suggestive of the prudent foresight demanding attention to 
this question at an early day.” 


This Report is signed by the twelve Directors, for the year 
1855-56. 


The House of Industry is located at Deer Island, and the 
House of Reformation and the Boylston Asylum for Boys, at 
South Boston. 

The House of Reformation is for the reception, care and 
instruction of such boys as have been found guilty in our 
Courts, of some offence against the laws, and who are sent 
to this house for &eformation, instead of being sent to the 
‘House of Correction, or State Prison, as their offences would 
require, if this Institution was not in existence. 

- The Boylston Asylum, is an Institution for the Support 
and HKducation of Poor Boys, mostly orphans, in whole or 
‘part, who are placed there by their friends or relations, with 
a view of having them taken care of, and prepared for some - 
useful trade or occupation. The average number thus sup- 
ported the past year was one hundred and one, whose ages 
varied from seven to nineteen. This School is, to a consid- 
erable extent, self-supporting, the Teachers being, paid from 
a fund given for that object; while the productive labor of — 
the boys isan item worthy of estimation. | 


These institutions, as well as the Jail and House of Cont : 


rection, are visited semi-annually by the “INSPECTORS OF 
Prisons,” a Board composed of the three Judges of the Police 
Court, and the Judge of Probate, who make a written report 
to the City Council of the result of their visits, giving in 
detail the causes for which the inmates were confined; the 
Inspectors’ views of the state of the various institutions; 
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the manner in which they are conducted, and their opinion, 
based on inquiry and consultation with the prisoners them- 


selves, of the manner in which they are treated. 


These reports have generally given great credit to the 
‘managers for the faithful manner in which they have per- 


_ formed the responsible trusts confided to them. —

LUNATIC HOSPITAL, 


AT SOUTH BOSTON. 


This Institution is under the control of a Board of seven 
Visitors, who are chosen by concurrent vote of the City Coun- 
cil, one of which isa member of the Board of Aldermen, and 
one a member of the Common Council. They hold regular 
Meetings at the Institution in South Boston on the second 
Tuesday of every month, and at the City Hall on the fourth 
Tuesday of each month. A certain amount is placed to their 
credit on the Auditor’s Books, at the commencement of each 
financial year, sufficient to meet all the expenses of the 
year, including the ordinary Repairs on the Buildings, but all 
extra Repairs or Alterations of the Buildings are subject of 
special action and appropriation of the City Council. The 
Board of Visitors expend the amount appropriated, at their 
discretion, sending the Bills to the Auditor’s Office for exam- 
ination and payment. 

The Income from the Institution is all payable into the 
City Treasury, no part of it being at the disposal of the 
Visitors; so that the actual Expenses of the Establishment 
are limited to the Appropriations granted by the City 
Council. : 

The number of Inmates on the 30th April, was 247. Av- 
erage number for the year 1855-56, was 244. 

The following extracts from the last Annual Report of the 
Board of Visitors will give to the Citizens some information 
concerning the Institution, and the manner in which it is 
conducted, which, it is thought, will be found interesting to 
them. 


Extract from the Report of the Board of Visitors, dated Dec., 
1855. 


In compliance with the requirements of the Ordinance 
relating to the Boston Lunatic Hospital, making it incumbent 
upon the Board of Visitors, in the month of December, an- 
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nually, to transmit to the City Council the Report of the 
Superintendent, with such observations and suggestions of 


their own as they may deem of importance, the Board of 


Visitors respectfully submit the following communication, — 
with the Report referred to: 

The City Council will readily appreciate the importance 
and usefulness of this Institution, and understand its present 
condition and wants, after a perusal of the very able and 
comprehensive Report of our excellent Superintendent, Dr. 
Clement A. Walker. heat in 

There is, therefore, little left for us to do beyond an en- q 
dorsement of his Report. 

About three-fourths of our patients are State paupers, 
and, consequently, a State charge. | ‘a 

Owing to the uncertainty, as to what would be the action — 


of the City Government in relation to the removal of this — 


Institution to some other locality, nothing of moment has 
been done, for several years, to improve the interior arrange- — 
ments of the building. Feeling certain that no change would 
be made, for some years to come, we have this year refur- 
nished and done much to improve the apartments occupied 
by the Superintendent, introduced gas throughout the whole — 
building, and procured new furnaces for heating, to take the 
place of the old ones, which had become almost worthless. 


These expenses, together with the extra cost of almost every 
article of food, will make our expenses this year somewhat 


larger than they have been hitherto. We think, however, 
that nothing has been done that should not have been done, es 
and that we have had a due regard to economy in all the 
expenditures. he 


We believe much good has been accomplished the past j 
year by this Institution. In several instances patients havea 
been restored to health, to reason, and to friends, who have 


been looked upon hitherto beyond hope. i . 

Dr. Walker has proved himself to be peculiarly and — 
thoroughly qualified for the duties of his office; and we feel 
that much credit is due to him for his devotion to those 
duties, and the skill and ability he has manifested in the per- 
formance of them. 
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Extracts from Dr. Walker's Report. 


Nothing has occurred in our household to render its his- 
tory, for the year that has just closed, in any way remark- 
able. The number of those who have sought and found, at 
our door, the protecting charity of the City has been large. 
Many have been removed by friends and guardians; many 
_have been borne out freed from all earthly trouble, and a 
goodly number have gone forth “clothed, and in their right 
minds.” | | 

Thankful for whatever of success has attended our efforts, 
and deeply regretting our failure to do more, we enter upon 
the duties and trials of another year, with more to encour- 
_ age us than we had a twelvemonth ago.

The number admitted during the past year is very large. 
During no other year, since the first, have so many been 
accommodated. Three hundred and fifty-three have, during 
the year, found an asylum, for a longer or shorter period, 
within these walls. Ninety-seven of this number have been 
admitted since December 1, 1854. 

Harly in the Spring, the State Authorities removed a por- 
tion of the State patients to the Alms Houses and the Taun- 
ton Hospital. Since then no one has been refused who has 
sought admission, and more have applied to the Police Court 
than usual. ‘T’o this cause may be justly attributed the large 
number of commitments here, and not, I think, to any mate- 
rial increase of insanity in this community. During the sum- 
_ mer, the seven patients supported by the City at the Worces- 
* ter Hospital were removed by your direction, and are now 
resident here. 

Nearly one-third of those admitted were less than thirty 
years of age, and the number of the very aged was also 
remarkable. One of our Halls, in a quiet afternoon and 
evening, has very much the appearance of an Old Ladies’ 
Home, its cheerful aspect only marred by the reflection that

The recoveries during the year have been nearly double 
those of the year before. An unusually large number of 
those remaining under treatment are more or less rapidly 
recovering, and give good promise of early restoration to 
health and society. This is gratifying and encouraging in 
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itself, and more so that it fully confirms the justness of the 
opinion advanced in the last Report. 

We begin another year with more confidence than we 
could reasonably claim in entering upon the past. But the 
good effected in a Lunatic Hospital, more particularly in one 
like this, for the poor alone, should not be measured by the 
number of recoveries. All that is done to soothe the misery 
of a terrible and lifelong affliction should go into the account. 
In this way we trust we have done more than appears in the 
above tables. Every improvement made, in the care and 
management of such a household, is a positive good secured. 

The number of deaths, though large, is smaller, and rela- 
tively much smaller, than that of the preceding year: More 
than half of those who have deceased were old inmates, 
worn out by insanity and gradually destroyed by chronic 
disease. Many have been brought here in an almost dying 
condition. In several instances it has been deemed neces- 
sary by the Court to advise the instant removal of the pa- 
tient to the Hospital, even before the legal papers could be 
completed. 

The removal by the State of thirty-two of our inmates to 
the State Institutions, although only three or four single ~ 
rooms were thereby vacated, revived the hope of doing some- 
thing more for our Cottage* patients; but the immediate 
and continued influx of others from the Court has kept all — 
of that class of rooms, in the female apartments, in constant 
use. We cannot, therefore, report progress in this particu- 


lar. ‘The hope of a change for the better is not abandoned.

The introduction of gas throughout the Hospital has added 
greatly to our convenience and more to the comfort and 
pleasure of the inmates. But little injury to the fixtures 
has been done by the patients, all treating with due respect 
the source of light and pleasure during these long winter 
evenings. ; 

The improvements made in our heating apparatus, although 
expensive, have been of great service. We have had but 
little trouble in keeping the halls warm during the coldest 


* The “ Cottage” is a small Building, entirely detached from the main building, and is 
used for the confinement of those patients whose excited state render them, for the time, 
improper occupants of the main building. 
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weather. They have never been so uniformly comfortable in 
winter as now. 

J am happy to say that, through the efforts of one of your 
number, a foundation is laid for a substantial Library. 
During the coming year we hope to make it worthy of the 
name. 

Chapel services have been acceptably conducted, since 
March, by the same member. 

We are again indebted to Sicnor Burrz for the entertain- 
ment he kindly afforded the inmates, by an exhibition of his 
learned birds and magic tricks. For one day, at least, sun- 
shine and joy prevailed. The memory thereof has not yet 
died out. We take pleasure in thus publicly acknowledging 
our obligations for his kind thoughtfulness of us. 

At no former period have the patients here enjoyed so 
many sources of amusement as during the past season. The 
removal of the piano, old and poor as it is, to the upper 
female hall, has been a source of daily pleasure. We have 
fortunately had one or more inmates able and willing to use 
it for the general gratification. It has been our custom, 
also, to call in occasionally, from the street, a strolling 
organ, and, at a trifiing expense, thus to greatly relieve the 
tedium of confinement. The entrance of one of these mu- 
sicians is always hailed with expressions of delight. 

The influence of these amusements upon our household is 
apparent. If we have made any advancement in the man- 
agement of this often turbulent family, it is owing to this, in 
a great degree. 

To Mrs. S. E. Hatt, of Dorchester, our thanks are due for 
a donation of ten dollars, to be devoted to the purchase of 
pictures, with which to adorn the walls of our halls. Hon. 
‘Moses Kimpati has kindly promised us a donation of en- 
gravings for the same purpose. 

In addition to weekly News and Religious Papers, which 
have so often been gratefully acknowledged, we have this 
year received, from the City Hall, a daily supply of the 
morning and evening journals. Your Chairman, through 
whose thoughtfulness we were thus favored, can hardly con- 
ceive of the enjoyment that has been afforded thereby.

PAVING, GRADING, AND REPAIRS OF STREBTS. 


This Department is under the exclusive charge of the 
Board of Aldermen, who are Surveyors of Highways. They 
delegate their powers, for the tinie being, to a Committee of 
three from their own Board. This Committee, with the Su- 
perintendent of Streets, attend to the usual business of the 
Department. The Ordinary Repairs of the Streets are made 
by the Superintendent under the direction of the Committee, 
but xew Paving and extensive Repairs, require a vote of the 
whole Board. 

The Superintendent of Streets is chosen annually, by concur- 
rent vote of the City Council. His duty is to see that the 
Streets and Sidewalks are kept in good order, and free from . 
obstructions at all seasons of the year. In his last Annual 
Report to the City Council, dated in January, 1856, ALFRED 
T. Turner, Hsq., the present Superintendent, makes the fol- 
‘lowing remarks and suggestions respecting the tron and 
Wooden Paving recently introduced by way of experiment. 
As these remarks have a general bearing, and contain a great 
deal of information interesting to the citizens at large, I have 
thought it advisable to give them a more extended circula- 
tion by inserting them in this Report. 


ROUND STONE PAVEMENT. 


State Street, from Washington Street to Wilson Lane, on 
the northerly side; and Washington Street, at the heads of 
State Street, were repaved last fall with a small size kidney 
stone, brought principally from the York Beach, in the State 
of Maine. To this style of round stone pavement I take 
pleasure in referring the City Council, as being, in my humble 
judgment, what round stone pavement should be on all the 
main avenues of the City. These pieces of round stone 
_ pavement were laid with great care by experienced work- 
men, and at an average cost of $1.40 per square yard. I 
confidently believe that arrangements could be made with the 
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captains of vessels who bring cargoes of paving stones from 
the shores of Maine and the coast of our own State, to select 
on the beaches enough stones like those on State Street, to 
pave one to two thousand yards every season, the cost of 
which would not exceed $1.40 to $1.75 per square yard, vary- 
ing according to the price of common size paving stones 
during the year. © 


IRON. PAYING. 


_ The first Iron pavement in this City was laid down in 
Howard Street, in the latter part of the*year 1852. It was 
a, small piece, but it stands now as well as it did the first day 
it was placed there. This was.done at the cost of the par- 
ties then interested in the Terry patent. The next piece of 
iron pavement was that with which Court Street was paved, 
from Washington Street to Court Square, in July, 1853. 
This is now in perfect order, and has had no repairs upon it. 

The Iron Pavement Company, who now possess the Terry 
patent, have laid down in Nassau Street, New York, some of 
their iron blocks, and they have given entire satisfaction. So 
writes the company’s agent. 

The company last year sent an agent to England (0. H. 
Knapp, Esq.) for the purpose of having the iron pavement 
introduced into that country. In a letter from Mr. Knapp to 
me, dated London, Dec. 12th, 1855, requesting information 
respecting the wear of the new block on Washington Street, 
he says: “Iam filling an order from the City of London, and 
am happy in being able to say that our iron pavement is 
liked here very much, and in Scotland.” 

In October last, 1465 yards of these iron blocks were laid 
down in Washington Street, between Court and School 
Streets, at a cost of $6 per square yard, being $4 per square 
yard less than the iron pavement in Court Street. Total 
amount of cost, $8,790. The block used in Washington 
Street, with the exception of 155 yards, covers 14 inches on 
the surface, but is not so deep or so heavy as the one on 
Court Street. It is, however, deemed sufficiently heavy for a 
secure and durable pavement. The interstices are also con- 
siderably larger than those of the Court Street block, which 
is considered an improvement. This new block, made by the 
company in New York, was, before it was laid down, ap- 
proved by Mr. Terry, the inventor of the iron block pave- 
ment, who has since deceased. He was a worthy and estima- 
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’ ple citizen, of a highly inventive mind, and for several years 
previous to his death, was afflicted with blindness. During 
the time he was blind, he invented the iron paving block. 
The iron pavement was laid down in Washington Street, with ~ 
granite stone gutters, and the whole presents a handsome 
and safe roadway for traveling. Some fears have been ex- 
pressed that the iron points will in the course of a few years 
wear so sharp as to injure the horse’s frog; but it is believed 
that the gravel filling in the interstices will preserve the 
bearing of travel so equal as to make the wear perfectly even. 
There was some difficulty experienced in laying down the iron 
blocks, owing to their being imperfectly cast; and the addi- 
tional expense of chipping a part of them, was borne by the 
parties contracting to perform the work. 

The 155 yards alluded to above is laid with 12 inch sur- 
face blocks, of lighter weight and somewhat larger interstices 
than the Court Street blocks. These 12 inch blocks are con- 
nected with the 14 inch blocks by a casting made for the 
purpose, at the foot of School Street, and extend to the cross- 
ing which divides the iron and wooden pavement. 


NICOLSON’S WOOD PAVEMENT. 


In November, 1443 yards of Nicolson’s Pavement were 
laid down under his immediate direction, in Washington 
Street, from the termination of the iron pavement at School 
Street to Franklin Street, a North River stone crossing sep- 
arating the two. The price of this pavement was $2.25 per 
square yard. Total cost, $3,246.75. 

In West Street, from Tremont Street to 128 feet from 
Washington Street, there was also laid down, last fall, 824 7-9 
yards of “Nicolson’s Pavement.” The whole cost of this piece 
of pavement was $1,855.75, of which the City paid $805.75, 
and the balance, $1,050, was paid by the abuttors on the 
street, who desired that it should be so paved. 

The “Nicolson Pavement,’ laid down in Mason Street in 
the spring of 1854, is in a sound condition. A long strip of 
this pavement was taken up last summer, for the purpose of 
changing gas-pipes, and replaced without much difficulty, and, 
as yet, without any perceptible change in the surface of the 
roadway. One advantage “Nicolson’s Pavement” has over 
other kinds, is, that when taken up in winter, no frost is 
found in the ground underneath. This enables repairs to be 
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made of pipes under ground to great advantage. Mr. Nicol- 
son’s pavement has attracted the favorable attention of the 
authorities of the flourishing and populous city of Chicago. 

The Iron and Nicolson pavement are now upon the main 
avenue of our City, and will both, of course, be thoroughly 
tested, and the public will be able to decide as to their re- 
spective merits. Both pavements are the inventions of Bos- 
ton men. 

Complaints having been made since the Nicolson pavement 
was placed on Washington Street, of the odor arising from 
the coal tar preparation used in underlaying and covering the 
same, Mr. Nicolson, in a note addressed to me, says: “As 
the odor of coal tar and asphaltum appears to be offensive to 
some persons, you will please state when you have occasion, 
that both may be dispensed with in my pavement, substituting 
therefor pine tar, which is both sanitary, and to almost all 
persons, an agreeable perfume; the expense of it, however, 
would increase the cost of paving from ten to twenty cents 
per yard. Bitumen of all kinds may be dispensed with if 
desired ; but in such case, to prevent decay, the wood must be 
subjected to a chemical process—either that of Kyanizing or 
Burnettizing; both methods are supported by numerous tes- 
timonials in this country and in Europe, that wood so pre- 
pared will resist the common causes of decay for many years, 
and at small cost.”

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WATER WORKS. 


The Boston Water Works are managed by an independent 
Board, known as the CocuituaTts WatER Boarp. They are 
to be chosen annually by concurrent vote of the two branches 
of the City Council, in the month of March or April,* and the 
Ordinance requires that the Board should consist of one Alder- 
man, one member of the Common Council, and five citizens 
at large. They may be re-elected annually, but no member 
can serve more than five years consecutively. They are re- 
movable at the pleasure of the City Council. They have the 
whole management of the Water Works. They receive no 
compensation for their services. They are required to make 
a Report to the City Council in the month of January, in 
each year, containing “a statement of the condition of all 
the Water Works, and of the lands and other property con- 
nected therewith, with an account of all the receipts and 
expenditures, together with any information or suggestions 
which they may deem important; and they shall, at the same 
time transmit to the City Council the Report of the City 
Engineer and the Water Registrar.” 

The Report of the Engineer, above referred to, should 
contain a statement of the general condition of the Works, 
with an account in detail of all the expenditures of his depart- 
ment relating to the same, and such other matters as he or 
the Board may deem expedient. The Water Registrar is re- 
quired to give, in his Annual Report to the Water Board, a 
statement of the number of water takers; the number of 
cases where the water has been cut off; the number and 
amount of abatements; the expenditures of his department, 
and such other matters as he or the Water Board may deem 
expedient. 


* Altered in March, 1856, to the first Monday in January, or within 60 days thereof. 
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The bills and accounts against the Water Works, after 
being approved and allowed by the Water Board, are sent to 
the Auditor’s Office for settlement, and they are audited and 
paid in the same way as other bills against the City. 

The Water Rares are established by the City Council, 
and can only be changed by the concurrent vote of the two 
Boards. 

An unsuccessful effort having been made, early in the year 
1855, to abolish the Independent Water Board entirely, and 
to place the whole business in the hands of a Joint Commit- 
tee of the City Council, there was no election of a Water 
Board in that year, consequently the Board of the previous 
year held over, with the exception of Hon. John H. Wilkins, 
who had been an active member on the Board from its organ- 
ization, and who resigned in Nov., 1854. Mr. Wilkins’s place 
was supplied by the election of Charles Stoddard, Esq., in De- 
cember. The Board for 1855 was thus composed of the fol- 
lowing gentlemen, viz: 


Tos. Wrrmore, Esq., President, being then on his fifth 
year’s service. 
Alderman, WILLIAM WASHBURN, second year’s service. 
Common Councilman, SAMUEL Hatcu, second year’s service. 
Citizens, Hnnry B. Rogers, fourth year’s service. 
ApAamM W. THAxXtTER, Jr., third year’s service. 
THOMAS SPRAGUE, third year’s service. 
CHARLES STODDARD, first year’s service. 


Henry B. Rogers, Esq., resigned in October, 1855; and as 
there had been no election in 1855, the City Council in Feb- 
ruary, 1856, proceeded to choose a Board for the year 
1855-56. Adam W. Thaxter, Jr., Hsq., declined a re-election, 
and Alderman Washburn having retired from the Board of 
Aldermen in November, 1855, vacancies were thus created 
far three new members. These vacancies were filled by the 
election of Alderman John TT. Dingley for the Aldermen, 
and Messrs. Jona. Preston and Joseph Smith for the citizens. 
Mr. Preston had been a member in the years 1851, 52, 3 and 
4. The President, Thomas Wetmore, Esq., has been a mem- 
ber from the first establishment of the Board, and having 
served his five years, he was not eligible for the year 
1856-57.

In compliance with that part of the Ordinance on Finance 
which requires the City Auditor, in his Annual Report of 
Receipts and Expenditures, to give an account of all the 
property belonging to the City, the following abstract from 
the Reports of the Water Board, the City Engineer, and 
Water Registrar, made to the City Council in January last, is 
herewith submitted. This abstract will furnish some account 
of the City’s property in the Works, and will also give to the 
citizens some information on the state of the Works which 
they can obtain in no other way, as the Reports of the Water 
Board to the City Council have but a limited circulation. 


Tue Water Board commence by stating that they have 
the gratification of again being able to report, that the gen- 
eral condition of the water works, in every department, is 
entirely satisfactory. 

THE SUPPLY OF WATER AT THE LAKE, has been most abun- 
dant for all the public, domestic and manufacturing uses, 
which were had in view on its introduction into the City; 
and for which it could be required, not only by the present 
population, but by any probable increase of it for many years 
to come. 

The table on page 244 shows that the daily draft on the 
Brookline Reservoir, for consumption in the City, was 
10,346,300 wine gallons; near a half a million gallons more 
than that of the preceding year. 


WASTE OF WATER. 


During the past year we have experienced not only the in- 
sufficiency of the mains to Brookline, which, indeed, the 
experience of previous years had frequently taught us, but 
the brick Aqueduct has, at times, been found inadequate for 
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supplying the enormous draft made upon it. With a head of 
7 1-2 feet of water at the Lake, the brick aqueduct is capa- 

ble of delivering at the Brookline Reservoir, fifteen million 

of gallons in twenty-four hours. So grext, however, has been, 

at times the consumption, that with that pressure, the head 

could not be kept up in the Reservoir, but, on one occasion, 

fell ten inches in the course of three days. There was a loss 

at the same time of four feet in the Beacon Hill Reservoir, 
and five feet eight inches in the Kast Boston, both being 

nearly drained; the gates in the South Boston Reservoir 

being shut. The consumption therefore must have been more 

that fifteen million gallons in twenty-four hours. 

We have been brought, during the past year, still nearer, 
and in fact close upon the time anticipated in former reports, 
when it will be necessary, in order to keep up an equal sup- 
ply over the whole territory, to provide some mode of intro- 
ducing a further quantity; or to restrict its use to merely 
domestic purposes, and thus lose the income, no inconsidera- 
ble amount, which we now derive from its use in manufacto- 
ries and for other purposes. There does not seem to be any 
other alternative, except indeed the almost hopeless one, of 
attempting to produce a greater economy and care in the use 
of the water, and preventing the reckless waste which seems 
everywhere to prevail. If this could be done effectually, it 
would leave, of course, an ample supply of water for all the 
useful purposes for which it could be required; as it is proba- 
ble that at least one-half of the whole quantity now used, is abso- 
lutely and unprofitably wasted. 

The Water Board will continue their efforts for this very 
important object, so intimately connected with the welfare 
and best interests of the City. For this purpose they will 
adhere to the plan heretofore adopted, of examining periodi- 
cally, all the water fixtures in use; and of causing, at proper 
seasons, and whenever it is practicable, a daily and nightly 
inspection to be made, of the mode of using the water 
throughout the City. Some good, it is believed, has been 
already done by this course, in the detection of many cases 
of wanton and gross waste. We fear that nothing but a more 
just and universal appreciation, than now prevails, of all the 
ill consequences which must necessarily follow the present 
wastefulness ; and a very general and serious determination 
to put a stop to it; each one beginning, for this end, with his 
own household, will have much effect in correcting the evil. 
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The foregoing suggestions as to our means of supply, 
must be understood, however, to have reference to the pres- 
ent population of the City, and its natural increase; and not 
to an increase of territory and population by the annexation 
of other towns or parts of towns, as has been from time to 
time proposed in relation to Roxbury, Charlestown, and 
Chelsea. The first thing to be done in case of any such an- 


- nexation, will be to lay at once, an additional main, of 30 or 


36 inches to Brookline, at a probable cost of over $300,000, 
or the supply of the high service must entirely fail. And in 
reference to this subject we deem it our duty to ask the 
attention of the City Council to some sources of great and 
unnecessary waste Which seem to be more peculiarly subject to 
the supervision of the City Council, and which it is in the 
power of the Council alone to prevent. 

One is the large number of urinals, and fixtures of similar 
character, in and about the Public Buildings, constructed 
generally without much reference to economy in the use of 
water, and where a continuous flow is kept up,night and day, 
at all seasons of the year; to an extent probably not real- 
ized by any member of the government, and not at all 
required for any purposes of cleanliness. 

The other is the extravagant use of water for watering the 
streets, (an evil sufficiently obvious to all who have to walk 
the streets,) by which they frequently are so covered with 
mud as to be almost impassable, and a vast quantity of water 
worse than wasted. 

The Water Board would also respectfully ask the atten- 
tion of the City Council to the entire inadequacy of the pen- 
alty which the present Ordinance prescribes for any waste of 
water, no matter how gross and reckless it may be. It 
merely directs that the water shall be cut off from the 
premises, and not let on again except on payment of two dol- 
lars. That sum will hardly be sufficient to pay the City the 
actual expense of shutting off and letting on, under the most 
favorable circumstances; of course, when the ground is 
frozen and the street encumbered with ice and snow, it be- 
comes entirely inadequate. We would respectfully suggest 
that the penalty might vary, and be somewhat in proportion 
to the difficulties which the different seasons of the year nec- 
essarily occasion. 
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CHARACTER OF THE WATER. 


There has been no complaint of any offensive change in 
the character of the water during the year, similar to that of 
the previous one. The impurities of that year, so obvious 
both to the taste and smell, gradually disappeared, and were 
not perceived any where about the middle of February ; 
leaving their cause and origin in entire obscurity. We still 
believe that the most plausible suggestion was that made by 
the Water Board, and confirmed by the opinions and able 
researches of Drs. Horsford and Jackson, published with the 
Report of last year, that the remote cause of the impurity 
was to be attributed to the long drought and heat of the 
summer of that year, and the unusually low state of the 
water in the Lake, and was the result of vegetable decompo- 
sition. If it be so, the evil was one which we must probably 
contend with again; and it becomes important that the water 
in different parts of the lake should be continually watched, 
particularly during the summer months, and the slightest 
deterioration traced, if possible, to its source. 

This has been quite satisfactorily done during the past 
season by the Superintendent of the Lake. We regret to 
state, that for a short period an impurity, similar in charac- 
ter to that of the previous year, but not so intense, was 
clearly and obviously distinguishable in the Northern division 
and at the gate house. The water of other parts of the lake 
was, however, at once examined, and the cause of the im- 
purity traced, without difficulty, to Whitney’s meadow, in the 
Southern division, where it was quite offensive. This meadow 
consists of about 65 acres, and was entirely separated by 
the Commissioners from the other parts of the lake by a 
permanent dam, from an apprehension then entértained, of 
the impurity of the water there; a passage way had, how- 
ever, been forced on top of the dam, through which the 
water could flow when at a sufficient height, and at the time 
mentioned it was running over. This passage way was at 
once closed, and shortly after, the peculiar taste of the water 
disappeared. 


EXTENSION OF THE WORKS. 


This has been continued during the year, and distributing 
and service pipes have been laid in new streets, &c., wherever 
required, and when the water rte to be assessed was equal to the 
interest on the cost. In one instance, however, the latter 
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requirement was necessarily departed from. The City Coun- 
cil having directed the pipes to be laid in Washington Vil- 
lage, lately annexed to South Boston, it was accordingly 
done, at considerable cost. It will be probably some time 
before there will be a sufficient number of water tenants to 
pay a water rate equal to the interest of the expenditure. 

The length of Distributing Pipes of 4,6 and 12 inches 
diameter, laid during the year, is 13,831 feet, being 4,817 
feet more than last year. 

The number of new Stopcocks is 19, including one in the 
branch to the State Prison. 

The whole length of distributing pipe now laid, including 
hydrant branches and bends, is about 113 2-5 miles. The 
present number of stopcocks is 980. | 

The number of Service Pipes laid during the year is 798, 
the length of which was 26,150 feet. The whole number 
being 18,797. 

The number of hydrants established during the year was 
42. The whole number is 1,252. 

The number of leaks repaired in pipes of 4 inches and 
upwards, was 75. In those of less than 4 inches it was 219. 


REPAIRS. 


The very important repairs made upon the upper end of 
the brick aqueduct recently, particularly in the use of Eng- 
lish cement for stopping the leaks in the part which was laid 
over quicksands, and had never been made tight, have been 
eminently successful; and it is believed all those leaks are 
now permanently closed. Other leaks, which from time to 
time occur in other divisions, are more easily closed, and 
occasion little solicitude. 

Those portions of the aqueduct, which have been repaired 
with English cement, remain perfectly tight. By comparing 
these portions with others which have been repaired with 
American cement, the superiority of the English is so very 
apparent, that it would be advisable to use it in all the 
repairs to be made hereafter. 

The heavy embankment of puddled gravel at Ware’s Val- 
ley, near Charles River, is, as it has been from the com- 
mencement, in excellent condition; never having settled 
enough to cause any crack in the conduit since the first sea- 
son of the introduction of water into the City. 

But very few of the peculiar vegetable substances hereto- 
fore mentioned, were found in the conduit. 
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DAMS, ROADS, BRIDGES, &C. 


The roads, bridges, dams, etc., connected with the ae 
are in their usual good condition. 
| The Gate Houses at the Lake and at Brookline Reservoir, 
the Waste weirs and other structures along the line of the 
Brick Aqueduct, are all in very good condition, not having 
required repairs of any consequence since their erection. 


BRICK AQUEDUCTS AND TUNNELS. 


A personal examination of the interior of the Aqueduct 
was made during the latter part of December, 1855, in com- 
pany of Mr. Knowlton. The tunnels have undergone no 
change since being finished, the rock through which they 
were made being of such firm texture that exposure to air 
and water has not had any perceptible effect upon it. 

There are still some leaks into the tunnels through seams 
in the rock, which are not objectionable, as the water is quite 
pure. 

The section of the conduit through the tunnels is some- 
what larger than the brick portion, and, as the velocity of 
the water is less through them than through the other por- 
tions of the conduit, more sediment deposits in them, re- 
quiring to be cleansed oftener than other parts of the 
work. The entire line of conduit should be cleansed out 
early in the spring. 


RESERVOIRS. 


City Reservoirs. The usual attention has been paid to 
these Reservoirs during the past year. Neither of them has 
had any repairs of consequence. The leakages spoken of in 
previous reports, in the Beacon Hill and Hast Boston Reser- 
voirs, have increased. but little. The old wooden fence has 
been removed from the South Boston Reservoir, and a sub- 
stantial and Grnsinentas iron one has been erected in its 
place. . ‘ 

The Brookline Remon is in good order, the grounds and 
structures having been well attended to. It will be advisa- 
ble, during the present year, to take the upright screens out 
of the gatehouse, and replace them with circular ones, simi- 
lar to the one in the gatehouse at the Lake. The circular 
screens are very easily cleared of all leaves and rubbish 
which collect against them, and are not so liable to be broken 
as the others, and when broken on one side they may be 
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turned on their centres, so as still to be as effectual ag the 
upright single ones in keeping out leaves and fishes. 

The two large meters still remain, but have not been used 
during the past year in determining the amount of water 
consumed in the city. 


JAMAICA POND AQUEDUCT —— LANDS —— COMPENSATING RESER- 
| VOIRS, ETC. 


The lands belonging to the Water Works, the Compen- 

sating Reservoirs, and the Jamaica Aqueduct, have received 
all necessary care and attention during the year, and are 
all believed to be in as good condition as at any previous 
time. 
The Compensating Reservoir Estates, at Hopkinton and 
Marlboro’, have been advertised for sale or to be let, as yet 
without success. Negotiations are now making for the dis- 
posal of the Mull Privileges at Saxonville, and it is believed 
an arrangement will be made. And there is some prospect 
that the Board will have to propose to the Board of Alder- 
men or City Council a sale of the Jamaica Pond Aqueduct. 
It will continue to be the wish of the Water Board to dis- 
pose of any part of the property of the City under its con- 
trol, which is not wanted for the purposes of the Water 
Works, as often as an opportunity may offer. 

The Sales of Land during the year have been small. They 
consist of an estate in Wayland, embracing a small house 
and barn, for $1,400, a lot of land in Needham for $200, and 
land near the Brookline Reservoir, for $3,270 05. In the 
latter sale an arrangement has been made by which part of 
the land adjoining the Reservoir is to be kept free from 
‘buildings, and merely cultivated for ornament. 


WATER TENANTS AND WATER RENTS. 


By the Annual Report of the Water Registrar, dated 1 
Jan., 1856, it appears that the total number of Water Takers 
then entered for the year 1856 was 19,998, being an increase 
. since January Ist, 1855, of 805. 

The total number of cases where the water had been shut 
off during the past year, was 2,405. Of these 1,415 were 
for repairs; 779 were for non-payment of water rates, and 211 
were for unnecessary waste of water. 

The total number of cases where the water had been let 
on during the year was 2,716. Of these 1,268 were cases 
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which had been previously shut off for repairs; 468 were 
those which had been shut off for non-payment of water rates ; 
181 were those which had been shut off for unnecessary waste 
of water; and 799 were let on for the first time. 

The amount received on account of water rates during the 
year 1855, including $2,280 74 from the Jamaica Pond Water, 
was $259,750 80, besides $6,551 97 for rates due in the 
previous year, making the total amount of 
Water Rents, $265,302 TT 


In addition to the above there was paid for 
letting on water in cases where it had been 


shut off for non-payment of the rates, 874 00 
Also for penalties, and for shutting off and 

letting on water for unnecessary wastage, 280 00 
The amount of assessments already made for 

the year 1856 was 217,431 63 
The estimated amount of income from the 

sales of water during the year 1856, is 280,000 00 


There was no abatement of rates during the year. 


The Report of the Water Registrar contains a statement 
in detail of the particular amounts received from the differ- 
ent sources, and also of the several tenants to whom the 
water has been supplied, of which the following abstract has 
been prepared and collated with a similar table for the two 
preceding years.

PROPERTY BELONGING TO THE WATER WORKS.

Pipe Yard and Repair Shop. 


This has proved, thus far, a great convenience In carrying 
on the operations of the Pipe department. During a part 
of last year (1854) the orders for work at the different ma- 
chine shops throughout the City were so great, that it would 
have been quite impossible for us to have got many jobs done 
when wanted. Much of the work done out of the shop the 
year before was so poor that it had to be done over. 

The land occupied by the Pipe Yard and buildings is 9,192 
feet — the cost of which, including the buildings, is about 

$24,400. 
' The cost of the machinery and tools is about $2,500.

She is under the charge of the Com- 
mittee on the Institutions at South Boston, and Deer Is- 
land, and is employed in conveying passengers, provis- 
ions, &c., from the City to the Deer Island Institutions, 
and the State Hospital at Rainsford Island. She is 147 
tons burthen, and was built in New York in 1854. 


Boarding Boat of the Port Physician—-An 18 feet Yawl 
with its appurtenances, used for boarding-vessels on their 
arrival from Foreign Ports, for the examination of their 
Crews and Cargoes. 


Water Works. 


The whole line of the Water Works, extending from Co- 
chituate Lake, in Saxonyille, and continuing through a 
Brick Aqueduct and Stone Tunnel of 114 miles, to a 
Reservoir in Brookline of about 23 acres of water sur- 
face, and from thence through about 110 miles of Iron 
Pipe, to and through the City, to other Reservoirs in.

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South Boston and East Boston. The whole net cost of 
these works to the City, (including the Jamaica Pond 
Aqueduct), up to the 30th of April, 1856, was $5,647,307.96. 
Included in this cost are two Compensation Reservoirs, 
viz:— One in Hopkinton, of about 576 acres of water 
surface, and one in Marlborough, of about 300 acres 
water surface, the cost of which, including the water 
privileges, Stone and Wood Factories, Saw Mills, 
Planing Mills, &., was about $72,000. These two Com- 
pensation Reservoirs were purchased for a specific pur- 
pose, but being no longer required for that purpose they 
are now for sale, as well as sundry other items of Real 
Estate which were acquired in connection with the 
original purchases of Land and Water Rights, for the 
construction of the works. 


PipE Yarp AND Macuine SuHop, and Tools and Machinery 
therein, on Broad Street, for the use of the Water De- 
partment. This lot contains 9,192 feet, on which is a 
Brick Building used as a Machine Shop. The cost of the 
Establishment, including tools and machinery, stable, &c., 
was about $30,000.

The whole amount of saleable land at South Boston is esti- 
mated at 1,044,870 feet of upland, besides the 1,967,550

The double 
tracks to be laid in the centre of the street with the outer 
rail of each track not less than nine feet from the edge- 
stone from Chambers Street to Hancock Street, and eight 
feet six inches from Hancock Street to the termination of 
the switch.

The Committee on Paving, on the petition of the Metropo- 
litan Railroad Company for authority to construct a single 
track in Washington Street from Dover Street to Boylston 
Street and through Boylston Street, would respectfully report 
that they have further considered the subject and have given 
it the due deliberation which its importance demands, and are 
unanimously of the opinion that in order to relieve our main 
thoroughfare of the immense and constantly increasing num- 
ber of coaches passing over it, and at the same time provide 
a more easy, rapid and less cumbersome means of conveyance 
for travelling from one section of the City to the other, the 
ereat objects which the public desire, the track should be 
located as far down Washington Street as Winter Street, and 
thence up Winter Street to Tremont Street. 

Your Committee have ascertained by surveys made by the 
City Engineer that a single track can be laid in Washington 
Street from Dover to Winter Street in the centre of the 
street without detriment to abuttors thereon, as at the nar- 
rowest point there will be ten feet on either side between 
the outer rail and the edgestone. This will afford ample 
room for any kind of vehicle between the car and the edge- 
stone. They therefore recommend that an order of notice 


be issued to the abuttors on that portion of Washington — 
Street from Boylston to Winter Street, and Winter Street, 
that this Board of Aldermen intend to locate a single track 
of the Metropolitan Railroad in said streets. 

The Committee are fully impressed with the belief that if 
a single track is to be located on Washington Street below 
Dover Street, it should terminate at Winter Street, thence 
up Winter Street to Tremont Street.

Establishing the Salaries of the Officers of the City of 
Boston, and the County of Suffolk, for the year 1856-57. 


Ordered, By the Board of Aldermen and Common Coun- 
cil of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as 
follows: 


The Salaries of the several City and County Officers for 
the year beginning on the first day of April, one thousand 
eight hundred and fifty-six, shall be as herein mentioned, to 
be paid quarter-yearly, unless herein otherwise ordered. 


SecTION 1. The salary of the Mayor shall be as fixed by 
the Convention of the City Council, on the 28th day of June, 
1855, viz: at the rate of T'hree Thousand Dollars per 
annum, commencing with the first Monday of January last. 


SEoT. 2. The salary of the City T'reasurer shall be at 
the rate of Three Thousand Dollars per annum, for perform- 
ing the duties of City and County Treasurer, and Collector, 
and there shall be allowed him the sum of Siz Thousand 
Dollars per annum to be paid his clerks; and he shall ac- 
count for all fees, moneys and commissions which he shall 
receive in said capacity. 


Sect. 3. The salary of the City Engineer shall be at the 
rate of Twenty-eight Hundred Dollars per annum. The sal- 
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ary of the Assistant Engineer shall be at the rate of Twelve 
Hundred Dollars per annum. 


Sect. 4. The salary of the City Soliciter shall be at the 
rate of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars per annum, which shall 
be in full for his services, office Expenses, and for all Assist- 
ants that he may employ. 


Sect. 5. The salary of the Auditor of Accounts shall be 
at the rate of Twenty-five Hundred Dollars per annum; and 
he shall be allowed the sum of Nineteen Hundred Dollars 
per annum to be paid to two permanent clerks; and he shall 
account for all sums of money received by him in said 
capacity.

The salary of the Master of the House of Cor- 
rection shall be at the rate of Twelve Hundred Dollars per 
annum, and he shall be allowed sufficient house room in said 
building free of rent, and board for himself and his family, 
but no other fees or perquisites shall be allowed him. 

The salary of the Clerk of the Board of Overseers of the 
House of Correction shall be at the rate of Hight Hundred 
Dollars per annum. 
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ASSESSORS DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 34. The salary of each of the Principal Assessors 
shall be at the rate of F/teen Hundred Dollars per annum, 
including the allowance provided for by the Revised Stat- 
utes of the Commonwealth, and there shall be allowed this 
department the further sum of Thirty-two Hundred Dollars 
to be paid for Clerk hire. 

The Assistant Assessors shall be allowed Three Dollars 
for each and every day which they shall severally certify that 
they have devoted to the service. 

The salary of the Per Diem Assessors shall be at the rate 
of Four Dollars for each and every day which they shall 
severally certify that they have devoted to the service on 
Street duty. 


COUNTY OFFICERS. 


Sect. 35. The salaries of the Justices and Clerks in the 
Superior Court, and of the Assistant Clerk in the Supreme 
Judicial Court shall be paid at the rates fixed by the Legis- 
lature, viz: 

To the Chief Justice, Thirty-two Hundred Dollars. 

To Three Associate Justices, Three Thousand Dollars 
each. 

To the Assistant Clerk, FUfteen Hundred Dollars. 

To the Assistant Clerk in the Supreme Judicial Court, 
Fifteen Hundred Dollars per annum. 


Sect. 36. The salaries of each of the Justices in the Po- 
lice Court shall be at the rate of Twentystwo Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum. 
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Sect. 37. The salary of the Clerks in the Police Court 
shall be as follows: 


For the Chief Clerk at the rate of Highteen Hundred 
Dollars per annum. 

For the First Assistant Clerk, at the rate of Sixteen Hun- 
dred Dollars per annum. 

For the Second Assistant at the rate of FUfteen Hundred 
Dollars per annum. 

For the Third Assistant at the rate of Nine Hundred Dol- 
lars per annum. 


Ordered, That whenever any person in the employ of the 
City or County shall demand payment for his salary, or any 
part thereof, it shall be the duty of the Auditor and City 
Treasurer to deduct therefrom any and all sums due from 
such Officer to the City.

CLT Y OF. BOSTON. 


To his Honor the Mayor, and the City Council of the City 
of Boston. 


GENTLEMEN,— In conformity with the requirements of the 
fifth section of the Ordinance on Police, I have the honor to 
submit to the City Council, the quarterly Police Report, end- 
ing June 30th, 1856. 

Although the time since I became connected with the 
department covers the brief period of two months and 
seventeen days, during this period the whole department has 
been appointed for the ensuing year, and newly organized, 
with such changes of officers as have been deemed necessary, 
and, it is believed, beneficial to the department; and such 
changes in the local duties of some branches of the depart- 
ment, as have been considered most conducive to its effi- 
ciency, and calculated best to promote the quiet, 60d order 
and well being of the City. 

Of the Policemen now comprising the department, there 
have been some forty new men appointed. 

These appointments have been made to supply the places 
of men not in all cases chargeable with specific acts of mal- 
feasance in office, but to supply the places of those not pos- 
sessing the requisite qualifications and fitness for Police 
officers; and in some instances to supply the place of men 
who are disqualified by habits ruinous to themselves, and 
highly detrimental to the department. 

There are now two hundred and forty-two men — Captains 
and Lieutenants included — detailed at the eight Police Sta- 
tions. Exclusive of this number there is a body of men 
stationed at, and connected with the Chief’s Office, composed 
of men of experience in Police matters, especially in crimi- 
nal affairs, men of well-known character for energy, adroit- 
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ness, skill and perseverance, recognized and known in the 
department as detectives, whose duties are of a varied and 
miscellaneous character. The objects and purposes of this 
force are not only to detect crime, and bring offenders to 
condign punishment, but as far as possible to promote that 
ereat first principle of Police action and duty, viz: the pre- 
vention of crime. 

By constantly patroling the city, attending public gather- 
ings, visiting Rail Road Stations, and other places frequented 
by pickpockets and other marauders upon society, throughout 
the day and until late at night, a great amount of crime and 
consequent suffering is prevented. 

This force contains now twice its former number, and may 
hereafter be increased with advantage to the department. 

There have been some other changes in the local duties 
of the department, and others are in contemplation for 
future adoption. 

Beside the detective force, there are also stationed at the 
Chief's ce, one acting Deputy, the Superintendent of 
Vaults, with the rank of Deputy, two Police Officers, one of 
whom is detailed to superintend hacks, carriages, &c.; one 
to superintend trucks, wagons, &c. These two officers, when 
not engaged in their respective duties, are detailed for 
Special Police duty, viz: —— On the Sabbath, public days, and 
at such other times as their services are not required to 
attend to their several departments. 

The patrol Police are divided, as heretofore, into day and 
night forces. The day force goes on duty at eight o’clock, 
A. M., and remains until six o’clock, P. M., when relieved by 
the night force of the first division, and they return to their 
respective Station Houses. At one o’clock, A. M., the first 
division of the night force are relieved by the second divis- 
ion, who remain on duty until eight o’clock, A. M., when the 
day officers again resume their labors. 

There has heretofore existed, on the part of citizens, an 
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apparent want of confidence in, and sympathy with the 
Police, rather than a disposition to encourage them in a 
proper discharge of their duties, forgetful how much the 
safety, quiet, and well being of each citizen depends upon the 
Police Department; and forgetful, also, of the relation 
which exists between the citizen and Policemen, who are the 
servants of the public. 

This feeling, I am pleased to find, appears to be giving 
place to more just views, and a better appreciation of the 
value of the services of the department. 

Having given this brief statement of the present number, 
and of the working of the department, I now proceed to 
give a synopsis of the labor and doings of the department 
during the quarter ending June 30th, 1856.

In pursuance of the Order of the Board of Aldermen, 
passed on the 31st of March, 1856, on the 22d day of April 
last, I commenced occupying the Lock-ups under the Court 
House, haying been notified on the 21st, by the Chairman of 
the Committee on Public Buildings, “that the Lock-ups were 
completed, and furnished ready for occupancy; ” since which 
time there have been committed to the Lock-up, fifteen 
hundred and eighty-eight persons, for the various offences 
mentioned in the Report, being an average of twenty-three 
persons nightly, and during each twenty-four hours. 

There are two officers detailed for duty at the Lock-ups, 
who are included in the number herein before stated.

BOARD OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE.

Boston, July 15, 1856. 


In compliance with the vote of the Board, adopted at its 
meeting of May 13, the Committee on Salaries have con- 
sidered the expediency of increasing the Salaries of the 
Masters of the Latin, English High, and Girls’ High and 
Normal Schools; but, though they have discussed the matter 
during six meetings, they have been unable to agree upon a 
report. While the Committee were unanimously in favor of 
an increase, they were divided in relation to the amount of 
such increase, as well as the principle upon which it should 
be established. The undersigned, constituting a majority of 
the Committee, being agreed in their: views upon the subject, 
ask the indulgence of the Board while they present the 
following 


REPORT. 


It has, very properly, been the practice of this Board, to 
examine carefully all propositions to increase the Salaries of 
the teachers in our Public Schools, and to grant such in- 
crease, only when a cautious consideration of all the bear- 
ings of the proposed change has convinced it, that a liberal 
and just regard for the interests of public instruction de- 
mands an increased expenditure. Sharing in these views, 
your Committee have, with a proper degree of caution, ex- 
amined the subject embraced in the order, with a strict re- 
gard to such an economical administration of the affairs of 
our schools as the already large appropriations necessary 
for their support demands, and yet having in view those 
other considerations, which involve the interest and success 
of our school system, and to which all others are but second- 
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ary and subservient. In the examination of this subject, it 
is pertinent to inquire whether there is not involved in this 
proposition an act of justice, due to teachers who, through a 
series of years, have, not only faithfully, but efficiently and 
successfully, served this Board in positions demanding the 
largest acquirements and the most varied qualifications. 
Whether the service which has been and is being rendered 
by these masters is not worthy of an increased remuneration. 
Whether the cause of general education, and the credit 
of our school system do not demand some change. 
Whether, when a vacancy exists, in either of these positions, 
we cannot have a higher grade of talent to select from, by 
making the salary such as to command it. We feel that 
there is a degree of cogency in all these inquiries, and that 
the proposition now before the Board is worthy of careful 
and candid consideration. 

In the year 1814, when the Latin School was placed upon 
anew basis, the highest salary paid to any clergyman was 
taken as the criterion for that of the master of this school. 
The English High, and Girls’ High and Normal Schools, as 
they became permanently established, were placed upon an 
equality with the Latin School; and it is fair to suppose that 
had they all been in existence in 1814, they would have stood 
upon the same level, that the amount of salary paid to their 
respective masters would have been the same, and that the 
principles upon which it was established would have applied 
equally to all. It was then felt by the guardians of our 
Public Schools, that it was more than important, that it was 
_ absolutely necessary, that the master of such a school should 
be a man of first class ability, possessing perfectly all the 
varied qualifications necessary to fill such a position with 
success. <A salary was therefore voted which would com- 
mand and retain such a master; and when we reflect that 
two thousand dollars, the highest salary paid to any clergy- 
man in those times, was nearly, if not fully, equal to thirty- 
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five hundred now, we can judge not only how important our 
predecessors deemed this position to be, but how liberally 
they were willing to pay the teacher who suitably filled it. 
This view is brought out with greater clearness, when we 
compare the amount paid to the Grammar Masters then, one 
thousand dollars, with that paid to the master of the Latin 
School. It is true that the Grammar Masters then were not 
what the Grammar Masters now are, nor is the distinction in 
the amount of ability required now, of the Latin and the 
Grammar Masters, what it was then; nevertheless, 100 per 
cent. is a wide difference, and even if the master of the 
Latin School were more than qualified, if it were possible, the 
Grammar Masters could not have been 100 per cent. less 
qualified. It is therefore just to suppose that the reason for 
this liberal salary was, to obtain the ablest man who could be 
had, for a position which they deemed it so necessary to fill 
by one every way qualified. This principle your Committee 
deem to be correct, and one that the Board should recognize. 
These schools should be of the highest character which able 
and accomplished teachers can make them; but to procure 
and to keep this class of teachers, they must be paid a salary 
which will not only command their services fora time, but 
will retain them when experience has made them most useful 
and, consequently, most valuable. Not that the undersigned 
would advocate, but rather they would oppose, the idea of 
raising the salaries of teachers simply to retain them in the 
Public Schools; but if the salary paid is not sufficient to 
keep valuable teachers from feeling, that, in justice to them- 
selves, they must seek more lucrative employment, which their 
talents can command, and the difficulty of successfully filling 
their places is acknowledged, this becomes in a measure a 
competition against which the Board must contend, in its 
purchases made in the great market of talent. That is to say, 
if the class of talent which this Board wants, and must have, 
can occupy itself to better advantage than in the employment 
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of the Board, then we must, of necessity, acknowledge and 
meet the competition by a liberal salary, the certainty of 
which will counterbalance a higher income and the uncertainty 
which is necessarily associated with it. But to drop a bus- 
iness view, and take one of simple justice, ought the Board 
to keep these salaries at such a point as to make these mas- 
ters feel that they ought to do better during the compara- 
tively few years that they can instruct, when a moderate in- 
crease will give them the assurance that, m retaining their 
present positions, they are not only engaging in a useful 
work, but that they are also doing justice to themselves; 
ought not this Board in consideration of what has been done, 
as well as what has not been done, to make a change in favor 
of these teachers ? 

For a period of forty-two years the salary of the master 
of the Latin School has been raised but twenty per cent., 
while that of the masters of the Grammar Schools has been 
advanced one hundred and twenty-five per cent. For ten years 
the salaries of the masters of the Latin and English High 
Schools have remained stationary, notwithstanding the gen- 
erally acknowledged fact that the expenses of living have in- 
creased nearly, if not quite, one-third, and notwithstanding, 
also, that the salaries of all the other teachers in the em- 
ployment of the Board were, in 1853, increased from one- 
fifth to one-third. The only reason why these salaries were 
not increased, as we are informed by the gentleman who was 
then Chairman of the Committee on Salaries, and who is now 
a member of this Board, was that while the friends of an in- 
crease acknowledged the equal claims of these masters, they 
felt that it might endanger the success of the measure, if too 
much were attempted at that time, and therefore they thought 
it advisable to leave this for the subsequent action of the 
Board. So that this proposition is more properly a part of 
the general increase which the Board voted in 1853, than an 
independent measure, and ought to be so considered. Since 
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1836, the salaries of the Grammar masters have been in- 
creased twenty per cent.; those of the ushers of the Gram- 
mar Schools, fifty per cent.; those of the ushers of the Latin 
and English High Schools, 87 1-2 per cent.; those of the 
sub-masters of these schools, fifty per cent. In the opinion 
of the undersigned, it is both advisable and proper for the 
Board now to finish the general increase so nearly completed 
in 1853, by adding to the list the salaries named in the prop- 
osition under consideration, not as blind followers of meas- 
ures commenced by our predecessors, but because these 
teachers are worth more money to this Board than they are 
now receiving, as shown by the fruits of their labors from 
_ year to year. We cannot too highly estimate the importance, 
the absolute necessity, of having these three situations filled 
by those who are every way qualified; not intellectually 
alone, but possessing that high, moral, and ennobling influ- 
ence which will not only educate the intellect, but build up 
and establish the character of those who are to be the future 
instructors in our Public Schools, the future merchants, pro- 
fessional men, men of influence, upon whom is to devolve the 
responsibility of sustaining not only the intellectual, but the 
moral reputation of our city. If the Latin School and the 
English High School are to continue in furnishing us as 
many valuable citizens as they have already done, who, if 
they remain at home, are to be a part of the great sum of 
Boston’s reputation, or if they settle elsewhere, are to carry 
Boston influence and Boston character with them; if from 
the Normal School we are to receive the major part of the 
female teachers who are to instruct in our Grammar and 
Primary Schools, and upon whose proper qualification for the 
duties they are to undertake, so much is pending, the import- 
ance of liberally paying teachers from whom so much is and 
ought to be required, must, we deem, be evident to the Board, 
without further comment from us. It is not for us to remind 
the Board how valuable the masters, who occupy these posi- 
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tions, are, but we may be pardoned if we suggest, that we 
perhaps overlook the full extent of the services which are 
rendered. As from quarter to quarter, the able Committees 
having these Schools in charge, report their high standing 
and proficiency, without one word of censure’ or exception, 
we are too apt to forget what varied qualifications must cen- 
tre in these teachers, to produce such successful results; 
what ingenuity, what skill, what wisdom, what discretion, 
what knowledge of human nature, what moral character and 
influence, must all be associated with the necessary literary 
and scientific acquirements to mould and inspire so success- 
fully, such a variety of character, and so nearly established 
as is that of the young men and young ladies who are pupils . 
in these Schools. 

The greatest incubus against which the cause of education 
has been obliged to contend, is, that teaching, in the place of 
being made a profession, has been used simply as a means of 
accomplishing an end. As soon as instructors had by expe- 
rience become valuable, they had answered the end for which 
they had engaged in teaching, and entering the profession for 
which they had been preparing, they left a vacancy to be 
filled by one who, with similar views and for similar purposes, 
had undertaken the responsible duties of an instructor. It 
has been the object of this Board to obviate, as far as possi- 
ble, this evil, by raising the office of instructor to the dignity 
of a profession worthy of a liberal income, and thus to in- 
duce men of ability and skill to make the art of instructing, 
the study and pursuit of a life time. But we cannot expect 
to make the profession of an instructor equal to other pro- 
fessions, if the income is inferior. Making all due allowance 
for what is disinterested in mankind, and for what there is 
attractive to a noble mind, in a field where so much good can 
be accomplished, the laborer is still worthy of his hire; and 
we cannot expect that young men will make this the profes- 
sion of a life, unless there are some inducements appealing 
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to that desire for progress and distinction, the opportunity 
of gratifying which, gives to other professions such an inter- 
est and attraction; unless there are some prominent positions 
connected with teaching, which, being lucrative as well as 
honorable, will draw young men into that profession, and 
stimulate them to make the efforts necessary to obtain a dis- 
tinguished and profitable situation. Ifthe masterships of our 
Latin, English High, and Girls’ High and Normal Schools 
are made attractive by having the salary such as to make 
them positions worthy of labor, application, and study, we 
shall not only give a just remuneration to those who have 
qualified themselves to fill them, but we shall also be offering 
premiums in the cause of education by increasing the induce- 
ments and attractions of that profession. 

Hrroneous views of these salaries are often taken, by in- 
stituting unjust comparisons. It is said they are large 
and liberal because there are very few, comparatively, who 
have so ample an income. Jbut is this a just comparison ? 

These gentlemen are regarded, both here and throughout 
the State, as being among the first in their profession; the 
proper comparison, then, if we are to place the position of 
instructor upon a level with that of the lawyer and the clergy- 
man, is, to ask how the income of these three masters compares, 
standing, as they do, near the head of their profession, with 
that of those who occupy corresponding positions in other 
professions. Where is the lawyer, the clergyman, the me- 
chanic, or the merchant, in this city, who occupies a distin- 
euished position in his profession or business, whose income 
does not exceed $2,400 a year? Not to go out of our own 
Board, even though the salaries of these masters were 25 
per cent. more than at present, the comparison would be de- 
cidedly in their favor. And will any friend of popular edu- 
cation say, that these gentlemen in their profession, are not 
as useful, as valuable, and as necessary, as those who stand 
high in other positions? But there is still another view of 
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this subject. Boston Schools and the Boston School System 
have a reputation throughout the country; they are looked up 
to, inquired after, and in many respects are the models after 
which other systems are established. 

These three masterships stand out prominent in our sys- 
tem, being the three principal pillars, representing, in a meas- 
ure, the wisdom, strength, and beauty of the structure; what- 
ever distinguishes them, distinguishes the whole; whatever 
elevates them, elevates the whole; and the amount of talent 
which is required by the Board for these’ positions, will be 
measured exactly by the salary which is paid. Is it to the 
credit of our school system to say, that the Board having it 
in charge requires but $2,400 worth of talent a year, to fill 
the highest position of instruction in the whole system, and 
that the gentlemen who fill those positions are worth only 
that salary? For our own credit it is to be hoped that if 
the Board decides that these gentlemen are worth but $2,400 
a year, they will remove them, and obtain others whose ser- 
vices will be more valuable, and to whom the Board will be 
willing to pay more than that salary. In connection with 
the present vacancy in the mastership of the Girls’ High and 
Normal School, it is important that the Board should in- 
crease the salary of that position. While it is to be re- 
gretted that we have lost so valuable a teacher in that situa- 
tion, the best step that the Board can now take, is, to strengthen 
the hands of the sub-committee on that School, in their efforts 
to obtain a new teacher, by making the salary such as to 
command the best man who can be procured to fill so im- 
portant a situation: important, because, this School being 
the source from which we draw those who, under the banner 
of education and general intelligence, are to fight against ig- 
norance and vice, it is necessary that he who has these re- 
cruits in training should be a man every way skilled in the 
tactics of his profession. Under the pressure of all these 
considerations and arguments, the undersigned have felt it to 
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be their duty to recommend to this Board the increase of the - 
salaries of the Masters of the Latin, English High, and Girls’ 
High and Normal Schools; and, believing that the principle 
of grading the salary in proportion to the term of service 
should be universally adopted by the Board, we recommend 
the adoption of the acompanying order.

The Committee on Text Books beg leave to 


REPORT. 


That they have made their annual examination of the 
course of studies prescribed for the schools, and that in 
obedience to the Rules, they now recommend to the Board 
“such improvements in the course of instruction, and such 
changes in the books used,” as they consider essential. 

In the opinion of the Committee, any change of text 
books is to be avoided, as troublesome to the teachers, and 
on that account likely to be dangerous to the pupils. They, 
therefore, only propose changes, where the admitted defects 
of the books in use, or the manifest superiority of the books 
proposed, demand the alteration. 

The modifications proposed by them affect only the depart- 
ments of Reading, Geography, and Grammar. 

In the department of Reading, the Committee wish to 
introduce into the First Class in the Grammar Schools, the 
recent and excellent work of Mr. Hillard. This enables 
them to place in the Second Class the American First Class 
Book, now the text book of the First Class, to be used in such 
districts as prefer it, instead of Tower and Walker’s Reader, 
the present reading book. They are informed that the First 
Class Book is already much used by that Class. For the Third 
Class they recommend “Sargent’s Standard Third Reader,” a 
new work, and an improvement, as it seems to them, on 
Swan’s Grammar School Reader, and Russell’s Sequel to the 
Primary Reader, which it displaces. In the Fourth Class 
they wish to extend the use of Swan’s Primary Reader, now 
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the text book of the Boys’, into the Girls’ Schools, also, so 
as to have but one text book in both Schools. By this 
arrangement, it will be observed, three books are dropped, 
viz: Swan’s Grammar School Reader, Tower’s Gradual Reader, 
and Russell’s Sequel; and two new books introduced, viz: Hil- 
lard’s First Class Reader, and Sargent’s Standard Third 
Reader. In the Sixth Class of the Primary Schools, where 
classification has rendered a larger range of books neces- 
sary, they have added two Primers to the list to be chosen 
from, and dropped one of those now in use. 

In Geography, the Committee recommend that Mitchell’s 
Primary School Geography be substituted, in the Third 
Class, for Parley’s First Book of History combined with 
Geography, a book which was designed to be used with oral 
instruction, but which has not been found to answer a very 
useful purpose. Three works of much interest on Phys- 
ical Geography have been before the Committee, on which 
they may ask leave, at a subsequent meeting, and after fur- 
ther examination, to make a Report. 

The only other branch of instruction in which the Com- 
mittee propose any change is that of Grammar; a subject 
which they have approached with diffidence, and which 
nothing but a conviction that the present text book was 
unsatisfactory, would have induced them to consider at all. 
Not wishing to act without the best light, they sent a circu- 
lar letter to the masters of Grammar Schools, asking their 
opinion whether Greene’s Elements of English Grammar, 
or Bullion’s Grammar, is preferable as a text book in 
their schools. Thirteen answers were returned. Hight of 
these expressed a preference for Greene, and the remaining 
five adhered to Bullion, for various reasons; some from appro- 
bation of the book, and some from dislike of change. The 
opinions and experience of the teachers coinciding with those 
of a majority of the Committee, they think it their duty to 
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recommend the substitution of Greene’s Grammar, as more 
scientific, complete, and intelligible. 
They therefore offer the following orders: 


1. Ordered, That Tower’s Gradual Primer, Sargent’s 
Standard Primer, or My First School Book, be the Text 
Book of the Sixth Class in the Primary Schools. 

2. Ordered, That Hillard’s First Class Reader be the 
Text Book, in Reading, with the First Class inthe Grammar 
Schools. 

3. Ordered, That the American First Class Book, or 
Tower and Walker’s Reader, be the Text Book, in Reading, 
with the Second Class in the Grammar Schools. 

4. Ordered, That Sargent’s Standard Third Reader be the 
Text Book, in Reading, for the Third Class in the Grammar 
Schools. 

5. Ordered, That Swan’s Primary Reader be substituted, 
in the Girls’ Grammar Schools, in place of Tower’s Gradual 
Reader, and be the Text Book, in Reading, for the Fourth 
Class in the Grammar Schools. 

6. Ordered, That Mitchell’s Primary School Geography be 
substituted for Parley’s First Book of History combined 
with Geography, in the Third Class of the Grammar Schools. 

7. Ordered, That Greene’s Elements of English Grammar 
be substituted for Bullion’s Analytical and Practical Gram- 
mar, wherever the latter is now used in the Schools. 

8. Ordered, That Swan’s First Lessons in the History of 
the United States, be a permitted book in the Grammar 


Schools.

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AN ORDINANCE 


ESTABLISHING A FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


AND PROVIDING FOR 


PREVENTING AND EXTINGUISHING FIRES.* 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Common Council, of 
the City of Boston, in City Council assembled : — | 


Sxor. 1. The fire department shall consist of a chief engineer, of 
nine other engineers, (provided at least one shall be chosen from each 
fire district,) and of as many engine-men, hydrant-men, and hook and 
ladder men, to be divided into companies, as the number of engines and 
the number and quantity of other fire apparatus belonging to the city 
shall from time to time require. 

Szor. 2. There shall be chosen annually, by the city council, in the 
month of January or February, a chief engineer and nine other engineers, 
(one at least from each fire district,) who shall hold their offices one 
year and until others are chosen in their places; provided, however, that 
no assistant engineer shall hold over in case five of the new board are 
elected ; and in all cases of holding over, preference shall be given to 
seniority of age. 

Szor. 3. The city council may, by a concurrent vote at any time, 
remove from office the chief engineer, or any of the other engineers ; 
and the board of aldermen may at any time discharge any or all of the 
officers or members of either of said companies.

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Sxor. 4. Hach engineer shall, upon his appointment, receive a writ- 
ten or printed certificate or warrant, in the words following, viz.: ‘ This 
certifies that A. B. is appointed an engineer, (or chief engineer) of the 
fire department of the city of Boston, and is entitled to all the immuni- 
ties belonging to said office. 

Given under my hand this day of A.D. 18 

Mayor. 
City Clerk.”’ 

And the respective rank of the engineers shall be determined by the 
board of aldermen. 

Srot. 5. The engineers, so chosen, shall meet and organize them- 
selves into a board of engineers, a majority of whom shall form a quorum, 
and of which, in the absence of the chief engineer, the senior engineer 
present shall be presiding officer; and they may appoint such secretary 
or other officers, and make such rules and regulations for their own gov- 
ernment, as they may see fit, and such secretary shall receive such com- 
pensation as the city council may deem expedient. They shall be respon- 
sible for the discipline, good order, and proper conduct of the whole 
department, both officers and men, and for the care of all houses, engines, 
hose carriages, and other furniture and apparatus thereto belonging. 
They shall have the superintendence and control of all the engine and 
other houses used for the purposes of the fire department, and of all fur- 
niture and apparatus thereto belonging, and of the engines and all other 
fire apparatus belonging to the city, and over the officers and members . 
of the several companies attached to the fire department, and over all 
persons present at fires, and they may make such rules and regulations 
for the better government, discipline and good order of the department, 
and for the extinguishment of fires, as they may from time to time, think 
expedient, the same not being repugnant to the laws of this common- 
wealth, or to any ordinance of the city, and being subject to the approba- 
tion of the board of aldermen. The assistant engineers shall report 
their absences from fires to the chief engineer, with the reasons therefor, 
who shall keep a record of the same, and make a report thereof, stating 
all the facts, to the city council every year prior to the election of en- 
gineers. In the absence of the chief engineer the clerk shall make said 
record and report. 

Szct. 6. It shall be the duty of said engincers, whenever a fire shall 
break out in the city, immediately to repair to the place of such fire, 
and to carry with them a suitable staff or badge of their office ; to take 
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proper measures that the several engines and other apparatus be arranged 
in the most advantageous situations, and duly worked for the effectual 
extinguishment of the fire ; to require and compel assistance from all 
persons, as well members of the fire department as others, in extinguish- 
ing the fire, removing furniture, goods, or other merchandise, from any 
building on fire, or in danger thereof, and to appoint guards to secure 
the same: and also in pulling down or demolishing any house or building 
if occasion require, and further to suppress all tumults and disorders. 
It shall also be their duty to cause order to be preserved in going to, 
working at, or returning from fires, and at all other times when compa- 
nies attached to the department are on duty. 

Sxot. 7. Whenever any fire occurs in either of the adjoining towns, 
it shall be the duty of only such and so many of said engineers to repair 
to such towns, as shall have been previously designated for such purpose 
by the board of engineers. 

Sect. 8. The chief engineer shall have the sole command at fires, 
over all the other engineers, all members of the fire department, and all 
other persons who may be present at fires, and shall direct all proper 
measures for the extinguishment of fires, protection of property, preser- 
vation of order, and observance of the laws, ordinances and regulations 
respecting fires ; and it shall be the duty of said chief engineer to exam- 
ine into the condition of the engines and all other fire apparatus, and of 
the engine and other houses belonging to the city and used for the pur- 
"poses of the fire department, and of the companies attached to the said 
department, as often as circumstances may render it expedient, or when- 
ever directed so to do by the board of aldermen, or by the committee of 
the board of aldermen on the fire department, and annually to report the 
same to the said board, and oftener if thereunto requested ; also, to cause 
a full description of the same, together with the names of the officers and 
members of the fire department, to be published annually in such man- 
ner as the board of aldermen shall direct; and whenever the engines or 
other fire apparatus, engine or other houses used by the fire department, 
require alterations, additions, or repairs, the chief engineer, under the 
direction of the board of aldermen or of the committee on the fire de- 
partment shall cause the same to be made ; and it shall be moreover the 
duty of the chief engineer to receive and transmit to the board of alder- 
men all returns of officers, members and fire apparatus, made by the 
respective companies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other communica- 
tions relating to the affairs of the fire department; to keep fair and exact 
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rolls of the respective companies, specifying the time of admission and 
discharge, and the age of each member; to report in writing to the city 
clerk, who shall keep a record of the same, once in each year, or oftener 
if directed so to do by the board of aldermen, all accidents by fire which 
may happen within the city, with the causes thereof as well as can be 
ascertained and the number and description of the buildings destroyed or 
injured, together with the names of the owners or occupants. 

Szor. 9. In case of the absence of the chief engineer, the engineer 
next in rank who may be present shall execute the duties of his office, 
with full powers. 

Sor. 10. As many engine, hydrant, and hook and ladder compa- 
nies shall from time to time be formed by the board of aldermen as they 
shall deem expedient, and each of said companies shall consist of as 
many men as shall be appointed by the mayor with the advice and con- 
sent of the board of aldermen. 

Szor. 11. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be em- 
ployed as a member of the fire department; nor shall any person be so 
employed who is not a citizen of the United States and a legal voter in 
the city of Boston. 

Szot. 12. The term of service for the members of the fire depart- 
ment shall commence on the first day of the month, and shall continue 
for periods of six months each. And every officer or member who shall 
not serve the whole of said period of six months, except in cases of sick- — 
ness, death, or removal from the city, or who shall be removed therefrom 
for cause, shall forfeit any and all compensation, that would otherwise 
have been due to him at the time when such service ceased, or such 
removal took place. 

Szor. 13. Every company shall have a foreman, an assistant fore- 
man, and clerk, who shall be nominated annually in the month of Jan- 
uary, by the members of the several companies, and a return of the 
same made to the board of engineers; and in case of rejection by them, 
their names shall be returned to the company, who shall select another 
person for approval; but if approved by the board of engineers, their 
names shall be sent to the board of aldermen for approval or rejection, 
and in case of rejection, another person shall be nominated as aforesaid 
before the next regular meeting of the board of aldermen ; and these 
officers, when approved, shall receive certificates of appointment, signed 
by the mayor, and shall hold their places until removed, or others are 
appointed in their stead. 
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Szor. 14. Whenever any person shall have received his certificate of 
appointment to any office under this ordinance, he shall thereby be im- 
mediately invested with all the authority conferred, and subject to all the 
duties imposed by the laws, the city ordinances, and the rnles and regu- 
lations of the fire department, until discharged therefrom, either by death 
or resignation, or by order of the board of aldermen, or the board of 
engineers, as hereinafter provided for; and the vacancy occasioned by 
his discharge shall be filled as soon as may be, in the manner herein 
prescribed. 

Szct. 15. It shall be the duty of the foremen to see that the several 
engines and apparatus committed to their care, and the several buildings 
in which the same are deposited, and all things in or belonging to the 
same, are kept neat, clean, and in order for immediate use; it shall also 
be their duty to preserve order and discipline at all times in their respec- 
tive companies, and require and enforce a strict compliance with the city 
ordinances, the rules and regulations of the department, and the orders 
of the engineers. They shall also keep or cause to be kept by the clerks 
of their respective companies, fair and exact rolls, specifying the time of 
admission, discharge and age of each member, and accounts of all city 
property entrusted to the care of the several members, and of all ab- 
sences and tardiness among the same, in a book provided for that pur- 
pose by the city, which rolls or record books are always to be subject to 
the order of the board of engineers and the board of aldermen. They 
shall also make or cause to be made to the chief engineer, true and accu- 
rate returns of all the members, with their ages, and the apparatus en- 
trusted to their care, whenever called upon so to do. 

Szot. 16. It shall be the duty of the officers and members of the 
several engine, hydrant, and hook and ladder companies, whenever a fire 
shall break out in the city, to repair forthwith to their respective engines, 
hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, and to convey 
them in as orderly a manner as may be, according to the directions of the 
board of engineers, and exert themselves in the most orderly manner 
possible, in working and managing the said engines, hose, hooks and lad- 
ders, and other apparatus ; and in performing any duty that they may be 
called upon to do, by any engineer ; and upon permission of the chief or 
other engineer, shall in an orderly and quiet manner return said engines, 
hose, hook and ladder carriages, and other apparatus, to their respective 
places of deposit. Provided, that in the absence of all the engineers 
such direction and permission may be given by their respective foremen. 
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Sect. 17. Any officer or other member may be removed or dismissed 
from the fire department by a vote of the chief engineer and two-thirds 
of the assistant engineers, and said vote shall be final unless in the case 
of officers, the same shall be reversed by the board of aldermen within 
fourteen days after it shall have passed. 

Sxcr. 18. In all cases of removal from office by the engineers, the 
name of the party removed, with a statement of the reasons therefor, 
shall be entered on their records, and a copy of the same shall be trans- 
mitted to the board of aldermen, before their next regular meeting. 

Sror. 19. No officer, who may have been dismissed or removed from 
the fire department, shall be reinstated therein, unless by a vote of the 
chief engineer and two-thirds of the assistant engineers, and, in such 
case, said vote shall not take effect until confirmed by the board of alder- 
men; and it shall not pass the board of aldermen unless two-thirds of 
the whole board vote therefor. 

Szor. 20. Every company shall have two or more suction-hosemen 
and three or more leading-hosemen, to be appointed by the foreman of 
such company, subject to the approval of the board of engineers, and 
they shall hold their places for six months, unless sooner removed by the 
said board. For the purpose of discharge and removal, suction and 
leading hosemen shall be regarded as members and not as officers. 

Szor. 21. Every company shall have a steward, who shall be nomi- 
nated by a vote of the company to the board of engineers, and if ap- 
proved by them, shall hold his office until removed, either by resignation 
or by the board of engineers, for causes specified. It shall be his duty 
to keep clean the house, the engine, hose, or other apparatus which may 
belong to the company, to clear the snow in winter from the sidewalk 
connected with the house, and generally to see that the engine and appa- 
ratus are ready for immediate use. 

Sect. 22. The engineers and members of the several companies 

regularly appointed shall wear such caps, badges, or insignia, as the 
board of aldermen shall from time to time direct, to be furnished at the 
expense of the city, and no other person or persons shall be permitted to 
wear the same, except under such restrictions and regulations as the 
board of aldermen may direct. 
» Szor. 23. No uniform, unless such caps, badges, and insignia as are 
prescribed from time to time by the board of aldermen, shall be allowed 
to be worn upon any occasions, as-firemen, by either officers or men 
belonging to the department. 
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Szot. 24. No company shall have power to appoint or discharge 
any officer or member. 

Szot 25. No company shall leave the city, in case of fire in the 
neighboring towns, except by the express order of the chief engineer, 
or one of the assistant engineers; and no company shall leave the city 
on an excursion for more than twenty-four hours, unless by the permission 
of the board of aldermen. And, annually, in the month of July, Au- 
gust, or September, the several companies shall assemble with their 
apparatus for inspection and review, by the city council, at such time and 
place within the city of Boston as the board of engineers shall appoint. 

Szot. 26. The several companies shall be provided with rooms, 
unless now sufficiently accommodated, for meetings for the transaction of 
such business as may properly come before them in the discharge of their 
duties as firemen. 

Sror. 27. No associations or organized societies or clubs of firemen, 
as such, shall be allowed, except by the express permission of the city 
council. 

Szct. 28. No company shall be allowed to impose fines upon its 
members ; but it shall be the duty of the clerk of each company to enter 
in the roll book provided by the city, all absence and tardiness of each 
officer and member of said company ; and to make a monthly return of 
the same to the board of engineers. And for every absence or tardi- 
ness, except in case of sickness, there shall be deducted from the pay of 
such officer or member the sum of twenty-five cents, which amount so 
deducted shall be paid over at the end of each quarter to the treasurer 
of the company to which such member shall belong, to meet the inci- 
dental expenses of the company. And if any officer or member shall 
have been absent or tardy at more than one-third of the fires, or alarms 
of fires, if more than five, except in case of sickness, during the month, 
such absence or tardiness shall be considered good cause for his discharge 
from the department. 

Sect. 29. Any officer or member of the fire department who shall 
wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall be guilty of dis- 
orderly conduct or disobedience to his superiors in office, shall for such 
offence be dismissed from the department, and any officer or member who 
shall offend against any ordinance of the city relating to the fire depart: 
ment, shall, in addition to the liability of dismission, be liable to a pen- 
alty of not less than five, nor more than fifty dollars, for each offence. 

Sucr. 30. Hyery member and every officer of the fire department 
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shall sign the following statement, to be deposited with the board of 
engineers. ‘‘I, A. B. having been appointed a member of the Boston 
Fire Department, hereby signify my agreement to abide by all the ordi- 
nances of the city council, and the rules and regulations of the board 
of aldermen and' the board of engineers relating thereto.” And any 
officer or member who shall neglect or refuse to sign the same, shall not 
be entitled to any compensation whatsoever. 

Szor. 31. It shall be the duty of the chief engineer, or other en- 
gineers, to report to the board of aldermen the name of every person, 
not a member of either of said companies, who shall, contrary to law, 
refuse or neglect to obey any orders of any engineer, given at any fire. 

Szot. 32. It shall be the duty of such of the constables or police 
officers of the city as may be selected by the engineers for that service, 
to repair with their staves, or such other badges of office as the board of 
aldermen shall direct, on the alarm of fire, immediately to the place 
where the fire may be, and there to use their best skill and power, under 
the direction of the engineers, for the preservation of the public peace, 
and the prevention of theft and destruction of property, and the removal 
of all suspected persons; for which service the constables or police offi- 
cers shall receive such compensation as shall be in each case ordered by 
the board of aldermen. 

Sxct. 33. Immediately on the alarm of fire, during the night, it 
shall be the duty of the respective policemen to give notice thereof 
within their respective districts, by springing their rattles, crying ‘‘ fire,” 
or ringing a bell, and mentioning the street or direction where it may be; 
and if any policeman shall neglect so to do, he shall forfeit and pay two 
dollars, and if it shall happen that a chimney only shall be on fire, either 
by day or night, the bell shall not be rung, but only when a building is 
proclaimed to be on fire. 

Szor. 34. Whenever it shall be adjudged at any fire, by any three 
or more of the engineers, of whom the chief engineer, if present, shall 
be one, to be necessary, in order to prevent the further spreading of 
the fire, to pull down or otherwise demolish any building, the same may 
be done by their joint order. 

Sxor. 55. It shall be the duty of the chief and other engineers to 
inquire for and examine into all shops and other places where shavings or 
other such combustible materials may be collected and deposited, and at 
all times to be vigilant in taking care of the removal of the same, when 
ever, in the opinion of any two of them, the same may be dangerous to 
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the security of the city from fires, and to direct the tenant or occupant 
of said shops or other places to remove the same; and, in case of such 
tenant’s or occupant’s neglect or refusal so to do, to cause the same to 
be removed at the expense of such tenant or occupant, who shall, in 
addition, be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars for such neg- 
lect or refusal; and any person who shall obstruct the engineers or any 
of them in carrying out the provisions of this section, shall also be able 
to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars. It shall also be the duty of said 
engineers to take cognizance of, and to cause prosecution to be instituted 
in all cases of infraction of the laws relative to the erection of wooden 
buildings, or of any other laws or ordinances for the prevention of fire 
within the limits of the city. 

Sxcr. 36. The power of making and establishing rules and regula- 
tions for the transportation and keeping of gunpowder within the city of 
Boston, and of granting licenses for the keeping and gale thereof in the 
city, according to the provisions of an act entitled ‘‘ an act farther regu- 
lating the storage, safe keeping, and transportation of gunpowder in the 
city of Boston,’’ and of any other act or acts on the same subject, shall 
be exercised and performed by the chief and other engineers, and the 
power and duty of seizing any gunpowder kept or being within the city 
or harbor thereof, contrary to the provisions of the said act or acts, shall 
be exercised and performed by the said engineers or any of them; and 
in any case of any seizure being made by any engineer other than the 
chief, he shall forthwith report to the chief engineer, who shall cause 
said gunpowder to be libelled and prosecuted in the manner prescribed in 
the said acts; and all the other powers and duties granted and enjoined 
in and by the said act or acts, shall be performed by the said chief or 
one of the other engineers. 

Sscr. 87. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures and penalties 
arising under this ordinance and the laws of this Commonwealth, regu- 
lating the storage and transportation of gunpowder, the ereetion of build- 
ings within the City of Boston, and the prevention and extinguishment 
of fire, unless by such laws otherwise specially provided, shall be paid 
into the treasury of the city, to be applied in such way as is provided in 
the acts of this Commonwealth. 

Sxcr. 88. Every person who shall have served according to law in 
the fire department for seven successive years, shall be entitled to receive 
a certificate thereof, signed by the Mayor of said city ; and all persons 
who shall receive said certificate ag aforesaid shall be entitled to wear the 
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badge of the department, and to do duty therein, when desired go to do 
by the board of aldermen, under such organization and management as 
they may determine. 

Sor. 39. There shall be paid annually to cach member of the 
department such sum as the city council may, from time to time, deter- 
mine ; and in case of the temporary absence of any member from the 
city, or inability to perform his duties, in consequence of sickness, he 
shall provide a substitute, whose name he shall return to the foreman of 
the company for approval, failing in which he shall be subject to all 
deductions which may accrue for his absence. 

Sxor. 40. The members of the several companies shall not assemble 
in the houses entrusted to their care, except as herein prescribed, and 
for taking the engine or other apparatus on an alarm of fire, and of 
returning the same to the house, and taking the necessary care of said 
apparatus after its return. 


FIRE ALARMS. 


Sxor. 41. In the month of January in each year there shall be ap- 
pointed a joint committee of the city council, to be called the Com- 
mittee on Fire Alarms, to consist of two aldermen and three members 
of the common council. 

Suor. 42. The said committee shall have the care and management 
of the rooms, apparatus, and machinery connected with the system of 
telegraphic fire alarms, and shall also have the power to appoint, upon 
the nomination of the superintendent of fire alarms, suitable persons to 
assist in the management of said system of fire alarms, and to establish 
the compensation of the same, unless the same shall be specially provided 
by the city council; and the said committee shall have power to deter- 
mine the persons to whom shall be entrusted keys of the signal boxes 
connected with said system of fire alarms, and, generally, shall have 
charge of said apparatus, and control over the management of the same, 
subject to any special order of the city council. 

Szor. 43. ‘There shall be annually appointed by the city council, 
in the month of April or May, a suitable person to be superintendent 
of fire alarms, who shall have charge of the system of telegraphic fire 
alarms, under the direction of the committee on fire alarms, and see that 
the same is kept in good repair and in working condition, and be consid- 
ered responsible for the same. The said superintendent shall hold his 
office until a successor is elected, shall be at all times removable by the 
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city council, and shall receive such compensation as the city council 
shall determine. 

Srcr. 44. Alarms of fire shall be given by means of the system of 
telegraphic fire alarms, in accordance with the rules and directions estab- 
lished by the joint special committee on fire alarms, in the year 1853, 
and amended May 12, 1855, which are hereby declared to be the rules 
for giving alarms of fire within the city of Boston. 

Sot. 45. The joint committee on fire alarms shall have power 
from time to time to alter or change said rules and directions, and the 
same shall be binding upon all persons after said rules and directions, as 
altered, shall have been placed on file in the office of the engineers of 
the fire department and with the city clerk. And the same shall then 
be published in the same manner as ordinances of the city are published ; 
but the city council shall at all times have power to alter, amend, or 
annul the same. 

Szor. 46. Immediately upon an alarm or discovery of fire, it shall 
be the duty of the members of the police department to communicate 
the fact to the central station by means of the signal boxes in 
the district in which the fire may be, in accordance with said rules 
and directions. And it shall be the duty of the policemen in the night 
time, upon an alarm of fire being given or sounded upon the bells con- 
nected with the fire alarm apparatus, to give further notice thereof within 
their respective districts by springing their rattles, crying ‘‘ fire,’ and 
mentioning the number of the district in which the fire exists. And if 
any policeman shall neglect so to do, he shall forfeit and pay a fine of 
two dollars for every offence. 

Sxor. 47. No person shall open any of the signal boxes connected 
with the telegraphic fire alarms for the purpose of giving a false alarm, 
or interfere in any way with said boxes, by breaking, cutting, injuring, 
or defacing the same, or turn the cranks therein, except in case of fire, 
or tamper or meddle with said boxes or any part thereof. 

Secr. 48. Any person who shall be guilty of a breach of any of the 
provisions of this ordinance, shall forfeit and pay a fine of not less than 
two dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each offence. 
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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


FOR THE 


ENGINE, HOSE, HYDRANT, HOOK AND LADDER, 


AND OTHER 


COMPANIES 
ATTACHED TO THE BOSTON FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


ESTABLISHED BY THE BOARD OF ENGINEERS, JULY 1st, 1851. 
AND 


APPROVED BY THE MAYOR AND ALDERMEN, JULY 141m, 1851. 


Art 1. All the companies of the department shall be furnished 
with a copy of the fire ordinance, and the rules and regulations, which 
shall be framed and placed in their respective houses, and it shall be the 
duty of the officers and members of the department to conform to all 
the requisitions and perform all the duties therein required. 

Arr. 2. The hose, hydrant, and hook and ladder companies are not 
allowed to Jeave the city under any consideration whatever, unless per- 
mitted by the board. 

Arr. 3. If any engine or fire apparatus be so damaged that im- 
mediate repairs are necessary, it may be taken forthwith to a suitable 
person to be repaired ; but no repairs shall be made until information 
of such damage and place is given to the chief engineer, that he may 
order or superintend such repairs. Provided that, in case such infor- 
mation cannot be readily given to the chief engineer, it may be given 
to the assistant engineer living in the ward in which the engine or appar- 
atus is located, who will report to the chief engineer as soon as may 
be. All bills for work done, of any kind, are to be presented for appro- 
bation immediately after the work is completed and delivered. 

Art. 4. The utmost order, silence and decorum will be preserved 
in going to, working at, and returning from a fire, and the use of rat- 
tles, horns, and all unnecessary noises, and the smoking of pipes and 
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cigars are strictly prohibited ; on no occasion will the engines and other 
apparatus be conveyed on the side-walk without the special permission 
of an engineer, nor will any company be permitted to run their engines 
or other carriage in returning from a fire or alarm, or by each other. 

Arr. 5. The foreman or commanding officer of each company will 
remain by his company or apparatus, of which he has charge, to pre- 
serve order and direct their operations, and all members of the several 
companies, except when otherwise engaged on special duty, will remain 
at or about the apparatus to which they are attached. 

Art. 6. Members of each company are to have the control of the 
apparatus committed to their care, which is not to be handled, used, or 
in any way meddled with by the members of other companies, unless by 
permission of the officers of the company having charge of said appara- 
tus, or special order of an engineer. 

Art. 7. It is required of the members of the Department to avoid 
setting open the doors or windows of a building where fire may be, until 
a supply of water can be procured ; and when water is obtained, to apply 
it judiciously and directly to the part on fire, and carefully avoid dam- 
aging furniture or goods by water. 

Art. 8. On arrival at a fire, the first engine or hydrant company 
will immediately proceed to the nearest reservoir or hydrant from which 
a supply of water can be obtained. 

All engines in the line, except the one playing on the fire, will have 
the whole of their hose extended, which shall always consist of no less 
than two hundred and fifty feet, and hose from the hydrant companies, 
which shall not consist of less than five hundred feet on each carriage, 
will not be called for until their own is all in use. 

Engine. companies will not call on each other for hose, but upon any 
engineer, who will order the necessary quantity from a hydrant or engine 
company. 

Art. 9. The hook and ladder companies will take position when 
practicable within lines, and as near the fire as, under all circumstances, 
may be found convenient. 

The commanding officer of these companies will, immediately on their 
arrival, report themselves to any engineer. 

Art. 10. No company shall be allowed to draw water from the res- 
ervoirs, or to use the hydrants, except in case of fire. 

Arr. 11. To prevent serious trouble and inconvenience to the de- 
partment by walking their engines and apparatus abreast of each other,

JAIL. 


The Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suffolk, vis- 
ited the Jail, June 10th, when there were in confinement, 
one hundred and sixty-six persons, as appears more fully 
by the report hereto annexed. The prison was in a 
state of perfect cleanliness. The inmates appeared to be 
as comfortable as possible, and expressed general satisfac- 
tion with their fare and treatment. Their health has gen- 
erally been good; but three deaths had occurred, all from 
delirium tremens. — 

The requirements of law in regard to food, beds, washing, 
whitewashing, &c., have all been complied with. The means 
of religious instruction have been supplied by Rev. Perez 
Mason, and others, who have visited the prisoners in their 
cells; but the short time for which almost all the prisoners 
remain there, prevents much effect from such religious in- 
struction as can be given. A copy of the bible is in every 
cell, and other books are furnished to those who can read.

LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The Inspectors visited this institution on the eleventh day 
of June, and made such an inspection as the nature of an 
insane asylum allows. The usual good order, neatness, and 
cleanliness prevailed. The patients are treated with the 
greatest kindness and skill, and no pains are spared to make 
them comfortable and, if possible, to restore their reason. — 
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The Act of 1856, providing for the treatment of lunatics 
chargeable to the Commonwealth in the State Hospital, has 
reduced the number of inmates, and so far has improved the 
condition of the institution.

All suitable vegetables are freely used in the soups and 
chowder. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


The Inspectors visited the House of Correction, July 26th, 
and conversed with every prisoner in regard to his treatment, 
fare, etc. No complaints were made, except a few of a tri- 
fling nature, and these upon investigation were shown to be 
unfounded. The inmates of the institution generally ex- 
pressed entire satisfaction with the conduct of the master 
and his associates. Their health has been generally good 
and the greater portion of them were employed in profitable 
work. 

The requirements of law relating to cleanliness have been 
fully complied with. Religious instruction is furnished and 
public worship is conducted as heretofore, by the excellent 
Chaplain. 

The Inspectors were greatly pleased with the condition of

“The Committee find the North Wharf used by the Paving 
Department, for landing paving stones, and other material for 
the City’ suse. It is also used by the Superintendent of In- 
ternal Health, for stabling some of the horses belonging to 
that, Department. 

“In the year 1854 there were landed at the North Wharf 
for the Paving Department, 


5,928} tons of paving gravel, 
2,181 tons of paving stones, granite blocks and edge stones. 


_ In the year 1855 there were landed at the same wharf, 


4,951 tons of paving gravel, . 

9104 tons of paving stones; &c., 

Making in all, landed in two,years, 13 972 tan of are 
or about an average of 7,000 tons per annum. 

There are 27 horses and 30 carts belonging to the Inter- 
nal Health Department kept in the stables on the wharf; 
and there is a,workshop, on the wharf, in which repairs are 
made on the city carts. . These are the only benefits derived 
by the City from the ey and Becupancy of the North 
Wharf. 

The Committee have taken into consideration, and think 
that the City should retain for its use property at various

points in the City where exigencies may arise, so that it is 
desirable for the City to own rather than hire the premises, 
and would not recommend that the Government should part 
with any of its property, except that which is naturally in 
the market for sale, until after due deliberation as to its ex- 
pediency. It is a question whether this property, as it is 
situated, is in a desirable position for the City’s use. The 
City have a wharf on Charles street, which would accommo- 
date them equally as well as the North Wharf, except that it 
would cost more per ton for the transportation of the most 
of the materials of the Paving Department landed thereon. 
The Charles street Wharf is under lease, which expires on 
the first of April next, and is rented for $1,350 per annum, 
and probably not much more rent could be realized by renew- 
ing the lease. The Charles street Wharf embraces an area 
quite as large as that of the North Wharf, and it could be 
fitted, at a moderate expense, to accommodate the business 
now done at the North Wharf. 

The Committee have taken into consideration the pro- 
priety and expediency of making the change from the North 
Wharf to the Charles street Wharf, and have come to the 
conclusion that, if the North Wharf could be sold at a satis- 
factory price, that it would be advisable to occupy the Charles 
street Wharf after the expiration of the present lease; and 
they would therefore recommend that this Committee have 
full power to sell the City’s North Wharf, at a price not less 
than $80,000, possession to be given on the Ist of April 
next.

FOURTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


In obedience to the fourth section of the ordinance of the 
14th of October, 1852, in relation to the Public Library, the 
Trustees ask leave to submit to the City Council their fourth 
Annual Report. 

In conformity to the provisions of the ordinance, the report 
of the Committee of Examination, marked A, is hereunto an- 
nexed. This Committee consists — besides a member of the 
Board of Trustees acting as Chairman —of five members 
appointed by the Trustees from the citizens at large. The 
members of the Committee the present year are J. T. Steven- 
son, Hsq., Rev. Dr. Blagden, F. W. Lincoln, Jr. Esq., Joseph 
Story, Esq., and S. J. Thomas, Esq. The Trustees, on behalf 
of the public, return their thanks to these gentlemen for the 
readiness with which they have attended to the discharge of 
the duty devolving upon them as members of the Committee. 

The Annual Report of the Librarian, marked B, made in 
pursuance of Chapter III., Art. 12th, of the Rules and By- 
Laws of the Library, is also submitted. 

From these two reports a full knowledge may be obtained 
of the present state of the Library, and of its operations 
during the past year. In connection with the reports of for- 
mer years, they will enable the City Council and the public 
to trace the progress of the Library, from its feeble com-

mencement, in 1852, to its present highly prosperous con- 
dition. 

The Trustees feel warranted, on this occasion, in repeat- 
ing the remark made in their last Report, that the institution 
is, in all its relations, in a highly satisfactory state. The 
resort of the public, both for the purpose of borrowing books 
and of using them in the reading room, has continued undi- 
minished during the year. The books borrowed continue to 
be punctually returned, with as little injury as is consistent 
with their use. In the purchase of new books the Trustees 
have more and more abstained from buying works of mere 
amusement, aiming to confine themselves to those of a higher 
order; and they have no reason to suppose that this course 
is disapproved by the public. In the first years of its exist- 
ence, the additions made to the Library by purchase were 
almost exclusively of works in the English language. During 
the past year a considerable number of books in the French 
language, and a few in the German, have been bought, to sat- 
isfy an earnest call for them on the part of readers. It is 
obvious that in a free public library this call ought to be met 
to a reasonable extent, inasmuch as books in the foreign 
languages are less likely than others to be within the reach 
of many persons entitled to the benefits of the institution. 
The number of volumes, however, in French and German 
which have been purchased for this reason, does not exceed a 
few hundred. 

The increase of the library continues to fulfil the antici- 
pations of the Trustees. In their first Annual Report the 
whole number of volumes was stated to be about ten thou- 
sand; in the second Annual Report, 16,221 volumes, and 
about 4,000 tracts; in the third Report, 22,617 volumes, and 
6,507 tracts. At the present time the whole number of vol- 
umes, exclusive of those already received from the last lib- 
eral donation of Mr. Bates, is 28,080, and of tracts, 12,386. 
In addition to the volumes standing upon their shelves, not 
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less than two thousand have been purchased by Mr. Ticknor, 
who is now in Hurope, out of the means at the disposal of 
the Trustees for the current year. These figures show that 
the Trustees were not over sanguine in calculating, from 
their ordinary resources, upon an annual increase of about 
6,000 volumes, which they have no reason to think will fall 
off in future. Of the additions made to the library the 
past year, 1,865 volumes and 5,330 pamphlets have been 
donations from 126 individuals and institutions, whose 
names are given in the Appendix to this Report. Among 
these the donation of Dr. Walter Channing, of 786 volumes 
and many pamphlets, deserves especial acknowledgment. 
Valuable donations have also been received from Dr. H. I. 
Bowditch, Rev. Caleb D. Bradlee, Edward Gassett, Hsq., 
J. Francis Kimball, Esq., Dr. C. G. Putnam, Edward A. Snel- 
ling, Esq., Dr. 8. D. Townsend, and Monsieur Alexander Vat- 
temare. The Trustees regard these donations with great 
satisfaction, not merely on account of the value of the books 
presented, but for the widely extended interest which they 
evince in the library on the part of the community. 

The rooms in Mason street having become filled in 1855, 
it was necessary to remove a portion of the books, which 
could best be spared for that purpose, to a place of tempo- 
rary deposit in the Quincy Schoolhouse. The same opera- 
tion has been repeated during the present year, and may again 
become necessary in 1857. This and other inconveniences, 
resulting from the limited capacity of the apartments at 
present occupied by the library, will terminate, in all proba- 
bility, by the end of the ensuing year. The spacious build- 
ing in Boylston street will be completed in the course of the 
coming year, and will afford the amplest accommodation for 
the library, and for any probable increase to it, that may be 
made for many years. 

The erection of this building being entrusted to another 
Board, whose reports are regularly made to the City Coun- 
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cil, it may be proper only for the Trustees to state that, it 
will, when completed — they are well persuaded — fully jus- 
tify the City Council for the liberal appropriations which 
have been made for it, and be regarded as a noble monument 
to the wisdom and public spirit of the municipal government 
of the City of Boston. 

In the mean time, the Trustees have been actively and 
diligently employed, under the authority conferred upon 
them by the City Council for that purpose, in preparing for 
the completion of the building and the public opening of the 
library. The most important step to be taken, toward that 
end, was to give effect to the munificent purpose of Mr. 
Bates, made known to the city government the last year, and 
recorded in the last Annual Report of the Trustees. His 
original donation of fifty thousand dollars, for the endow- 
ment of the library, was, as is well known, established as a 
fund, the interest of which only is to be annually appropri- 
ated for the purchase of books. In addition to this act of 
distinguished liberality, as soon as Mr. Bates was informed 
that the City Council had determined to erect a spacious 


fireproof building, he communicated to the Mayor his inten-. 


tion to present to the city such a number of books, in the 
various departments of science and literature, as would’ ena- 
ble the library to commence its operations in the most satis- 
factory manner, as soon as the new building should be com- 
pleted. 

It has been the pleasing duty of the Trustees, in their ap- 
propriate sphere, to give effect to this munificent intention 
of Mr. Bates, by preparing, at his request, lists of books 
suitable for the library. It is scarcely necessary to observe 
that the task of selecting, from the almost boundless mass 
of literature, ancient and modern, in our own and foreign 
tongues, those works which it would be expedient to recom- 
mend to our liberal benefactor for immediate purchase, was 
not to be performed without reflection and labor. The 
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Trustees, through their committee for the purchase of books, 
have given much time, and devoted their best efforts to this 
subject. In executing the work in all its branches, they have 
had the good fortune to be able to avail themselves of the 
services of Professor ©. C. Jewett, formerly librarian of 
Brown University, and more recently of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution at Washington; a gentleman whose bibliographical 
pursuits, both in this country and Europe, have been con- 
ducted with equal intelligence and success. 
~The rooms in Mason street not affording sufficient accom- 
modation even for the current operations and daily use of 
the library, a house has been hired by the Trustees in Boyl- 
ston place, under authority from the City Council, for the 
reception of the books presented by Mr. Bates, and their 
preparation for the shelves in the new building. This prepa- 
ration requires a comparison of the volumes received with 
the invoice; the collation of each volume, that is, such an 
examination of it as is necessary to ascertain whether it is 
perfect in all its parts, and to note the defects, if any; its 
entry in the accessions catalogue, that is, the list of books 
daily added to the library in the order in which they are 
received ; and the copying of the title at length upon a card, 
which takes its place alphabetically in the card catalogue. 
About eleven thousand volumes have already been received 
in Boylston place, and prepared in this way for the shelves, 
and others are constantly arriving from EKurope.* Steady 
employment in this way, and in other occupations connected — 
with the library and its catalogues, has been given to Pro- 
fessor Jewett, and his intelligent and industrious assistants 
in Boylston place, by whom a great amount of labor has been 
diligently and skillfully performed. 
The Trustees suppose that the new building will be com- 
pleted in less than a twelvemonth from the present time. 


* The books received in Boylston place, with those in the rooms in Mason street, and 
in the Quincy Schoolhouse, form an aggregate of nearly FoRTY THOUSAND volumes. 
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They are aware that this may seem a long time since it was 
commenced; but they have reason to believe that it has been 
carried forward as rapidly as is consistent with the solidity 
of the work. Composed almost wholly of bricks and stone, 
and intended for the reception of books, which suffer greatly 
from dampness, it is of especial importance that reasonable 
time should be allowed for the gradual absorption of the 
moisture inseparable from such a mass of recent masonry. 
It may be added that it would not be possible to get ready 
for their places on the shelves of the new building the works 
already purchased, or in course of being purchased, by Mr. 
Bates, at a much earlier period than that assigned for its 
completion. 

When the library, greatly augmented in size, shall be 
opened to the public in the new edifice, a large increase may 
be anticipated in the number of persons resorting to it. A 
proportionate enlargement of its operations in all its depart- 
ments will take place; its administration will become more 
arduous; and a re-organization of the plan on which it is 
conducted will be necessary. Some amendments of the ordi- 
nance of the 14th of October, 1852, will be required for this 
purpose, and will form the subject of a separate communica- 
tion to the City Council. 

The regular operations of the institution in Mason street 
have been carried on with the usual success during the past 
year, under the librarian, Mr. Edward Capen, and his assist- 
ants, to whose diligence in the performance of their respect- 
ive duties, and to whose assiduous endeavors to promote the 
convenience of those resorting to the library, the Trustees 
willingly bear renewed testimony. The number of new 
accounts for borrowing books during the past year is 2,371, 
making a total of 11,518. The number of names entered in 
the reading room in the course of the year is 2,361, making a 
total since the opening of the library of 12,856. The num- 
ber of books borrowed during the year is 82,661, making ’a 
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daily average of 291 volumes for the working days of the 
year. As five hours daily are assigned to the borrowing and 
returning of books, it results from these figures, that but a 
small fraction over one minute has been required for waiting 
upon each individual applicant. 

In the course of the year the public has been deprived of 
the services of Thomas G. Appleton, Esq., who resigned his 
place as a Trustee on his departure for Kurope. Mr. Ap- 
pleton has been a member of the Board since its first organ- 
ization; and, besides the value of his services in that 
capacity, he is entitled to the grateful acknowledgements of 
the community for one of the most valuable presents of 
books which have been made to the institution, viz: a copy of 
Audubon’s Birds of America, in the original edition, in four 
volumes, of Atlantic size, substantially and handsomely 
bound. 

The’ name of Mr. Ticknor not being subscribed to this 
Report with those of the other Trustees, it is proper to state 
that the omission is caused by his absence from the country. 
The library, however, has not been deprived, by this circum- 
stance, of the benefit of his services, which, from its founda- 
tion have been most assiduously rendered, and of the highest 
value. He has, during his absence, been able, in concert 
with Mr. Bates, to make arrangements for the purchase of 
books, from which great benefit will accrue to the library. 
Indeed, the presence in Kurope at this time of a person pos- 
sessing the entire confidence both of Mr. Bates and the 
Trustees, and otherwise so eminently qualified for the duty, 
was a piece of good fortune not easily to be overrated. 

In closing their report, the Trustees feel warranted in 
expressing the opinion that the library is in all respects in a 
sound and prosperous condition. They acknowledge with 
eratitude the liberalityymanifested by the city government in 
the erection of the new building, and in the provision made 
to defray the current expenses of the institution. They 
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have endeavored, by personal attention to its administration, 
to give effect to this enlightened policy and to the munifi- 
cence of individual benefactors. Considering the library as 
the completion of the system of public education to which 
Boston is indebted for so much of her prosperity, they con- 
fidently anticipate for it a future of great public utility, and 
corresponding favor on the part of the community, and they 
earnestly commend it to the continued protection and pat- 
ronage of the City Council.

The Examining Committee appointed under the provisions 
of the seventh section of the ordinance in relation to the 
Public Library, 

Petipa: Rae: 


The section referred to provides that “the Trustees shall 
annually appoint a Committee of five citizens at large, who, 
together with a Trustee as Chairman, shall examine the 
library, and make report of its condition to the Trustees. 
Agreeably to the requirements of this section, it appears 
that three annual examinations, previously to the present 
one, have been made by three several Committees, each com- 
posed of different individuals, as respects those selected at 
large. Their reports are on record, and indicate that the 
method of examination was alike in the several cases in 
regard to the subjects to be specially reported upon. It 
seems proper and convenient, that the course of the previous 
committees in this matter should be adhered to, because 
the results of similar investigations, presented in a similar 
manner, render it easy to compare, from year to year, the 
state and progress of the institution. The Committee, there- 
fore, have examined and report in the usual order: 

First, as to the Books: The whole number of volumes in 
the library, as reported by the Committee at the last annual 
examination was 22,617, and the whole number of pamphlets, 
or tracts, was 6,507. There have since been added 5,463 
volumes and 5,879 pamphlets, making the present total 
28,080 volumes, and 12,386 tracts. Nearly all the tracts and 
1,865 of the volumes were presented by individuals or insti- 
tutions. Many of the tracts have been classed and bound 
into volumes, or so arranged in cases as to be convenient 
for consultation. The books, in general, are in good condi-

tion, and even most of those which have been taken out 
many times for home perusal are in as good order as those 
in frequent use in private libraries —a fact highly creditable 
to the reading habits of our fellow citizens. All the books 
are in the English language (with the exception of less than 
a thousand volumes, mainly donations,) and seem to have 
been selected with especial reference to the literary wants 
of the great body of the people. Of many of the books 
which are in frequent demand there are not only several 
copies, but in all cases of new works concerning which a 
strong interest is felt on the part of the public, copies have 
been procured to such an extent that many persons have 
been enabled to peruse the same work at one and the same 
point of time. In this manner the institution is carrying 
out a principle, prominently set forth in one of its earliest 
documents —“ to render the pleasant and healthy literature 
of the day accessible, as far as practicable, to the whole 
people at the time they care most for it, viz: when it is 
living, and new.” This practice, it is hoped, will be con- 
tinued, even to a more generous extent, when the means 
of the institution shall be more ample, and the accommoda- 
tions more convenient for the taking out of books. During 
the annual period of closing the library, its volumes appear 
to have been carefully and thoroughly examined and counted 
by the librarian and his assistants, and their statement has 
been verified, as in previous years, by a subsequent examina- 
tion on the part of intelligent and competent young ladies 
connected with the Normal School. It appears that 149 
volumes are missing; being rather more than were missing 
at the last annual examination. Measures for getting in the 
absent volumes, as provided for in the rules of the institu- 
tion, under the authority of the city, are in active progress. 
Among the missing books are none of rare or costly kind, 
or which cannot easily be replaced. Books of that descrip- 
tion may be freely consulted at the rooms, but are not 
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allowed to go into circulation, except by special permission 
of the Trustees, and with such conditions as insure their 
safe keeping and return. Although the library has been 
open for circulation less than two years and a half, the 
amount of the circulation during that time has exceeded two 
hundred thousand (200,000): that is, books have been taken 
out at least that number of times. Considering the necessa- 
ry exposure to accident in such an extensive circulation, the 
losses of the library have been very small, and the cost of all 
the missing volumes is more than equalled by the fines re- 
ceived for keeping out books over the regulation time. 

The library is particularly rich, (probably more so than 
any other in the country,) in periodical literature. Upon 
the tables of the reading-room are to be found the latest 
numbers of all the prominent American, and many foreign, 
periodical journals. The number of these, regularly re- 
ceived, amounts to one hundred and thirty-eight, (their cost 
averaging about $600 per year), and they appertain to all 
branches of art, science, and polite literature. They are in 
constant use by citizens resorting to the reading-room, and 
furnish to the mechanic, merchant and professional man, the 
latest information, or the newest lights, in regard to sub- 
jects connected with their several pursuits, to say nothing of 
wholesome and entertaining reading for all classes. 

As to the Catalogues. These are found to be in good order, 
and well adapted to the objects in view. They consist of — 
Catalogue of Accessions ; Alphabetical Card Catalogue ; Alcove, 
or Shelf, Catalogue; and Printed Alphabetical Catalogue. 
The Catalogue of Accessions contains the name of every book 
received into the library, from its beginning, in the order of 
reception, with its condition at the time, its cost, if purchased, 
and the name of the giver, if presented. The Alphabetical 
Card Catalogue contains the full title, or transcript of the 
title page, of every book, on a separate card, with brief 
references on other cards, to all the names or words of the 
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title under which it is deemed at all lkely that the book 
will be inquired for. The Alcove Catalogue, attached to 
each alcove or range of shelves, contains the names of all 
the books in the order in which they belong on each shelf; 
thereby furnishing ready means of knowme, at any time, 
the exact condition of the library, in regard to books miss- 
ing, &ce. Copies of the Printed Alphabetical Catalogue, with 
abbreviated titles of books, are on the tables of the reading- 
room. ‘They are interleaved, and include the name of every 
book which has been added to the library since the catalogue 
was printed. Besides these catalogues of books, there are 
two folio volumes containing the names (autographs) of all 
persons who have claimed to avail themselves of the privi- 
leges of the institution. The names are attached or sub- 
scribed to an obligation to observe the rules and regulations 
of the library, and their number amounts to 12,856. The 
books used for charging and crediting the volumes delivered 
or received, are arranged on a decimal plan, new and pe- 
culiar to this library, which greatly facilitates rapid and 
correct delivery and reception. At the re-opening of the 
library, on the first instant, more than five hundred volumes 
were charged, and given out to as many different individuals, 
within the space of five hours, and as many more could have 
been given out within the same time, if applied for. There 
can be no doubt that with a proper number of assistants, 
rightly accommodated, the plan will admit of giving out thou- 
sands of volumes in a day, if occasion therefor should ever 
occur. For the invention, and practical application, of this 
admirable plan, the community is indebted to Dr. Nathaniel 
B. Shurtleff, whose zealous and efficient endeavors to pro- 
mote the interests of the institution cannot be too highly 
estimated. 

As to the Library Rooms. The books occupy the same 
rooms as those specified in the report of last year, viz: the 
lower story of the Normal schoolhouse, and the two cham- 
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bers in the Quincy schoolhouse. These latter are used as 
store-rooms for a portion of the books, (about 6,000 in num- 
ber,) which do not go into circulation, and for consulting 
which there are no adequate facilities. Indeed, the inade- 
quacy of accommodations, and the inconveniences attending 
the operations of the library, so fully set forth in the reports 
of our predecessors, have seriously increased —in view of 
which it is highly creditable to the librarian and his assist- 
ants, that the varied, extensive, and constantly augmenting 
business of the library has been carried on with promptness 
and efficiency. But the evils and embarrassments which 
have hitherto surrounded the institution in regard to locality 
and narrowness of its borders, are, thanks to the judicious 
and munificent provision of the municipal government, soon 
to pass away. Upon the completion of the edifice designed 
for its use, its operations will be conducted on an enlarged 
scale, and its privileges be enjoyed by great numbers of citi- 
zens, to whom, thus far, they have been practically denied. 
The institution has accomplished much good under many 
difficulties; from small beginnings it has become, within a 
brief space of time, one of the principal libraries in the land; 
and, if continued to be wisely managed, it is safe to predict 
for it a long and prosperous career, extending its blessings 
to remote generations of our descendants.

To the Trustees of the Public Library: 


GENTLEMEN, — In accordance with Chapter ILL. Article 12, 
of the Rules and Regulations, I hereby respectfully submit a 
report on the condition and increase of the library for the 
period that has elapsed since the 30th of October, 1855, 
being my third annual report. 

The number of volumes then belonging to the library was 
22,617, and the number of pamphlets 6,507. There have 
been added, during the past year, 5,463 volumes, 5,879 
pamphlets, two maps, a large number of unbound newspapers, 
and several manuscripts. Of these 1,865 volumes, 5,330 
pamphlets, and all the maps, newspapers, and manuscripts 
have been received from the donations of one hundred and 
twenty-six persons, whose names are printed at the end of 
this report, and 3,598 volumes and 549 pamphlets have been 
purchased by the Trustees. By referring to the lst, it will 
be seen that the donation of Dr. Walter Channing, is con- 
spicuous in the number of volumes, and it certainly is a very 
valuable addition to the department to which it mostly 
relates. 

The number of volumes in the library, as exhibited in the 
accessions catalocué, to this date, is 28,080, and the number 
of pamphlets is 12,386. 

The library has been open to the public 284 days. During 
this period, 2,361 inhabitants of Boston registered their 
names,— and thus bound themselves to observe the rules 
and regulations prescribed by the Trustees, — and 2,371 ac- 
quired the right to borrow books. The whole number of 
signers is now 12,856, and the whole number of borrowers, 
11,518. To the latter, as the record shows, 82,661 volumes 
have been delivered and charged in their respective accounts. 
The average number of books issued daily has been 291. 
The highest number in one day was 647, on the 23d of Feb- 
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ruary. The greatest average per day for one week was 385, 
in February. The smallest was 194, in October. The Read- 
‘ing Room has furnished about the same list of periodicals to 
those who have made it a place of resort, and it is believed 
that there has been no material increase or diminution in the 
number of readers. 

Should it occasion remark that, while the number of sub- 
scribers has increased by two thousand three hundred, there 
has been no corresponding increase in the daily issue of 
books, two reasons may with candor be offered ;—First, and 
chief, the failure of applicants to procure books repeatedly 
sought for ina favorite department; second, the limited ac- 
commodations furnished in the rooms now occupied by the 
library for the large numbers in attendance. 

In the report of last year, it was said that “the books had 
been used with remarkable care, cases of accidental injury 
only, and these of rare occurrence, having come to our no- 
tice.” After the experience of another year, I see no occa- 
sion to qualify this statement. Not a fine has been exacted 
or called for on account of damage toa book caused by abuse 
or carelessness. In two or three instances, one has been 
tendered in payment for loss or accidental damage. There 
are thirty-six volumes laid aside as worthless or imperfect, 
most of them as imperfect. It is probable that some of our 
losses may be attributable to the fact that the borrower, 
having lost or injured a book, is deterred by the penalty 
from returning it, or making his loss known,—a statement 
based upon an examination of the binder’s schedules, which 
show the titles of several books that are still charged on 
our loan books to the borrower, and, having been returned 
in an irregular way, have not been duly accredited. We 
hope, for the credit of all concerned, that the fear of no 
penalty whatever will deter a subscriber upon our list from 
pursuing the straight-forward and manly course of account- 
ing in some way for every borrowed book. The course

adopted by the Trustees has not been one of exaction. The 
eood of the institution, prudent management of its business, 
the comfort even of the borrowers themselves, demand that 
some method shall be adopted that shall prove a motive of 
sufficient power to induce the borrower, within a given, rea- 
sonable period, to return his book. Having broken a rule 
which in the beginning he promised to observe, it is salutary 
that he should suffer the .consequences, or give a sufficient 
reason in extenuation of the offence. He will thus have put 
himself right with the Trustees, and, in all probability, any 
fme incurred would be remitted. 

The binders schedules show that 1,561 volumes have been 
bound at an expense of $701.64; and $26.87 have been paid 
for binding catalogues. A large part of this has been incur- 
red for binding the periodicals regularly received and used 
in the reading room, and in making the condition of all vol- 
umes received by gift or purchase suitable for general use 
and circulation. Hight hundred and sixteen volumes have 
been bound after use in the library, and thirty-five have been 
twice upon the list. 

The examination of the shelves with the alcove catalogue 
shows that the number of losses has been materially in- 
creased. But this subject will be carefully considered by 
the Hxamining Committee, and it is not possible to make a 
full statement until all the returns have been received. 

The amount collected for fines is $262.13, which will cover 
the expense of binding in the circulating department, and 
leave something as an offset to damage and loss. 

Appended to this Report will be found the amount received 
from the invested funds of the institution, the list of donors, 
with the number of volumes presented by each, and the finan- 
cial statement for the year. | |

THE Joint Special Committee to whom were referred the 
annexed Orders, of the 24th of April, and 15th of May, have 
given to the several subjects therein contained, the consider- 
ation their importance demands, and submit the following as 
their Report thereon. 

The Order of the 24th April calls upon the Committee 
“to inquire and to report to the City Council, what, if any, 
alterations in the City Charter, the statutes in relation to

The object sought to be accomplished by this portion of the 
order is not very clear from the language used, as in fact all 
appropriations of money are made by concurrent vote, and 
the disbursement under the order is made by the joint action 
of the joint committees, and not by concurrent action; it is 
presumed, however, that the object of the order was to make 
provision that the disbursements should be through joint 
committees in all cases, and not, as at present, in many cases 
by committees of the Board of Aldermen, or by boards 
outside of the government. 

The specific appropriations are classed under thirty-nine 
heads; of these, fifteen are disbursed by joint committees,

fourteen by committees of the Board of Aldermen, and ten 
by boards and officers outside of the City Council. In regard 
to the fourteen, by committees of the Board of Aldermen, in 
order to give the Common Council jurisdiction in the matter, 
it would require the amendment of the following statutes 
and ordinances, taken up in the order in which they are 
stated in the appropriation bill: 

Armories—The authority in this case is conferred by Stat- 
utes of 1852, chap. 104, section 11th. 

Bells and Clocks.—We do not find either statute or ordi- 
nance which imposes the duty upon the Board of Aldermen, 
but presume it is derived from the City Charter, section 33, 
which transfers the authority conferred upon the selectmen, 
by votes of the citizens. 

Cemeteries or Burial Grounds.—The Revised Statutes, chap. 
21st, sec. (th, give to the Board of Health authority to make 
regulations in regard to the interment of the dead, and re- 
specting burying grounds in towns. By the City Charter, sec- 
tion 40th, “all the power and authority now by law vested 
in the City Council, or in the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, 
relative to the public health, &c., shall continue to be vested 
in the City Council; these powers to be exercised in such 
manner as the City Council shall determine.” In conformity 
with the authority thus conferred, the City Council, by 
ordinance entitled “Health,” section 1st, orders that: “The 
Board of Aldermen shall constitute the Board of Health of 
the city, for all purposes, and shall exercise all the powers 
vested in, and shall perform all the duties prescribed to the 
City Council as a Board of Health.” 

Bridges.—By the Charter, section 33d, the powers of the 
Selectmen, by usage and by votes of the town, are vested in 
the Board of Aldermen: by the 41st section, they are made 
Surveyors of Highways for the city, and the care and repairs 
of Bridges fall to the board, as incident to the above con- 
ferred powers. 
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Common, &§c.—By Ordinance entitled Common and Public 
Squares, section 1st, these are placed under the care and 
custody of the Board of Aldermen, as are also the public foun- 
tains, subject to such ordinances as may from time to time be 
adopted by the City Council, provided no more money shall 
be expended thereon than has been appropriated for that 
purpose. | 

Eixternal and Internal Health—These departments are 
placed under the control of the Board of Aldermen, by the 
Revised Statutes, chap. 21st, sec. 2d; City Charter, sect. 40th ; 
and the ordinance entitled Health. 

Lamps.—In this case, the power is conferred by the Sie 
ute of 1825, chap. 3d, section 1st. 

- Faneuil Hall Market—The authority to expend this ap- 
propriation by the Board of Aldermen, is incident to the power 
conferred by the ordinance entitled Faneuil Hall Market. 

Paving, Grading, and Repairs of Streets —This is con- 
ferred by the City Charter, specifically, by the 41st section, 
and generally by the 33d section. 

Police.—This is conferred by the 33d section of the City 
Charter, and by the general laws vesting power in selectmen, 
to preserve the peace of towns, &c. 

Sewers and Drains.—By the Revised Statutes, chap. 27th; 
Statute of 1841, chap. 115, section 1; and by City Ordinance, 
entitled Sewers. 

Unliquidated Street Claims.—This is conferred by the same 
Statutes and Ordinances that apply to paving, grading, and 
repairs of streets, and the widening and extending of the 
same. 

Widening and Extending Streets—This, by Statute of 1799, 
chap. 35; Statute of 1804, chap. 73, was conferred upon the 
Selectmen of Boston; and by the City Charter, sec. 33d, all 
the powers vested in the Selectmen of Boston were vested 
in the Board of Aldermen. This power was modified by the 
Statute of 1852, section 3d, of chap. 266. By the Revised 
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Statutes, chap. 24th, section 54th, the Board are clothed with 
the power of County Commissioners ; and among the powers 
vested in the Board of County Commissioners is the laying 
out of highways or streets. 

Following the same order of inquiry in regard to ie ten 
appropriations, which are expended mainly by Boards outside 
of the City Council, five of which Boards are constituted by 
concurrent vote of the two branches, two are elected by the 
people themselves and one is appointed by the Governor and 
Council, we find there are two appropriations remaining, which 
are distributed by the Treasurer, in conformity with the requi- 
sition of the laws of the Commonwealth. We take up in the 
order named in the appropriation bill. 

County of Suffolk.—lt will not, we think, be thought advis- 
able to bring this expenditure under the control of the City 
Council, as it involves the whole question of judicial power 
and authority to punish crime when criminals are detected 
and convicted, the costs of court in each case where the 
County or City are to pay, and many other details not neces- 
sary to mention. It is true, there are powers vested in the 
Board of Aldermen, in regard to the building and maintain- 
ing buildings, &c., for court and county purposes, by the Re- 
vised Statutes, chap. 24th, sect. 54, modified by Statute of 
1852, chap. 266, sec. 4th; and to the extent which the Board 
of Aldermen have jurisdiction by the above statutes, may 
the Council by their modification have jurisdiction. 

House of Correction, House of Industry, and Lunatic Hos- 
pital.—The directors of these institutions are chosen by con- 
current vote; and if it is desirable to bring the expenditures 
more particularly under the control of the City Council, it 
will be necessary to repeal the Revised Statutes, 143, chap. 
2d, 4th, 11th, 14th, and 16th sections; Statute of 1852, chap. 
113th. There may be other statutes which relate to this 
subject, which have escaped the notice of your Committee; 
but the above are impediments to the jurisdiction sought 
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for. In the case of the directors of the House of Correc- 
tion and House of Industry, permission was given by the 
Statute of 1833, 126th chap., Ist sect., to the City Council of 
Boston, whenever they deem it expedient, to appoint, by con- 
current ballot (in each board), a sufficient number of persons, 
not exceeding twelve, to be “ Directors of the House of In- 
dustry ;” and it would seem that the City Council are not re- 
quired by any law to elect such board at all, but may, if they 
see fit and deem it expedient, constitute a committee of the 
City Council Directors of those establishments. 

Lunatic Hospital.By Statute, 1839, chap. 131, sec. 1, the 
City Council of the City of Boston are authorized to erect 
and maintain a hospital, for the reception of insane persons 
not furiously mad; and by section 3d of same statute, they 
have power to pass such ordinances as they may deem expe- 
dient for conducting the business of that institution, and for 
appointing such officers as in their opinion may be necessary. 
It would seem that the authority is given to choose a board 
of visitors, but not required except by ordinance; therefore 
a modification of the ordinance in regard to lunatics is all 
that is necessary to give to the City Council the whole juris- 
diction in and over the appropriation for that department. 

Public Library.—The ordinance entitled “Trustees of 
Public Library,” as also that entitled “Board of Commis- 
sioners” of Public Library, confer all the powers exercised 
by the several boards; and a modification of those ordinances 
would confer upon, or return to the City Council, the author- 
ity over the expenditure of the appropriations for the “ Li- 
brary.” | 

Overseers of the Poor.—This department is discussed under 
the order of the 15th of May, and need not be discussed in 
this connection. 

Schools—So far as the appropriation for this department 
of the public service is under the control of the City Council, 
the jurisdiction is in both branches and administered by joint 
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committees. By City Charter, section 53, 54, 55, and 56, 
provision is made for the choice of school committees; and 
the powers which the selectmen of towns or school commit- 
tees have by the laws of this Commonwealth, must be exer- 
cised by the school committee thus chosen and constituted. 
A repeal of the charter, or modification of it in the particu- 
lars enumerated, would or might give to the City Council 
the control of the entire money appropriated for Schools. 

Militia Bounty and State Tax.—These appropriations are 
paid out by the Treasurer, according to statute, and are be- 
yond the control of the city government, unless we can pre- 
vent the necessity of a state tax, and repeal the law giving a 
bounty to our volunteer militia. The former we would desire 
to prevent, and individually and collectively, may do some- 
thing towards the object; but the latter must depend, in its 
aggregate, upon the public spirit of our young men, which we 
would not discourage or dampen. 

We have thus, as succinctly as possible, gone over the sev- 
eral items of specific appropriations, to see what jurisdiction 
the Common Council have over the disbursement of the several 
amounts, by joint or concurrent action in committee; and 
indicated what measures are necessary to give a like concur- 
rence in all. It is not required, and therefore will not be’ 
expected of the Committee, that they give any opinion as 
regards the expediency of the required change. That we 
leave, as it was doubtless intended to be left, withthe City 
Council. 3 

In regard to the other branch of inquiry, viz. whether a more 
particular system of estimates for the annual appropria- 
tions for the various departments should not be required of 
the disbursing agent before the close of each financial year, 
your Committee would observe, that estimates have been 
required heretofore, from all the departments of the public 
service, before the order of annual appropriations is made up 
by the Committee, for their information and guidance, and in 
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most cases probably with as much accuracy and detail as is 
possible. Nearly all of the amounts required are beyond 
the control of the Committee charged with the disburse- 
ment thereof; and those even which are most clearly 
within the control of the committee, may have claims 
so urgent and so unexpected, as almost to compel the 
committee to their expenditure. Notice, for example, the 
appropriation for paving and grading of streets. The com- 
mittee with the superintendent, examine the streets of the 
city, and see what will be required to pave and to grade 
those streets that absolutely require such attention, during 
the next financial year. Upon this estimate and judgment 
their appropriation is based, having in view an approaching 
winter, which, according to past experience, will require a 
certain amount. But this experience may be at fault, as it 
was found to be last year; or by the action of the City 
Council new streets may be opened; or by the extension of 
gas, or water, or street railroads, the paving is impaired, and 
a severe winter by its frosty action may render the street 
liable to public “presentment, and the city to damages 
unless it be repaired, and as in duty bound, and by the 
authority of surveyors of highways the Board proceed to 
remedy the defect; so that even in this case the committee 
are controlled by circumstances which could not have been 
foreseen. Your committee are constrained to believe, how- 
ever, that the committee on paving, &c., should give a more 
detailed estimate, as the basis of the appropriation, stating 
what streets within their knowledge require to be paved, 
and what to be graded, and what amount will be required 
for the removal of snow, and how much for contingencies, 
and then, and not otherwise, the City Council could act 
intelligibly. 

In most other cases it is but an estimate, predicated upon 
experience of past years; and the Council can judge of that 
nearly as well as the Committee or Board; but if any new 
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fact has transpired to increase the amount which will be 
required, that fact should be set forth, with the reasons 
which make it applicable to the succeeding years. 

By the Order of the 15th of May, your Committee were 
instructed to inquire into the expediency of so amending the 
City Charter that one half the members should be chosen 
yearly and for a term of two years. In regard to this ques- 
tion, your Committee would observe, that they are fully im- 
pressed with the importance of securing stability in the coun- 
cils of the city, as also the greater efficiency which famil- 
iarity with the rules which govern public bodies, and the 
nature and character of the public business, gives to a mem- 
ber of such public body. 

But every reason that can be urged in favor of such a ten- 
ure of office for the members of the Common Council, might 
be urged with greater force, and more propriety, in regard 
to the other branch of the government. It might perhaps 
be sufficient to say that the principle proposed would be an 
innovation upon the practice of all past time, both here and 
elsewhere, in the organization of city governments; and also, 
in the majority of cases, of state governments; and so jealous 
were the people of the principle of rotation in office in our 
State, that it is set forth particularly in the Bill of Rights, 
‘“ that in order to prevent those who are vested with authority 
from becoming oppressors, the people have a right to cause 
their public officers to return to private life.” And it would 
seem to be injudicious to infringe upon a rule held to be so 
important, and which is also so universal in its application, 
unless some strong and urgent reason can be given in favor 
of such change, and showing its necessity. 

By a reference to the Municipal Register ahae a careful 
analysis of it, we find that during the thirty-four years since 
the formation of our city government there have been chosen 
to the Common Council, 753 members; that 443 (more than 
one half) have been reélected, either the succeeding or some 
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subsequent year; and that in only twelve years, out of the 
thirty-four, has there been less than one-half of the Council 
that had not served as members thertof before, cither in the 
past or some preceding year, showing that there has been 
always 4 degree of permanency secured by the people them- 
selves, perhaps as much as would be secured by the proposed 
amendment. We shall further discover, we think, upon a 
close examination of the record, that those who have served 
but one year will compare favorably with those who have 
been the subject of reélection, leaving the inference to be 
drawn therefrom, that their non-election was of their own 
choice. 

This is strengthened by an examination of the records of 
past Boards of Aldermen. Of the 131 members chosen to that 
branch, 76 have served two or more years. Eleven years only, 
out of the thirty-four, has there been less than one half re- 
elected; twice there has been an entire new board, and twice 
there was an entire reélected board. Of the first city govern- 
ment under the Charter, not one of the Board of Aldermen 
were reélected, and but-nineteen of the Common Council; 
but on examination of the names of those not returned, we 
think that any one who has known the men personally or by 
reputation,—especially, as at that time there was an absence 
of political excitement,—will conclude that this result did 
not proceed from any reluctance on the part of their constit- 
uency to continue them in office, but rather from a refusal, on 
the part of those not chosen, to continue longer in the public 
service. 

Concluding, therefore, that a reasonable degree of sta- 
bility will always be secured by the voluntary action of our 
constituency, it is not expedient to make a change that would 
of necessity continue in the public council for another ycar 
an incompetent or unfaithful public servant, if one year’s trial 
had sufficiently demonstrated him to be such, we cannot re- 
commend the change indicated in the order. 
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In regard to the second matter submitted by the order of 
May 15th, for the consideration of your Committee, viz, “An 
amendment to the City Charter concerning the ‘Board of 
Overseers of the Poor,’ so that the city government may have 
some voice in the direction and judicious and economical dis- 
bursement of its appropriations for that department,’ we 
would observe that an amendment of the city charter is not 
the appropriate or effectual mode of reaching the desired end. 
The authority of that Board is not derived from the City 
Charter. That provides only for the choice, by the citizens in 
the wards, of such a Board. If the charter were so amended 
as to strike out of it that provision, the Board in office when 
it should take effect, would continue to hold over, for the 
reason that, by statute, the Board is a perpetual Board, al- 
though the members thereof are chosen yearly. But they 
being trustees of funds bequeathed for specific purposes, to 
be distributed in a particular manner, and they having ac- 
cepted that trust, as “ Overseers of the Poor,” that trust will 
not be allowed to fail by the neglect of the city to choose 
such a Board. Whether such neglect is accidental or other- 
wise, the decease of all the persons who are or shall be left 
in charge of such trust, or the refusal of the city to elect such 
a Board, would probably only impose upon the Courts the 
duty of appointing such Overseers. The Order seems to pro- 
ceed upon the theory that the Board of Overseers of the Poor, 
should be responsible to the City Council for the faithful dis- 
charge of their trust. But why? So far as they are the 
almoners of individual bounty, whether of the living or the 
dead, they are responsible to those who vested the trust; 
and so far as they distribute the funds from the City Treas- 
ury, they are and of right ought to be responsible only to the 
people whose funds they distribute, and who have, in the most 
careful manner, chosen them to be their almoners. 

If we ask for a change of that responsibility, as indicated, 
we ask that the people should give up the management of 
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their own business, to the extent of the selection of agents 
for this particular purpose, and let their servants, the City 
Council, appoint and control them. This would be a depart- 
ure from the democratic maxim that all power that can be by 
them judiciously exercised, should remain in the people. And 
who will say that they cannot select from their midst twelve 
persons who can most providently distribute, for the relief 
of the temporary wants of our unfortunate fellow citizens, 
such sum as their servants, the City Council, may in their 
wisdom determine to be necessary for such relief? 

To ask of such agents a detailed account of their expendi- 
tures would defeat the very object for which they are chosen. 
It is not to support the poor. ‘That is done in the House of 
Industry, to which place all who are paupers are sent; but it 
is to help the struggling to keep from being paupers, by such 
measure of relief as shall keep the heart from breaking, and 
the strength from failing, and yet preserve that pride which 
is but self-respect, and which once gone will not easily return. 

But beyond this question of expediency, for the reasons 
set forth, there are powers of great importance vested in the 
Board of Overseers of the Poor, by the general laws of the 
Commonwealth, by the Revised Statutes, the Acts of 1837, 
and also those of 1852, and perhaps other acts. It is true 
that the provisions of those acts might be so modified as to 
confer the power on the directors of the House of Industry, 
or the City Council; but what reason can be given that will 
lead any one to believe that either of the bodies named would 
more faithfully exercise that trust, than the Board of Over- 
seers of the Poor? Added to this is the danger that in the 
passage of general laws which recognize the universal rule 
that certain powers are conferred upon and exercised by such 
a Board, by inadvertence, the proper qualification might be 
omitted as applicable to Boston, and in this way inconven- 
ience and perhaps damage follow. 

It seems hardly necessary to state more particularly the 
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advantages of the present arrangement. Suffice it to say, it 
is eminently democratic and benevolent, and in harmony with 
the genius of our institutions; the responsibility is direct to 
and with the people, with whom all political power rests, 
and there we think it should remain. We therefore ask to 
be discharged from the further consideration of the orders 
submitted to us.-

Paper submitted by Mr. Francis J. Parker, of the Common 
Council, and appended to the Report by order of the Com- 
muttee. 


It has always been a subject of surprise to gentlemen, upon 
their introduction to the City Council, that so great dispro- 
portion should exist in the powers of its component boards. 
The Aldermen share, to the full extent, every or almost every 
power of the Common Council, and have, also, control of 
many matters concerning which the more popular branch has 
hardly a voice. The money of the people is disbursed, to a 
limited extent, under the direction of joint committees ; but 
by far the larger portion of it is expended by persons or 
bodies over whom the Common Council have but little or no 
influence. 

If the Board of Aldermen and the Common Council are, 
or are intended to be, as the order expresses it, “ codrdi- 
nate,” 2.e. holding the same rank, there is a manifest 
inconsistency in such difference in authority; but it appears 
that such is not the relation of the two boards. Their rela- 
tive position is not that of the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives of a state legislature, but assimilates more closely 
to that of town governments in our Commonwealth; the 
Mayor and Aldermen exercising the functions of the select- 
men, and the Common Council being, as it were, a condensa- 
tion of the people in town meeting assembled, a constituent 
assembly having become necessary to represent the people, 
grown too numerous for deliberation in one great body. 

It is true that the legislation of late years has tended 
away from this model, and toward equality in the branches ; 
but the prominent traits of the original character remain 
distinct and unmistakable. The Common Council is still a 
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granting body, and the Board of Aldermen an executive 
one, although both are legislative. 

To make our city constitution to resemble that of the 
state, both branches should be only legislative, and provision 
should be made for an executive — removing all executive 
powers from the Aldermen, and the Committees, joint and 
separate, and placing them in individuals, heads of depart- 
ments, under the general direction or supervision of the 
Mayor —and giving to the City Council the legislative 
power of the school committee, boards of overseers, etc. 
This done, we should have a constitution assimilating to 
those with which we are most familiar; and it is by no means 
clear that, considering the extent of our population and ter- 
ritory, the magnitude of our interests, and the increasing dilf- 
ficulty of obtaining the gratuitous services in our city council 
of gentlemen of integrity and ability, such a separation and 
concentration of legislative and executive duties might not 
be an improvement upon the present system, (if system it 
can be called,) of responsibility and duty scattered and 
divided to such an extent that the people find difficulty in 
understanding the principle of their municipal government: 
but such a change would be radical, and would require a 
special commission for its preparation. 

Such a revolution, evidently, was not contemplated by the 
order under examination: the strict letter of it, on the con. 
trary, implies rather the making both branches executive, 


and conferring upon them concurrent executive powers, some ~ 


of which are not now possessed by either. This would be 
‘a change complicating yet more the machinery of our govern- 
ment, already too intricate; and the alterations in statutes 
and ordinances required “to give to the Common Council, as 
a coordinate branch of the City Government, a concurrent 
vote in the disbursement of the public money,” if such be the 
interpretation given to the order, are indicated in the report 
of the committee. 
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But it is quite reasonable to construe the first clause of 
the order of April 24, as directing simply an inquiry as to 
what legislation, if any, is required, to give to the Common 
Council a more complete control over the expenditures of 
the city. Let us consider it, then, in this light. 

No act nor ordinance can give to the Common Council a 
more complete control over the expenditures of the city 
than that board already possesses, in its character as a 
granting body, and in its collateral power to withhold appro- 
priations entirely, or to grant them upon conditions. No 
appropriation can be made without its consent, and, unless 
it be in a few exceptional cases, no moneys ¢an be drawn 
from the treasury without such appropriation. The want of 
practical influence is owing to the custom, now become estab- 
lished, of uniting the entire appropriations for a year in one 
general order, after the passage of which this salutary check 
upon expenditure is entirely removed. 

No statute nor ordinance requires this wholesale appro- 
priation, but every consideration of sound policy dictates an 
opposite course. The most perfect restraint upon needless 
expenditure would be a special appropriation for each spe- 
cific expense; but this is not practicable: it is practicable, 
however, to require more full and complete estimates of the 
amount required, dividing the year, in the estimates, into 
quarters, and to grant money for the several departments as 
their wants require, and as prudence permits. 

The estimates of expenses rendered by the various de- 
partments of our general government to the national Con- 
eress are much more minute, comparatively, than those 
rendered to our municipal councils. The annual estimates 
of the Auditor, for the current year, printed in City 
Document No. 27, for 1856, are classed under thirty- 
nine heads. Detailed estimates from the disbursing agents 
are presented in only ten cases, the communication from 
the Superintendent of Streets being merely a guess, of 
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a very rough description. The estimates from the Water 
Board are good and business-like; those from the Super- 
intendent of Fire Alarms excellent; in those of the School 
Committee, under the head of Grammar Schools, (page 
31), Incidental Expenses are estimated in the gross at 
40,000 dollars, one quarter of the whole sum asked; and 
Improvement of School Houses at 20,000 dollars, without 
items. Under the head of Primary Schools, (page 32), 
122,000 dollars are asked for, and that amount is divided 
into only three items, and those not so fully stated as the 
corresponding divisions for Grammar Schools. The depart- 
ment of Internal Health, (page 33), calls for 107,600 dol- 
lars, and nearly three quarters of the amount is gathered 
into one item in the estimate. 

Among the claims for which no detailed estimate is printed 
are the following :

all of which are capable of estimates more or less precise. 
If to these be added the department of Paving, it will appear 
that for one quarter of the expenditures nothing worthy of 
the name of an estimate was presented to the Common 
Council. 

No fixed rule can be made as to how particular these esti- 
mates shall be, nor as to how often, or in what sums, money 
shall be appropriated; but each disbursing agent can and 
should inform the City Council, in addition to his detailed 
estimate, what amount or proportion of the whole will prob- 
ably be required in each quarter of the year; and the judg- 
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ment of members will enable them to accommodate their 
grants to the circumstances of each case, and the propriety 
of placing conditions upon appropriations will appear from 
an examination of the expenses and estimates of each de- 
partment. 

In order to ascertain the amount required to be assessed 
for the year, it should be made the duty of every disbursing 
officer or board to transmit, as early as February, in each — 
year, to. the Committee of the City Council having the 
nearest relation to that department, full, explicit, and de- 
tailed estimates of the wants of such service during the next 
financial year, and of the proportion of the whole required 
in each quarter of the same; these estimates, revised by 
such committee, should be transmitted to the Auditor, for 
the inspection of the Finance Committee, under whose direc- 
tion they should be printed, with an estimate of mcome 
annexed, and laid before the Councils before the order for 
assessment of taxes is considered. Thus the boards would 
be enabled to fix the amount to be raised by taxation. 

The amount thus raised, and any sums borrowed in antici- 
pation thereof, and all income may be retained in the 
treasury, subject to appropriation, from time to time, as the 
wants of the service may require, and as the City Council 
may deem expedient. 

A system like this once established would be found to 
create, throughout the disbursing offices, a more perfect feel- 
ing of dependence and accountability; it would offer to the 
City Council more frequent opportunities to affix conditions 
to their grants, as the account of moneys expended might 
show to be necessary; would tend to encourage and require 
greater prudence and economy in expenditures, while the 
Council, from repeated consideration of similar matters, 
would become better qualified to judge of the propriety of 
the appropriations, and the correctness of the estimates. 
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Thus, too, the Common Council would hold constantly a 
check upon, and a control over, the disbursements. 

The idea of similarity between our municipal and state 
governments has undoubtedly led to the custom of annual 
appropriations; but in one case the granting body is almost 
constantly at hand, while, in the other, the legislature meets 
for the transaction of a year’s business, and then is scattered 
and practically dissolved. 


The first order of May 15th directs the Committee to 
‘consider the expediency of an amendment providing for the 
election of members of the Common Council, so that twenty- 
four, or one half the members, shall be elected annually, and 
elected for two years, instead of one, as at present.” 

There will probably be no dissent from the opinion that it 
is desirable that such a degree of permanency should be 
secured in the action of the City Council, as that good 
measures may not be hastily repealed, or bad measures 
thoughtlessly be entered upon; and, on the other hand, all 
will agree that the power of the people to pass upon the 
acts of their representatives in the popular branch of the 
city government, by annual elections, ought not to be in- 
fringed, unless it be made distinctly to appear that that 
power has been used, or is like to be used, to the detriment 
of the interests of the city. 

From an extended examination of the records of the gov- 
ernment it appears that the executive agents of the city — 
its Treasurer, Auditor, Superintendents, Clerks, &., &c.,— 
have very generally been retained from year to year, and 
through them each City Council has had the means of obtain. 
ing information as to the causes and operation of the various 
measures initiated by its predecessors; while, in the Com- 
mon Council, in the majority of cases, twenty-four or more 
of the members have been elected for a second term, and 
the smallest number ever returned of members who had pre- 
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vious experience was thirteen. The following statement will 
show the number of members in each Council who had pre- 
viously occupied seats.

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When we consider that, in every year, vacancies are cre- 
_ ated, and re-election prevented by resignation, death, removal 
from the city, or from one ward to another, by changes in 
ward boundaries, by declination, or by election to the Board 
of Aldermen, we are led to conclude that there is no evi- 
dence of the necessity for such a change in the constitution 
of the Common Council as is proposed by the order under 
consideration. 

It should be borne in mind, too, that the rule which would 
keep in office a faithful councillor would prevent the people 
from retiring a member who was notoriously unfaithful, or 
incompetent. 


In relation to the order of May 15th, concerning the 
Board of Overseers of the Poor, referred to the Committee, 
no action appears to be necessary. The nature, powers and 
duties of that board are fully set forth in the volume of 
Laws and Ordinances, pages 352, et sequitur. There is now a 
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sufficient power in the city government to control these ex- 
penditures by affixing conditions to the appropriations, as 
has already been suggested in this paper, and that would 
appear to be sufficient restraint upon a board elected by the 
people, and each member of which is responsible, not only 
to his constituents, but also to his associates, for his official 
acts. There would seem to be a manifest impropriety in 
requiring statements of the names of recipients of a bounty 
intended for those who prefer to struggle with poverty 
rather than become paupers; and for that reason, probably, 
the accounts of that board have appeared more general than 
would usually be required.

In Board of Aldermen, Nov. 19, 1856. 


The Committee on Paving, &c., having in charge the 
construction of a Bridge in continuation of Charles street, 
having advertised for proposals for the construction of the 
same, find that the cost of the structure will exceed the 
original estimate by'the sum of six thousand dollars; making 
the whole cost twenty-one thousand dollars instead of fifteen 
thousand dollars. They would therefore recommend that an 
additional amount of six thousand dollars be appropriated for 


that purpose, and that a loan to that amount be authorized. 


The original estimate was for a sea wall, and was, in the 
judgment of the Committee, entirely inadequate for that 
purpose. |

The Committee on Licenses, to whom was referred the 
Petition of the Proprietors of the Music Hall, for leave to 
give Concerts during the present year, would respectfully 
present the following . 


REPORT: 


By the City Ordinances, it is provided that the Mayor and 
Aldermen may license all theatrical exhibitions, shows, public 
amusements, and exhibitions of every description, to which 
admission is obtained by the payment of money, upon such 
terms and conditions as they may think reasonable. 

It has been usual for this Board, on the recommendation 
of the Standing Committee on Licenses, to grant licenses to 
parties on the payment of a mere nominal sum; and as the 
present Committee have thought proper to adopt a different 
course in this respect from their predecessors, they take the 
present opportunity to ask the consideration of the Board 
to some suggestions upon the subject, that, if proper, they 
may receive their sanction. 

It appears to your Committee proper to make a distinction 
between the public amusements, &c., given by or under the 
direction and control of our own citizens, and those given by 
or under the direction or control of foreigners or non-resi- 
dents. Among the former we would class the regular per- 
formances at our theatres, under the direction of the 
managers; and the lectures, concerts, &c., given by the 
various societies located in our city, the parties engaged in 
which being principally residents among us. A large portion 
of the money they receive from the public is spent in various 
ways to the benefit and increase of the trade and labor of 
our citizens.

Another class is composed of those persons or parties, who 
travel about from place to place, hire a theatre or hall for 
a short time, and after giving a few operas, concerts, or 
other exhibitions, and collecting what they can from our 
citizens, leave for some other place, carrying with them a 
large portion of the money they may have received for their 
performances. 

It is evident from these circumstances that to allow to 
transient parties the same privileges as are granted to our 
own citizens, is neither just nor proper; because the latter 
aid us in the support of trade and expenses of government, 
while the former do neither, but draw from us large amounts 
to be spent in other places, and frequently carry away 
with them to foreign countries. 

The Committee deem it unnecessary to do more than 
allude to these facts, to convince the Board that it is expe- 
dient for the Committee to confine their general licenses of 
theatres and public halls to such performances and exhibi- 
tions as may be under the direction of their own managers 
or proprietors, and of the societies located in the city. And 
whenever these places are engaged for transient use, by 
foreign parties, a special license shall in all cases be required, 
for which a proper and reasonable sum shall be paid, in the 
manner provided by the Ordinances of the city. 

Inasmuch, therefore, as the Committee do not understand 
the Proprietors of the Music Hall to desire a license for 
concerts, &c., under their own management, but for the use 
of other parties who may rent it temporarily, they deem. it 
their duty, for the reasons they have presented, to give the 
Petitioners leave to withdraw. |

That the care, management and sale of the Public Lands 
demands the establishment of a more permanent and stable 
organization than can be anticipated from Committees annu- 
ally selected by the City Council. Your Committee therefore 
recommend the passage of the accompanying Ordinance.

AN ORDINANCE CONCERNING THE PUBLIC LANDS. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. In the month of January, in each year, there 
shall be appointed a Joint Committee of the City Council, to 
be called the Committee on Public Lands, to consist of such 
numbers from each Board, as the City Council may from time 
to time order; and said Committee, together with not more 
than four persons, to be selected as is hereinafter set forth, 
shall constitute a Board of Land Commissioners. 

Sect. 2. In the month of November or December in each 
year, the Committee on Public Lands shall, from their own 
number, nominate one Alderman and one member of the Com- 
mon Council, to be members of the Board of Land Commis- 
sioners; and the persons so nominated, being confirmed by 
the City Council, shall hold their offices for two years from 
and after the commencement of the municipal year then next 
ensuing. 

Sect. 3. The Board of Land Commissioners thus consti- 
tuted, shall have the care and management of the Public 
Lands belonging to the City, so far as relates to the improve- 
ment, sale and disposal of the same, subject to the limita- 
tions mentioned in this and other Ordinances of the City, 
and to such rules, orders and regulations as the City Coun- 
cil may, from time to time, adopt.

Sect. 4. The said Commissioners are authorized to lay 
out and make such streets, passage-ways and squares on the 
Public Lands, to lay such sewers therein, and to make such 
alterations in the lots as they may deem expedient, subject 
to the approval of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 5. There shall be chosen annually, on the first 
Monday in January, or within sixty days thereafter, (and 
whenever a vacancy occurs,) by concurrent vote of the two 
branches of the City Council, a Superintendent of Public 
Lands, who shall hold his office until a successor is ap- 
pointed or he is removed. He shall be removable at the 
pleasure of the City Council, and shall receive such compen- 
sation as the said Council may, from time to time, determine. 

Sect. 6. The said Superintendent, before entering on the 
duties of his office, shall give bond, with one or more sure- 
ties, to the approbation of the Mayor, with condition that he’ 
will not, while holding said office, directly or indirectly, for 
himself or others, or by others in trust for him, or on his ac- 
count, have any interest or concern in any purchase, lease, 
contract or agreement, to be made in pursuance of this Or- 
dinance. 

Sect. 7. The said Superintendent shall devote himself to 
the care, improvement and sale of the Public Lands, and, 
under the direction of the said Commissioners, shall cause 
them to be surveyed and laid out into convenient lots, and 
contract for the sale, and actually sell or lease the same, at 
public or private sale. i 

But this and the fourth section shall not apply to the 
Common, the land and flats west of Charles Street, the lands 
connected with the Public Institutions at South Boston, or 
to any other lands purchased or held for specific purposes, 
unless by special vote of the City Council. 

Sect. 8. The said Superintendent may, under the direc- 
tion of the said Commissioners, contract and agree for 
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defraying, in part or in whole, the cost or expense incident to 
or arising out of the performance of any acts which he is by 
this Ordinance authorized to do and perform, by transfer of 
lands to the contracting parties, in leu of money, when the 
same can be done with advantage to the city. 

Sect. 9. The said Superintendent shall at all times per- 
form such services as may be required of him by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, in the laying out, alteration or widening of 
streets, and in the trial or settlement of any and all claims 
for damages, in consequence of such laying out, alteration or 
widening, and shall act as Secretary to the Board of Land 
Commissioners. 

Sect. 10. All contracts, deeds, conveyances and leases, 
made by virtue of this Ordinance, shall be signed and exe- 
_ cuted by the Mayor, in the same manner as if the same were 
made by order of the City Council, and shall be counter- 
signed by the said Superintendent. 

Sect. 11. The said Superintendent shall, at least once in 
three months, and as often as required, make a true and cor- 
rect report of his proceedings under this Ordinance, and 
exhibit proper schedules and accounts of all lands sold, 
moneys received and securities taken, to the Board of Al- 
dermen, which shall be by them sent to the Common Council. 

Sect. 12. The said Superintendent shall keep an accu- 
rate record or account of all the vacant lands belonging to 
the City, and whenever any such lands shall be purchased by 
the City for any purpose, it shall be the duty of the person 
or persons so purchasing the same to make report thereof 
forthwith to the said Superintendent. 

Sect. 13. All money paid by any purchaser or lessee of 
the Public Lands, and all notes, bonds, mortgages and secu- 
rities for moneys, arising or accruing from, or in virtue of, 
any contract made by said Superintendent under this ordi- 
nance, shall be paid to and deposited with the Treasurer. 

Sect. 14. No conveyance of any estate, in fee or for life,

in any lands belonging to the City, shall be delivered until 
the purchase money is paid; but the Mayor may, from time to 
time, release to any purchaser or his assigns, any one lot of 
land when several lots were included in one contract or 
bond, on payment of an equivalent portion of the purchase 
money. 

Sect. 15. No expenditure of money, or contract requir- 
ing the expenditure of money, shall be made, under or by 
virtue of this Ordinance, without the sanction of the City 
Council, by an appropriation first made to meet such expend- 
iture. 

Srct. 16. No member of the Board of Land Commis- 
sioners shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in any 
contract, bargain, sale or agreement in relation to the 


Public Lands, or any matter or thing connected therewith, | 


wherein the City is interested, without an express vote of 
the City Council, and any and all contracts, bargains, sales or 
agreements made in violation of this section, shall be at all 
times voidable by the City. 

Sect. 17. The Board of Land Commissioners shall an- 
nually, in the month of January, choose one of their num- 
ber to be Chairman of the Board; and said Board shall 
be competent to do or perform any act authorized by this 
Ordinance, or which may hereafter be authorized, at any 
meeting duly notified, when a majority of the members of 
the Committee on Public Lands, or a majority of the whole 
Board are present, but not otherwise. 

Secr. 18. An ordinance in relation to Public Lands, 
passed July 22d, 1850, repealed April 14, 1853, and revived, 
March 13, 1855, as printed on page 405, of the Revised Or- 
dinances of 1856, is hereby repealed; but such repeal shall 
not be construed to revive any Ordinance whatever.

A minority of the Committee to whom was referred the 
order relative to insurance by the city, of losses by fire, 
would respectfully submit the following 


REPORT. 


Contracts of insurance, strictly so called, are of modern 
invention, and their importance in relation to commerce is 
scarcely inferior to that of bills of exchange. Every mer- 
chant is liable to losses and reverses by the changes of the 
market; the risks of this description, however, may be calcu- 
lated upon with some degree of certainty; but those of fire, 
and the perils of the sea cannot be so well estimated, and 
when they come, in many cases they would bring ruin upon 
the merchant were it not for the system of insurance; the 
object of which is, to apportion the losses from these disas- 
ters among all those: whose property is exposed to the same 
hazards. If, for instance, all persons engaged in trading 
were to enter into an agreement to contribute for the losses 
of each other, occasioned by the common casualties, in pro- 
portion to the amount they respectively have at risk, each 
individual would then only run the risk of the proportion of 
losses occasioned upon the general aggregate of property at 
risk. To many, such a general combination would be con- 
sidered complicated and practically inconvenient; conse- 
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quently the present mode, (which has long been in practice 
in this country and Hurope)—of one person—the underwriter, 
agreeing to take upon himself those risks for a hundred mer- 
chants, more or less, for a certain premium on each risk, such 
person calculating that the premiums on the profitable ad- 
ventures will compensate him for losses which may occur on 
those which may be unfortunate. 

The result accordingly is, that all persons having their 
property insured in this manner, in effect mutually contribute 
for each other’s losses, by the bargain of each with the com- 
mon receiver of the contributions of all. 

With respect to insurance against fire, mathematical nicety 
on this subject is of little importance, for the amount of ex- 
perience afforded by the general prevalence of the practice, 
and the competition which exists among the numerous rival 
companies, have probably had the effect of adjusting the pre- 
mium to the average risk with all the accuracy that is prac- 
tically attainable. 

The premium charged by the London insurance offices, on 
property of the value of £100, is 1s. 6d. per annum, whicl. 
corresponds to an average annual loss of nearly one in thir- 
teen hundred; but it is to be observed that the sum which is 
charged as premium is proved to be sufficient not only 
to cover the losses, but also to defray the expenses of 
the establishment, and to afford an adequate interest on the 
amount of the capital laid out or risked by the insurance 
company. 

Insurance in London would be much more general, did not 
government impose a tax on the transaction of three shil- 
lings per annum for each £100 insured, which is double the 
amount of premium charged by the insurer. Hence the gov- 
ernment derives from this source the large revenue of be- 
tween ten and eleven hundred thousand pounds per annum. 
The characteristic property of insurance, of whatever nature, 
is the tendency to reduce to a certain average value the 
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profits or advantages arising from all speculations of the 
same kind, however great the number may be. The gain 
which the insurer makes on his successful speculations indem- 
nifies him for the loss he sustains by those which are unsuc- 
cessful, and to the insured the result is the same as if they 
had paid their premiums into a common fund, and agreed to 
make good to each other their individual losses. 

The insurers are only the intermediate agents of this sup- 
posed association. A mercantile company employing a very 
great number of ships, or taking part in a very great number 
of enterprises, would derive no benefit from insurance. ‘The 
loss on those which are unsuccessful is compensated by the 
premiums saved on the whole; in fact the company acts as 
insurer to itself. On this principle the government neither 
insures vessels belonging to the navy, or any other property, 
neither does our city insure any of its property for the same 
reason. 

The fact seems to be overlooked that Stock, as well as 
Mutual Fire Insurance Companies, are simply associations or 
partnerships of individuals, to protect each other from losses 
by fire, which it might be inconvenient for them to bear indi- 
vidually. ‘T’o accomplish this purpose they become incorpo- 
rated. The charters, policy and by-laws constitute their 
articles of copartnership. 

The amount of property belonging to citizens of this 
Commonwealth, insured in stock companies, is not far from 
two hundred millions of dollars. 

There are thirty-four offices in the State, of which nine- 
teen are located in Boston. The aggregate amount of capi- 
tal may be reckoned at seven millions of dollars. 

The amount of property insured in Mutual Marine and 
Mutual Fire and Marine Insurance Companies, is about one 
hundred and thirty millions of dollars. This amount is di- 
yided among thirteen companies, 

The number of Mutual Fire Insurance Companies incorpo- 
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rated, and doing business in this Commonwealth, is stxty-four. 
The amount insured by said companies is about one hundred 
and ninety millions of dollars. 

The amount insured in mutual companies exceeds that in 
either the other modes of insurance. 

If properly and prudently managed, a mutual company af- 
fords the safest and cheapest protection to the insured; for 
every additional risk increases the security of all, as thereby 
a premium note is added to the assets of the company; when 
in a joint stock company the specific capital remains the 
same, let the total amount at risk be ever so great. Among 
the earliest charters granted was the Massachusetts Mutual 
Fire Insurance Company, in Boston. This Company was in- 
corporated with a perpetual charter, March 2d, 1798, and 
provides that no policy of insurance shall be made by said 
corporation, until the sum subscribed by the associates to be 
insured, shall amount to “ two millions of dollars.” The char- 
ter further required that of the cash premiums received after 
paying losses and expenses, the sum of ten thousand dollars 
should be appropriated to a reserved fund. This Company 
has continued with constant success to the present time, and 
may now be considered the strongest institution of the kind 
in the Commonwealth. The amount insured by existing pol- 
icies, in this single institution, is not far from fifteen millions 
of dollars, more than a fifth part of all the insurable property 
within the city. 

The gross amount insured by all the offices within the 
Commonwealth is not far from six hundred and fifty-four mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Reference is thus made to the insurance companies within 
the Commonwealth, and in particular to those within the city 
of Boston, in order to show to the citizens that they are never 
insured against large losses, but only minor ones, that come 
within the range of their capital at risk, or rather the amount 
of premiums contributed by the insured, showing conclu- 
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sively that it is the insured who protect each other from loss, 
and not the corporations.

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Now taking the valuation of real and personal property of 
the city for the current year, which is $248,721,100, and the 
average losses for nineteen years, $226,479 60, the tax on the 
citizens to pay this loss would be 3% 5 of one per cent. ; or, to 
place it more clearly, if the assessors had added to the tax 
of the present year, as an insurance tax, one-tenth of one 
per cent., or one dollar on a thousand, it would have yielded 
the sum of $248,721 10, which would have been $22,241 50 
more than the average losses for nineteen years. 

If other means exist of dividing fire risks, insurance be- 
comes unnecessary. In the opinion of a minority of this 
Committee other means do exist in the form of taxation, the 
citizens paying all losses originating from fires, the result of 
which would be a saving of more than the interest on the 
water debt, besides supporting our entire school system. In 
one or more of the German States, the Government fixes the 
rates of insurance as it does other modes of taxation, and it 
forms a part of the general tax raised for the support of 
such States. 

The system is found to work well, the insurance tax only 
amounting to one tenth of one per cent. If mutual insurance 
is the best system, and is found to work well for one hundred 
individuals, it will work just as well for one hundred thou- 
sand, and so on for cities as large as Boston, New York, 
Paris, or London; a minority of your Committee would there- 
fore recommend the passage of the following order. 

Ordered, 'That such measures be taken as will cause the 
city of Boston to pay all losses to our citizens originating 
from fire, and that the same be assessed in the general tax 
raised for the support of the city.

The Commissioners on the erection of a Building for the 
Public Library of the city of Boston, in compliance with the 
provisions of the Ordinances of the city prescribing their 
powers and duties, have the honor to submit to the City 
Council their Fifth Report. 

The last Report of the Commissioners was dated on the 
3d day of June, 1856, and contained a request for an appro- 
priation of Sixty Thousand Dollars for the interior finish of 
the building, agreeably to the specifications thereto annexed. 

This appropriation was promptly made by the City Coun- 
cil, and the Commissioners proceeded, on the 18th of June, 
to award the different classes of work, under the proposals 
which had been received in accordance with the Ordinance 
on that subject. 

On the 23d of July, contracts were formally executed, in 
presence of His Honor the Mayor, with Morrison and Shaw, 
for the carpenter’s work; with P. & T. Kelly, for the plaster- 
ing and stucco work; with A. Wentworth & Co., for the 
marble work; with Denio and Roberts, for the iron work; 
with Strater and Buckley, for the plumbing; with Lucius 
Newell, for the glass, glazing, and painting; and with Andrew 
J. Gavett, for the gas pipes ;—these parties having made the 
lowest bids in their respective departments. 

Since that date, the progress of the building has been all 
that could reasonably have been expected. The exterior has 
been finished, and the stagings removed, and the various con- 
tractors are proceeding with the interior as rapidly as the 
character of the work will allow. The Commissioners have 
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the best reason for hoping that the duty assigned them will 
have been completed before the beginning of another autumn, 
and that they may be able to commemorate the next birth-day 
of our city by surrendering up the keys of this noble structure 
to the authorities from whom they received their appointments, 
by them to be delivered, in turn, to the Trustees who have 
been charged with the permanent management of the Library. 

The Commissioners cannot conclude their Report, without 
eratefully acknowledging the wise forethought of the City 
Council in purchasing the vacant strip of land on the westerly 
side of the Library building. This piece of land has now 
been added to the Library lot, and the walls enclosing it 
are nearly completed. It will add materially to the leht 
and ventilation of the edifice, and nothing further seems to 
be required to secure for the institution the whole advan- 
tages of the site selected for it.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 


In presenting the Second Annual Report of the 
Board, as it is now organized, it seems both proper and 
desirable to refer, as the first Report did, to its prac- 
tical workings in the management of our Public 
Schools. Another year’s experience has convinced the 
members of this Committee that the present plan has 
many and great advantages over the one in use pre- 
vious to 1855. 

Besides placing the schools of all grades under one 
and the same Committee, the new plan secures steadi- 
ness and uniformity of management, and a progressive 
development of the resources of each school district, 
indispensable to the complete success of the common 
school system. 

As each member of the Committee is elected for 
three years, and only one third of the Board subject to 
an annual change, a very desirable result is secured in 
always having a majority of the members men of one 
and two years experience. The beneficial effects fol- 
lowing such an arrangement are neither few nor unim- 
portant. The Committee become personally better 
acquainted with the teachers, and more familiar with 
their various methods of instruetion and discipline. 

Frequent examinations expose defects and make 
excellences public. What has proved detrimental in 
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one school can thus be avoided by the others, and what 
has been found advantageous, copied; and thus each 
district become a source of profit or warning to all the 
rest. As the Districts are severally placed under the 
charge of Sub-Committees responsible to the Board, 
each member has an individual duty to discharge, and 
the schools are less liable to neglect than they were 
formerly. 

The Rules make it incumbent upon the District Com- 
mittees to visit the schools under their charge once a 
month, and to examine them once a quarter. 

The Reports received from the combined districts 
during the past year show that the Rules, m this 
respect, have been complied with. When the citizens 
of Boston consider how much time has been devoted 
to the schools, under these Rules, by the various mem- 
bers of the Committee, without compensation, they 
cannot be otherwise than gratified with the practical 
benefits of the new arrangement. 

The lowest grade of schools whose interests this Com- 
mittee have in charge, are the Primary. In some of 
these, during the past year, a very important alteration 
has been made. 

The old system of classification, which allowed six 
separate classes in the same room, has been abolished 
in two districts, and is now succeeded by the plan of 
having but one class in the same room. Where there 
are six schools in the same building this plan is very 
easily carried out by putting all the members of the 
sixth class into one room, all of the fifth into another, 
and so on to the first. 

Actual experiment in the two districts referred to, 
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has proved that this system diminishes the task of the 
teacher, and, at the same time, affords her increased 
facilities for instruction and discipline. It also gives 
the scholars more frequent opportunities to recite, and 
a steadier method of progress from one grade of studies 
to another. Its moral advantages are also greatly in 
its favor, as it tends to the entire abolition of corporal 
punishment, and the prevention of any bad influence 
which the older scholars may exert over the younger. 
The Committee feel that particular attention should 
be given to the Primary Schools. They are the lowest 
in rank, as being elementary, but their importance can- 
not be exaggerated. They deserve and require most 
earnest, diligent and affectionate supervision, vastly 
more than, it is to be feared, they in general receive. 
Because the studies are elementary, and, therefore, to a 
visitor uninteresting, and because, also, of the pressure 
of other duties which fill up the measure of a busy 
man’s time, these schools are too often neglected in the 
visitation and examination required by our Rules. Yet 
it is here, as has been well said, “ that the foundations 
of future character and excellence are or should be 
laid; that a permanent impulse is or should be given 
to the intellect, the affections and the will.” And it is 
a grievous wrong that these schools should be slighted, 
or placed in the hands of incompetent teachers, and 
suffered to fall into monotonous, drowsy, dull routine. 
There is no situation that offers to a teacher a nobler 
or more interesting field of labor than that of the 
‘Primary School; and there are teachers in the service 
who honorably and successfully discharge their duties 
in this field of work. Yet it is to be feared that it 1s 
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generally regarded as a post of the most wearisome 
drudgery, and to be escaped from at the earliest oppor- 
tunity. Your Committee would recommend more care 
in the appointment of incumbents to this office, and 
more earnest and affectionate supervision ; a manifesta- 
tion of interest which shall quicken the zeal and ambi- 
tion of the teacher, and lead her to regard her post of 
service as equal in dignity and importance to any her 
profession can occupy in the honorable estimation of 
the community. 

They would especially ask and entreat that mstant 
effort be taken to break up that tone which is so com- 
mon, known as the Primary School tone, but which may 
also be found in schools of higher grade, and which is 
enough, of itself, to stultify teachers and pupils alike. 

The general condition of the Primary Schools, as 
indicated by the reports of examinations and _ visita- 
tions, 1s about far. Some of them, under the charge 
of teachers who are devoted and apt, and show a 
decided love for their work, are in an excellent condi- 
tion, and present an appearance to the visitor which is 
very gratifying. Others, and the larger portion, might 
be denominated good schools. That is, they exhibit no 
glaring defects, and generally present a commendable 
appearance, but still fail to fill that measure of satisfac- 
tion which one would like to feel in listening to their 
exercises, and compel the belief that their instructors 
have been induced to seek the place of teacher more 
on account of the compensation than from an enthusi- 
astic regard for their work. 

A few schools are so defective as to be an absolute 
hindrance and injury to the public school system, and 
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their teachers are so poorly qualified for their office as 
to be no credit to themselves, and little service to any- 
body else. That such teachers should ever be ap- 
pointed is evidence that School Committees, like other 
men, are liable to errors of judgment, or are sometimes 
influenced by feelings of reprehensible favoritism and 
partiality. | 

It seems desirable, in this connection, to refer to the 
necessity of faithful attention to the Rules requiring 
monthly visitations, and quarterly examinations of all 
the Primary Schools in the city. Teachers unfit for 
their places would otherwise be suffered to remain un- 
disturbed, year after year, merely because their local 
committees failed thoroughly to examine into their 
real condition, and accurately to ascertain their positive 
defects; and a great public trust would be neglected 
by those whose faith is pledged to the discharge of its 
duties. 

If each District Committee would make it a matter 
of the first importance to improve, in every possible 
way, the condition of the Primary Schools under their 
charge, they would be directly promoting the interests 
and progress of all schools of a higher grade; for these 
are of necessity continually replenished from the Pri- 
mary Schools, as streams are filled from the fountain. 
It is a great mistake to suppose that Grammar and 
High School classes need examinations the most, and 
if any are neglected, that the Primary Schools can best 
bear it. There are no schools in our city which more 
need frequent, faithful and thorough examinations, than 
do the Primary. There are none whose discipline, 
instruction and general condition, have more important 
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bearings, and exert a more powerful influence upon our 
whole common school system. It seems extremely 
desirable, therefore, that they should not suffer from 
official neglect. 

Schools for special instruction, or, as they are com- 
monly called, Intermediate Schools, have been, for the 
last twenty years, a feature of our public school system. 
They occupy a place above the Primary, and below the 
Grammar Schools, and are intended to meet the case of 
such children as are too old for the former, and yet, for 
various causes, are not qualified for admission to the 
latter. The dullness of some children, the wayward- 
ness of others, the misfortune of many, deprived, in the 
Providence of God, of their natural guardians, or bereft 
of proper parental care, through the vices of their 
parents, and the continual influx of strangers from for- 
elon ports, — these causes, and others incident to them, 
contribute to swell the number of pupils inckided in 
the above description, and continue the necessity for 
schools of special instruction. 

In the actual working of this part of the school sys- 
tem there is a lability to evils and abuses to be care- 
fully guarded against, which, however, it appears to the 
Committee, some teachers have not, to say the least, 
entirely avoided. 

If it be necessary to separate this part of our youth- 
ful population from the rest, and place them in rooms 
specially provided for them, and by the very separation 
make their misfortunes more marked and conspicuous, 
the greatest care should be taken not to increase un- 
necessarily the hardship of their case. The Primary 
teachers should be restrained from partial dealing in 
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the selection of children, who under the Rules, may be 
removed from their own to the Intermediate Schools, 
nor allowed, even unconsciously, to pick and choose the 
more disagreeable and unattractive ones for dismission. 
Hivery individual case of transfer should be made strictly 
and entirely with scrupulous regard to its simple merits. 

The depressing and discouraging influence operating 
in these schools, and arising out of their peculiar com- 
position and character, should be assiduously counter- 
acted by every available means— and in this point of 
view the Committee deem the inquiry one worthy of 
consideration, whether this peculiar feature of the 
school system might not be gradually removed, and 
the object aimed at by the institution of Intermediate 
Schools, be then secured in another way. 

As Writing and Arithmetic are, or should be, the 
principal studies in these schools, would it not be bet- 
ter to provide one or two rooms, in districts where they 
are needed, in the Grammar School House, or in con- 
nection with it, where, in addition to Spelling and Read- 
ing, Writing and Arithmetic may be taught to the best 
advantage. Is it necessary or desirable to commence 
or continue schools of this class, where about one half 
only of the pupils are over seven years old, and the 
other' half under that age—that is, the age of ordinary 
Primary School children ? 

Will not the whole system be improved by gradually 
dropping this description of Schools, and establishing 
rooms for special instruction in connection with the 
Grammar Schools, where they are needed, in which 
pupils over eight or nine years old, and not prepared 
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for the Grammar Schools, may be admitted and taught 
to write, while learning to read and spell, and acquiring 
a little knowledge of Arithmetic. 

Turning to the condition of the Grammar Schools, and 
the facilities for instruction they possess, we find that 
within the last year, three elegant and commodious 
structures have been added to the list of new School 
Houses. They are intended to combine, without regard 
to necessary expense, every improvement the skill and 
experience of this day can suggest —im short, to be 
models, externally and internally, in every department 
which may tend towards the exhibition of a perfect 
thing of its kind. <A description of one will suffice 
for all. 

The Adams School House, on Belmont Square, East 
Boston, is a brick building, five stories high, covered 
with mastic, so as to be perfectly dry at all times. It 
is divided into eighteen separate rooms, each comfort- 
ably accommodating sixty-four pupils, or eleven hun- 
dred and fifty-two in the aggregate. It stands upon a 
corner lot, to ensure thereby the best light, and is 
designed to be warmed by steam, whereby to obtain, if 
possible, a moist and luxurious heat, without the usual 
inconvenience of dust or smoke. The ventilation is so 
perfect that one entering blindfold from the street, in 
school hours, would be unable to detect his presence in 
a crowded room. If the house in any respect falls 
short of this, it is the fault of construction and not of 
plan. 

Hach room contains fifty square yards of blackboard, 
and each building a complete set of large globes, and 
from five to seven small hand globes, 
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Five years since a wise Superintendent suggested 
the want, in “every Grammar School, of a collection of 
such works as would make, when all taken together, 
one Comprehensive Dictionary, on the subjects connected 
with school studies.”” <A library of books of reference 
to the number of twenty-five volumes was suggested. 
The idea was executed, and the “ Library of reference” 
now numbers in every school one hundred volumes. 
Its value will be apparent when we add that it com- 
prises such works as the American Encyclpedia, Mc- 
Culloch’s Geographical and Commercial Dictionaries, 
Brande’s Dictionary of Science, Literature and Art, 
Mitchell’s Atlas, Harper and Lippincott’s Gazetteer of 

~ the World, and two complete sets of Pelton’s (new edi- 
tion) Outline Maps, with explanatory books, after the 
manner of Lieut. Maury’s Charts of the Wind and Sea. 
Thus it is endeavored that the last trackings of Science, 
in every department of knowledge, in the lands to 
which exploration has most recently given a place and 
a name, should be brought to the familiar attention of 
every pupil under our care. 

The philosophical apparatus consists of about one 
hundred pieces, and is well adapted to purposes of illus- 
tration. 

A spacious hall, for the accommodation of the assem- 
bled pupils, forms an important feature in the internal 
arrangement of the house. 

The Lawrence School House, at South Boston, and 
the Dwight School House, on Springfield street, do not 
differ materially from the one described. Their height 
is but four stories, and the number of rooms only four- 
teen. But in one particular they are superior. le- 
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vated upon arches, they present, with the exception of 
the small space occupied by the furnace room in the 
centre, an open area, sheltered from rain, wind and 
sun, where the children may enjoy their sports undis- 
turbed. The connections with the outside are open 
and easy, and the whole premises being paved with 
brick, they are without difficulty kept clean and dry. 
A strong and high brick wall surrounds the several en- 
closures, which contain about 15,000 square feet each, 
_ the entire expense of construction, (exclusive of land), 
being not far from $45,000 per house. 

When we take into account the outlay of time, 
money and thought, which has produced these public 
works, and compare them in every part with others of 
a similar kind elsewhere, while we give indulgence to 
that just pride which cannot but admire what it had so 
large a share in effecting, we may also feel certain that 
if such facilities produce not good results they need no- 
where be expected. In liberality of provision, in care 
of body as well as mind, in fitness to their use, they 
are this year, in design at least, all that could be 
desired. A way to improve is undoubtedly before us, 
but it is something for us to feel that it cannot be 
behind. 

Section 7, Chapter X, of the School Regulations, 
reads as follows : — 

“In assigning lessons to ti to be studied out of 
school hours, the instructors shall not assign a longer 
lesson daily than a boy of good capacity can acquire by 
an hour’s study; but no out-of-school lessons shall be 
assigned to girls, nor shall the lessons to be studied in 
school be so long as to require a scholar of ordinary 
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capacity to study out of school in order to learn 
them.” 

This important and wholesome Rule has generally 
been observed in our schools during the year, though 
many of the teachers would prefer a different practice. 
The Rule is regarded by some as an uncomfortable 
restriction, which, without adequate reason, retards the 
progress of pupils, and, by diminishing the time for 
recitation and explanation, only hinders the teacher in 
attempts to advance his classes. A majority of our 
teachers would consider the permission to assign les- 
sons for study at home to be a decided advantage and 
privilege. Liberty to assign such lessons is coveted by 
those teachers who think they would secure by it a 
larger space, and better opportunities in school for 
examination, illustration, review and oral instruction, 
than they possibly could without it. And some of the 
arguments that they urge in favor of their view are 
not without force and consistency. 

But the Rule, as it stands, we believe to be generally 
acceptable to parents, and that it is founded on a 
proper regard for physical and mental laws. 

In the work of education we are tempted by a 
desire to promote the greatest intellectual attainment 
in the present, to forget ulterior, and yet inevitable 
consequences. Our near-sightedness may prevent the 
true progress, and the complete success. In the ardor 
of the attempt to elevate the standard of scholarship 
we may require too much from the growing brain. By 
driving the work too fast, by exacting too many hours 
of mental application from the wnpractised student, we 
may provoke in him a distaste for those pursuits 
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which we were endeavoring to recommend. Education 
must be taken in its largest sense when we plan for 
study hours. We must consider its nature and its 
object when we decide about the merits of any regula- 
tion concerning it. 

He is not necessarily the best educated man, who is 
crammed with the greatest amount of knowledge, and 
whose memory is an encyclopeedia of facts. But he is 
educated, in the true sense, whose mental habits enable 
him alertly and aptly to use his intellect, whose judg- 
ment is soundest, whose taste most discriminating, and 
whose affections are most loyal to the true and the 
good. Vigor of mind may be prevented by the over- 
burden of acquired information, and the best purpose 
of education frustrated by unwise incitements to pro- 
tracted study. 

An exaggerated estimate of a perfect recitation’s im- 
portance may lead teachers to desire that lessons should 
be learned out of school. But there are better things, 
and more important than good recitations. Habits, 
mental and moral, are forming in the school-room, un- 
der the teacher’s eye, that an observant and judicious 
teacher will be solicitous to superintend. Skill in the 
use of mental capacity ; aptness in acquiring informa- 
tion; readiness in comprehending, assimilating and ar- 
ranging thought, are to be attamed through school 
discipline, i. order that the taste, desire and willing 
preference for intellectual pursuits may prevail with 
the child, and he may not deem education to be fin- 
ished when school days are ended. We have for our 
Boston schools no fear that too little knowledge of 
text-book information will be required of the pupil: 
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our danger is, that, in anxiety about ¢his, we lose sight 
of other important interests; forgetting the demands. 
and legitimate duties of the Home, overlooking what 
our fathers so much insisted on, the subordination of 
the younger to the elder members of the family, or 
omitting some of those essentials that our State law 
reckons among “The ornaments of human society, 
and the basis upon which a republican constitution is 
founded.” * 

Salutary restraints and limitations are as needful in 
our educational methods as incitements to study are. 
There are evils growing out of the system of school 
rank, when it is based upon a strict record of recita- 
tions, that demand some remedy. One of those evils 
is the constraint to prolonged application out of school 
which a sensitive ambition feels under that system. 

Equally to be provided against are the baneful influ- 
ences of the medal system, which combine with the one 
just referred to, in showing the need of some check 
upon a temper and a disposition they are both well 
calculated to elicit. Though a scholarly emulation 
should be excited in pupils whom it does not already 
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“Tt shall be the duty * * * of all preceptors and teachers of academies, and all 
other instructors of youth to exert their best endeavors to impress on the minds of 
children and youth committed to their charge and instruction, the principles of piety, 
_ justice, and a sacred regard to truth, love to their country, humanity, and universal 
benevolence, sobriety, industry and frugality, chastity, moderation, and temperance, 
and those other virtues which are the ornaments of human society, and the basis upon 
which a republican constitution is founded; and it shall be the duty of such instruct- 
ors to endeavor to lead their pupils, as their ages and capacities will admit, into a 
clear understanding of the tendency of the above mentioned virtues to preserve and 
perfect a republican constitution, and secure the blessings of liberty, as well as to 
promote their future happiness, and also to point out to them the evil tendency of 
the opposite vices.”’ 
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influence, yet it should be equally a teacher’s duty to 
rebuke it when it runs to excess. And that such an 
emulation may be excited, even in schools where no 
lessons are given for study at home is abundantly 
evident. 

Our Rule does not prevent out-of-school study to any 
who voluntarily choose that extra exertion; but it 
exempts the Committee and the teachers from the 
responsibility of the requirement. And it is found by 
experience that scholars who are deeply interested in 
their studies will pursue them out of school hours un- 
less expressly prohibited from so doing. We have, 
therefore, a safety valve in a high pressure system. 

Music in our schools is generally regarded as a pleas- 
ant recreation rather than a. study, and the attempt to 
teach it has been, in consequence, but partially success- 
ful. The children are interested in the exercise, and 
they welcome it as an agreeable relief from more 
exacting employment. The teachers find it a profit- 
able auxiliary to school management and discipline, 
and in the training of their pupils’ voices. A good 
knowledge of the elementary principles of vocal mu- 
sic, ability to transpose the scale, to read music in any 
key in common use, and to sing the less difficult songs 
with taste, has been acquired by the older and more 
intelligent pupils throughout the city. The best suc- 
cess in this department has been found in schools where 
the music teacher was also the master of the school, or 
connected with it as a teacher of other studies pursued 
in it. A constant attendance at the school gives the 
teacher better opportunities for acquainting himself 
with the capacity of each voice, for classifymg voices

of similar character together, and for imparting more 
special and personally appropriate instruction than can 
be possible for the teacher who meets his class but once 
or twice in the week, and then only for a brief space, 
and as a comparative stranger. 

The principle of classification in this study has been 
(perhaps unavoidably) too much neglected. In most 
of our schools a large number of scholars are taught 
at once. ‘The teacher must confine the exercise to the 
simplest music, in order to keep within the ability ot 
his most mexperienced pupils, and, therefore, small ad- 
vancement can be made. 

If two classes could be formed, the highest of which 
might comprise pupils who would profit by more difh- 
cult exercises, and into whose ranks none could enter 
without some degree of musical attainment, perhaps. 
something might be done. The lower class might profit 
by listenmg to the instruction given to the higher, 
(especially in the vocal training), while the higher 
would no longer be hampered by the tardy progress 
and awkward efforts of beginners. 

A variety of opinions exist as to the profitableness 
of teaching sewing in our schools; and at first glance 
it shows like an incongruity, having no more appropri- 
ate place in the public school system than any other 
branch of industry, or useful trade. The baker and 
the laundress might plead their own right of repre- 
sentation. 

Some of our teachers, however, who anticipated at 
the introduction of sewing to our schools an incum- 
brance and an interruption, have willingly, of late, 
expressed the change of their opinion; and a majority 
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are now decidedly in favor of it. Some go so far as to 
say that lessons are better learned now, for fear that, 
in case of failure, the sewing may be omitted as a 
deprivation. 

Others object to it on the ground that those pupils 
who evidently most need instruction in it are the least 
willing to appreciate its advantages. But precisely the 
same objection might be urged against every study. 
The blunders of ignorance, and its blindness to its own 
good, are what we must everywhere struggle and con- 
trive to counteract. 

In one of our schools * a practical dress-maker 
teaches sewing, and gives instruction not merely in the 
use of the needle, but gives valuable hints in the fitting 
of garments, and the economical use of materials out of 
which garments are made. Many children in our 
schools would not obtain instruction in this branch any- 
where else than in school, and the worth of such 
knowledge to every mistress of a family commends 
our present practice to favor. Many a girl whom un- 
expected penury has thrown upon her own resources, 
has found an estate in her skill at needle-work. The 
consciousness of ability to repair her own apparel is 
one treasure surely saved from the wreck of better 
fortunes; and your Committee would suggest that in 
the appointment of teachers of sewing, hereafter, re- 
gard should be had to their skill with the scissors, as well 
as with the needle. They recommend that candidates 
who can thriftily and properly cut and fit garments, 
should be preferred to those who are wanting in such 
qualifications.

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Some drudgery must be done in every community, 
and by some of its own members; but who they shall 
be is beyond the ken of human foresight. It is not 
permitted that the majority of us should be writers of 
books, or even keepers of them; neither teachers of 
“schools nor adepts in intellectual attainments. Another 
sphere of life than that which our higher seminaries 
are preparing their members for, must be the destiny 
of multitudes of our young maidens. It is well, then, 
that some of the instruction of their early years should 
be other than intellectual. 

The constantly recurring questions of interest and 
importance concerning our schools are those which 
relate to their government and discipline, to the means 
employed to form a high intellectual and moral charac- 
ter m the pupils, and to the methods and results in the 
studies pursued. ‘These questions should be answered 
with great candor and truth. There should be no 
exaggeration of merit or demerit, of success or failure. 
Nothing should be said for the sake of saying some- 
thing, or for the affected display of acuteness in the 
discovery of deficiency. In respect, then, to the essen- 
tial matters involved in the questions referred to, it 
must be confessed that our schools, as a whole, are not 
in the condition which is desirable, and, in many cases, 
which should be expected and required. It is apparent 
to any one whose attention is called to the subject, that 
notwithstanding every effort which has been made of 
late years to raise the character of instructors and in- 
struction, it is still necessary that teachers be urged to 
place and keep before them, for actual realization, a 
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much higher and nobler aim than at present is the 
case. ‘The ideal of the profession has been again and 
again grandly developed, in addresses at conventions 
and articles in periodicals. It has been deservedly set 
forth as worthy the ambition of the finest minds. But 
what is especially needed now is, that this ideal shall be 
brought to the test of actual, experimental application 
in the schools themselves, just as they are, different as 
the prosaic fact may be from the poetic conception. 
The schools, in every department and room, should 
give evidence from year to year of the earnest, hearty 
striving of the teachers, and of their actual progress, 
towards the high standard of excellence and honor 
which is held up. But here is the failure. It is too 
evident to a careful visitor at many of our schools that 
the inspiration kindled by a noble ideal in the soul is 
wanting. The aim by which every thing is governed 
is not the highest. The labor is not to work out into 
practical results the suggestions of the excellent theo- 
ries. Too much is done for mere outside show and 
parade, to bring forth the transient flower rather than 
to ripen the enduring fruit. Too much is done for the 
sake solely of getting over a certain amount of space ; 
to reach a point as far on as any other school; to 
meet the eye of the Committee in the examinations 
from quarter to quarter by the ready answering of the 
questions written down in the books; and in the gen- 
eral air of success throughout the departments. Too 
much is done in trampling round a given track — 
which is a very excellent track in itself and for its des- 
ignated purposes, very smooth and clear, excellent for 
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the purpose of a race, but which, after all, is a short 
and narrow course, and, when the race is run and the 
prize gained and declared, is of no further interest. 
How many teachers throughout a school seem to be 
urged by the enthusiasm which the honorable purpose 
of their calling should inspire, the formation of the 
scholar’s mind, the largest, freest development of his 
powers, the bracing, vigorous exercise of his best 
capacities, awakening and cherishing a deep, abiding 
love of knowledge for knowledge’ sake? A purpose 
which alone can elevate their labors above the dull 
drudgery of the common pedagogue — the dullest, 
most wearisome to which a living man can submit. In 
how many rooms in our School Houses does one per- 
ceive, as he visits them, a strong life-pulse throbbing in 
teacher and pupil alike, and which he is soon conscious 
of himself m the increasing glow of his own mind and 
heart? In how many is the air heavy, the breathing 
difficult, the eye half shut? How welcome would be 
any outburst of real life, no matter of what kind — if 
it were only that the teacher should get up and walk, 
or a child sing or laugh aloud, anything to give some 
freshness and animation to the scene! ‘There are 
teachers who do keep themselves and their pupils 
always on the alert. It is delightful to visit their 
schools and sit down, talk and study with them. It is 
a refreshment, like a run into the green fields, after 
Jong and close confinement within narrow walls. There 
is no reason why all teachers should not possess this 
life and life-infusing power. The pay is ample to at- 
tract such as do possess it, and fully remunerate them 
for their labors. If it is not, then let it be made so. 
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But, at any rate, let it be required of our teachers, 
from the head class in the Grammar to the lowest form 
in the Primary School, to be thoroughly alive with the 
zeal of one who loves his profession and is ambitious of 
its highest honors, or to give up his situation to others — 
who are. Where there is a want of this life, and the 
energy which comes of it, and just in proportion to the 
want of it, the government of the school must be un- 
satisfactory, the results of the year’s labor meagre, the 
children will get tired of school, and avail themselves 
of every excuse to leave before the completion of the 
full course our system contemplates and provides for. 

It is because of the want of this life, this enthusiasm 
on the part of the teacher, that there is so much, as a 
writer in one of our Educational Journals well says, 
“of mere didactic and authoritative teaching — so lit- 
tle of the inductive and suggestive —so much of in- 
struction, and so little of that higher and better educa- 
tion which confers substantial and permanent power — 
the power of self-culture — the independent, free, bold 
and invigorating exercise of one’s own individual facul- 
ties.” There is a very suggestive hint in these words, 
which it would be well for teachers to consider and 
develope. 

No objection can be made to the system according 
to which our schools are arranged. It seems most com- 
plete and excellent. It has regard most particularly to 
this very end, the sending of a strong, vigorous life- 
pulse down from the highest to the lowest department 
of each school. At the head of every school is placed 
a master. Every thing depends upon him. Nothing 
ean be done without him. As he is, so must his school 
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be. - His spirit pervades the whole. To this end he has 
almost unlimited power. He is consulted in the ap- 
pointment of his assistants, and most generally his word 
is the determining word in that delicate duty. He 
is to train and discipline them for the work he would 
have done, and in the manner in which he would have 
it done. He is to be their friend and adviser. He is 
to encourage and urge them. He is to visit each room, 
teach, from time to time, its classes, that he may know 
what progress is made, and instruct the teachers in the 
art of teaching 
mittee have sometimes been obliged to add to their 
other offices, and which is not theirs, but the master’s. 


a labor which members of the Com- 


He is to mark out and adopt a plan of study, which 
shall be carried forward without interruption, from the 
moment a child enters his school, an abecedarian, till he 
eraduates, with its highest honors —a plan which al- 
lows of no gaps and no overlappings in the progress of 
the pupils from one room to another 


a plan by 
which he can tell with perfect fairness, and without 
mistake, whether the work assigned to a teacher is 
done, and done well, by regular and thorough examin- 
ation of his classes before they are allowed to take the 
step next in advance. , 

It is useless to say that this 1s a very pleasant picture 
for the imagination to contemplate, but impossible of 
realization. It is folly to say that a master, in attempt- 
ing to carry out this system completely, must neglect 
the pupils immediately under his tuition. An assistant 
is provided for him at the annual salary of five hundred 
dollars, and placed in his room for the single purpose of 
enabling him to do this precise thing, by affording him 
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an opportunity for spending at least one-third of his 
time in this work. Why, if not for this end, should he 
have an assistant any more than every other teacher in 
the building? He has no more pupils under his charge 
than they, and no less time to teach them well. If he 
spends this third part of his time in simply goimg about 
to seek out the cases of discipline and punishment that 
may have occurred in the different rooms, in pleasant 
chat with the teachers, or addresses to the children, he 
misunderstands the object the Committee contemplated 
in the appointment of the additional teacher, and mis- 
apples the assistance it has so liberally provided for 
him. And, moreover, precisely the plan that has been 
referred to, has been and is now carried out with signal 

success in some of our best schools. There are schools — 
where the masters often take a class and teach it, that 
his assistant may correct her failures, if she has made 
any,—at least may be invited to press forward with 
greater earnestness In the accomplishment of her allot- 


ted work ; where every pupil is made to pass a search- 
ing examination before promotion; and where the 
condition of the school and the success or failure of 
teachers can be shown in tables of statistics, carefully 
prepared, and registered through many years past. 
They can tell at a glance what questions were given 
at the examinations, and what was the per centage of 
accurate answers. This is understood throughout the 
school, and a generous ambition is aroused that no 
room may fall below the full expectation. Such schools 
are admirably managed, easily disciplined, and well 
educated. The corps of teachers is a noble one; for, 
any one who is really incompetent, has no natural

genius or adaptation for her work, soon discovers it, 
and retires on her own request, — which prevents the 
act, so painful always to a Committee, of revoking a 
teacher’s commission. If this system were made uni- 
versal, and strictly followed in all its necessary details, 
our schools would soon discover a marked and excellent 
change, and reach a position, in every respect, which 
would gratify the pride of our citizens, and repay five- 
fold the great expenditure in their behalf out of the 
city’s treasury. Such a system requires dive teachers 
for its successful operation. 

One word more, before this part of our Report 
is finished. The subject of the moral education of 
our pupils has recently been brought most painfully 
before the public. All hearts have been terribly 
shocked by recent disclosures of depravity in one of 
our schools, which has exceeded the most fearful imagin- 
ation. Parents are, with reason, alarmed, and are ask- 
ing with an emphasis which a parent’s heart alone can 
give, what is the moral training that is given in our 
schools? What attention is paid to the culture of 
those principles which govern the conduct and the life, 
which form and sustain a high and honorable character ? 
They are asking whether, amidst all the labor that is 
spent to produce good scholars intellectually, anything 
like a proportionate exertion is made to produce good 
children morally. It is a question which demands to 
be eagerly listened to. It is a vital question, and must 
be answered. It should be a lasting shame to any 
teacher who cannot answer it with honor and upon 
honor. There is reason to fear that this most import- 
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ant part of all education is neglected amid the throng 
of other cares and labors. Too much reliance is placed 
upon instruction given elsewhere, forgetting that it is 
by line upon line, and precept upon precept, given 
everywhere, under every condition in which the child 
is placed, in the changing circumstances amidst which it 
is thrown, in the house, in the school, in the play- 
ground, when alone, and with its companions, that the 
training of the child to righteousness and holiness must 
be carried forward. And with regard to the instruction 
itself, is not the instruction required by the statute, 
even when it is given at all, given coldly, formally, hur- 
riedly, as a matter of necessity, and not of hearty inter- 
est, as if the soul of the teacher burned in him towards 
the children committed to his charge? Is it not given 
at a stated time, and, when the dull exercise is over, the 
whole subject suffered to sleep? How quickly does a 
child see through and heartily despise such miserable 
mockery of his moral nature and its wants? How 
pitiable is such a hollow pretence! The Committee 
cannot answer the questions which have been put. 
They have only a directing power in this case. It is 
a matter which the teacher alone can answer on his 
conscience. ‘There is one matter, however, which can 
and ought at once to be broken up; and that is the 
manner in which the commandments, those holy laws 
of the Most High God, are recited in some, at least, of 
our schools. They are repeated in concert, at the top 
of the voice, with no apparent understanding, and with 
evident carelessness of the meaning of the solemn 
words they are uttering. Far better would it be that. 
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they were not said at all, if this be the only way in 
which they can be repeated. Your Committee would 
urge with all their power, a more interested attention 
to this whole subject. 

An important point to attain in the education of 
youth should be, the cultivation of an accurate, easy, 
and graceful mode of expression, so that in every form 
in which our language is used, whether in ordinary 
conversation, in reading or in writing, a correct and 
pure method may be acquired, and become a confirmed 
habit, and a constant practice. 

Our ordinary use of language is far from being per- 
fect; too often it is false in grammar and in pronuncia- 
tion, besides being deficient in a choice of the best 
words, and the best construction of sentences. Inele- 
gant and vulgar phrases and local idioms are too much 
in common use, and these inaccuracies and vulgarisms 
are not confined entirely to the spoken language, but 
frequently are found where these defects are more no- 
ticable — in the written. 

A few seekers for novelty delight in the creation of 
new words, and the use of new forms of phraseology, 
or the introduction of words belonging to languages 
besides our own, as though our English vocabulary were 


insufficient for the expression of every good thought, . 


and every newly conceived idea. 

A mumbling and indistinct utterance is common, 
both in conversation and in reading. No one, it would 
seem, earnest in the matter about which he is speaking, 
or having a good understanding of an author’s writings, 
and a sympathy with his subject, should fail of a cor- 
rect delivery, emphasis, and expression. 
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There is likewise a tendency prevalent among many 
persons to exaggerate, by the too free use of superla- 
tives; others fall short of a clear expression of their 
ideas by a feebleness of statement, or the use of words 
not judiciously chosen for the purpose. 

What we should endeavor to cultivate is, clearness in 
the use of language, and a pure and easy style, as free 
from pedantry as from vulgarity, and in conformity to 
the present best usages. 

The utterance of a thought, or the expression of an 
opinion, is oftentimes greatly indebted for its influence 
upon other minds by being clothed in beauty and pre- 
sented in an agreeable manner. 

In the preparation of business papers, how important 
are clear expressions, and the use of such words, and 
such only, as will most distinctly convey the meaning 
intended, and also the whole meaning. What numer- 
ous evils and perplexities have flowed from a misuse of 
terms, and the want of proper and explicit expressions. 

The attention already paid to Reading in our schools, 
is in accordance with its importance as a study, and 
value as an accomplishment. For the future, higher at- 
tainments and a more decided success should be the aim 
of the teachers and the expectation of the public, and 
that cultivation should be bestowed which promises the 
most satisfactory results. 

The vocal organization requires culture — greater 
flexibility, compass, power and smoothness; and such 
qualities as are brought into use in portraying the 
various passions, truthfully and effectively, may be 
acquired by the proper discipline, and the proper 
means of development, | 
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This cultivation will tend to give gracefulness of ut- 
terance, and a charm to the conversational powers, and, 
to those who may become public speakers, is absolutely 
indispensable. 

The correct use of language combining beauty, force, 
and distinctness, so that these graces shall become hab- 
itual, can only be acquired by thorough discipline and 
training, and the right instruction should commence 
with the youngest pupils, and be continued while other 
studies are pursued, and every aid should be adopted 
which will tend to facilitate the instructive practice. 

It should be the teacher’s duty to correct the errors 
of their pupils in their familiar intercourse, which is 
often ungrammatical and coarse, quite as much as in 
the regular lessons of the school. 

The practice of writing compositions has already 
proved a valuable auxiliary in the acquirement of a 
knowledge of our language, and this practice might be 
farther extended, so that the youngest pupils who have 
learned to write shall be required to compose sentences 
adapted to their advancement and capacity ; and such 
text-books should be supplied as will furnish aid for a 
full and continued study. 

The subject of salaries is interesting, both to the 
teachers and to the citizens; and one that has received 
considerable attention from the Board during the past 
year. 

The great increase in the expense of living, in this 
city and vicinity, has rendered a corresponding increase 
in the salaries of the teachers a matter of necessity to 
the interests of the schools, as well as one of justice to 
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the teachers themselves. For, it cannot be expected 
that good teachers will remain, for a great length of 
time, in the employ of the city, for a smaller compen- 
sation than they might realize from other employ- 
ments. It is well known that several gentlemen have 
recently vacated highly honorable positions in the pud- 
lic schools, and are now receiving much larger incomes 
from the private schools which they have established. 
Others have abandoned the profession, to engage in 
other pursuits, more lucrative or less laborious. Thus, 
the most successful teachers are tempted to leave the 
employment which fails to afford them an adequate 
support, and their places must be filled by others of less 
experience and of inferior character. 

Assuming that the citizens of Boston desire the ser- 
vices of the best teachers that can be found, and that 
they are willing to pay such a compensation as will 
secure the best, this Board has recently raised the sala- 
ries of nearly all the instructors of the public schools ; 
the increase being about eleven per cent. of the pre- 
vious rates, to take effect on the first of March, 1857.* 


* 1. The salary of the masters of the Latin, the English High, and the Girls’ High 
and Normal School, shall be $2,400 for the first year’s service, with an increase of 
$100 for each additional year’s service, till the salary amouuts to $2,800 per annum; 
and the masters now connected with the Latinand English High Schools shall be paid 
$2,800. 

2. The salary of the sub-masters of the Latin and English High Schools, and of the 
masters of the Grammar Schools, shall be $1,600 for the first year, with an annual in- 
erease of $100, till it amounts to $2,000. 

8. The salary of the ushers of the Latin and English High Schools, and of the sub- 
masters of the Grammar Schools, shall be $1,200 for the first year, with an annual 
increase of $100, till it amounts to $1,600. 

4. The salary of the ushers of the Grammar Schools shall be $800 for the first year, 
with an annual increase of $100, till it amounts to $1,000. 

5. The salary of the first head assistant in the Girls’ High and Normal School, shall 
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The whole amount paid for salaries of teachers in the 
public schools of this city, for the year ending April 
30th, 1856, was $224,618; and the additional amount 
which will be required by the new tariff, will be less 
than $25,000. 

This is no small sum, it is true, but if equally divided 
among the whole number of teachers, (about 460,) it 
would give but little more than $50 to each. And as 
none of the city expenses are more cheerfully paid 
than those incurred in the support of our free schools, it 
is believed that the tax-payers will readily submit to 
this additional burden. 

But while the average amount added to the several 
grades of teachers is not large, it will be seen that there 
is an apparent disproportion between the rates of in- 
crease for the different grades. This arises mainly from 
the want of a just proportion in the previous arrange- 
ment. ‘his proper proportion being once established, 
any subsequent increase or diminution of the salaries 
should, undoubtedly, be made upon an equal ratio. 
Whatever per centage of alteration is made in one 
should be made in all, so far as it can consistently be 
done, avoiding inconvenient fractions. 

The qualifications necessary for the successful teachér 
are many and rare ; and the instances are few in which 
all these qualifications, both of body and mind, are 
found combined in one person. 


be $600 per annum, and the salary of the other assistants in this school shall be $500 
per annum. 
6. The salary of the head assistants in the Grammar Schools, siall be $500 per an- 
num; and the salary of the other assistants in the Grammar Schools, and of the 
teachers of the Primary Schools, shall be $300 for the first year, with an Reet in- 
crease of $50, till it amounts to $450 per annum. 
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But different positions require very different qualifi- 
cations. ‘Those that are quite indispensable in one 
may be almost worthless in another. Lvecutwe talent, 
general culture, and a commanding personal appear- 
ance, are of far greater value in a Master, who is to 
govern and direct the movements of the whole schbol, 
than mere scholarship, however critical it may be ; 
while an assistant teacher in the same school, whose 
sphere is limited to teaching two or three particular 
subjects, should be familiar with all their details, rules 
and exceptions. 

Frequent changes, especially in the masterships, must 
be regarded as highly detrimental, inasmuch as they 
almost necessarily produce corresponding changes in 
the character of the schools where they occur; while a 
change in any other department may affect only a sin- 
ole class. 

In this view, it seems reasonable that much higher 
salaries should be paid to the masters, and to those, 
who, from their positions, may be regarded as best 
qualified to be their successors, than to those who are 
employed merely to fill a temporary vacancy. 

It is wise, therefore, to offer such compensation as 
will not only secure the best teachers, but will also 
retain them in those positions where their services are 
most valuable. 

Permanency in the office of teacher, is further se- 
cured by an annual increase in the amount of the 
salary for several successive years. Many teachers 
enter our schools with but little experience, and the 
compensation which they receive at first, though mod- 
erate, may be a full equivalent for the services ren- 
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dered. But those who love the profession for its own 
sake, and are willing to remain in it, are encouraged by 
the prospect of a more liberal salary for the future. 

Further legislation upon this subject will, doubtless, 
be found necessary, but it is believed that the above 
arrangement will prove as satisfactory to all parties as 
any that can be agreed upon.

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LATIN SCHOOL.

The Committee on the Latin School respectfully 
report, that, on the 10th of July last, they made the 
Annual Examination of the school which has been 
entrusted to their care during the past year. In the 
performance of their duties they have made frequent 
visits to the school during the year, have made the 
usual quarterly examinations, and have been present 
on all of the Public Saturdays. They have thus had 
many excellent opportunities of witnessing the disci- 
pline of the school, and of hearmg the recitations of 
the pupils in the various rooms under the several 
instructors, and, consequently, have had the proper 
advantages and means for judging correctly of the pro- 
ficiency of the several classes and divisions of pupils 
in the different studies to which they have, in pursuing 
the school course, given their attention. These exam- 
inations and visits have proved highly satisfactory to 
the Committee, and have exhibited the school in its 
usual good condition, fully sustammg its well-earned 
reputation for thorough instruction in the Latin and 
Greek languages, and in the English branches taught 
in the School. 
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The declamations of the pupils who excel, and the 
original debates by members of the senior class, are 
among the most prominent features of the exercises 
which regularly take place on the Public Saturdays, 
and are of a very high order. 

The attention of the Committee was chiefly directed, 
in the July visitation, to the examination of the gradu- 
ating class for the annual award of the Franklin medals. 
They found this class in an admirable condition as to 
scholarship, as is usual, exhibiting’: high order of ex- 
cellence, which reflects great credit upon the zeal and 
unwearied patience of the master of the school. Of 
the twenty-three young gentlemen, who have this year 
completed their course of instruction and study at the 
school, twenty-two presented themselves for examina- 
tion at Harvard College, and were admitted to the 
freshman class among those who were considered the 
best fitted,— an honor which the school has uninter- 
ruptedly enjoyed for many years. This fact, together 
with another, that the pupils who are educated at this 
school and are prepared for college, usually prosecute 
their studies further, and generally succeed in taking 
the highest academic honors of the universities, greatly 
encourage the teachers in the performance of their 
laborious and difficult duties. 

At the termination of the school session in July last, 
the whole number of pupils was such, that, with those 
who will be admitted at the commencement of the next 
school term, deducting the graduating class and others 
who leave, the number belonging to the school will not 
be materially changed, and the various classes will 
appear in full ranks. 
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At the close of the term previous to the summer vaca- 
tion, Mr. John Noble, who had served the school several 
years, as one of the ushers, and the last as sub-master, 
with great faithfulness and to the great advantage of 
the pupils, and Messrs. Read and Bumstead, ushers, 
resigned their places for other pursuits. Two new 
ushers have been selected and nominated to take the 
places of the last named gentlemen, who will com- 
mence upon the discharge of their duties immediately 
after the end of the vacation. 

The Committee also report that the school premises 
are in good condition, and that nothing, in reference to 
the building in which the school is taught, renee the 
present attention of the Board. 

Although the Greek and Latin languages are those 
which occupy the greatest portion of time in this 
school, nevertheless, instruction is especially afforded to 
the youngest pupils in the common English branches of 
education ; and the French language is taught, when 
desired, to scholars of the proper grade. . Although the 
regular course of instruction at the Latin School con- 
sists of six years, under the present regulations of the 
Board, nevertheless, a pupil of intelligence and industry 
can accomplish. the same in five years. or less. In- 
stances happen occasionally, when the term is extended 
one year beyond the six, by leave of the Committee. 

To the Latin School Association, composed of the 
alumni of the school, the institution is mdebted for a 
large and valuable collection of books, comprising de- 
sirable and rare copies of the ancient classics and 
various books of reference. ‘These books are for the 
free use of the teachers and pupils, and are of very 
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great utility in the conduct of the school. The asso- 
ciation has been at a large expense in providing neces- 
sary mural maps for the use of the school, and has also 
ornamented the walls of the various apartments with 
photographic views of an instructive and interesting 
character, illustrative of remarkable classic remains. 
Many similar objects of ornament and use displayed in 
the school rooms are the gifts of friends to the associ- 
ation. 

The Committee, in closing their report, have the 
pleasure to express great satisfaction in the results of 
education at this school during the past year.

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ENGLISH HIGH SCHOOL. 


The sub-committee of the English High School re- 
spectfully report, that the Annual Examination of the 
school was made on the 9th of July last. At this 
examination all the departments were visited, but par- 
ticular attention was given to the pupils of the First 
Class, who had been for the year under the immediate 
instruction of the Principal, Mr. Sherwin, and were soon 
to be dismissed from his care and from the privileges 
of the school. A thorough examination of this class 
gave gratifying evidence of a wise and faithful use of 
the excellent opportunities which the school affords, 
both for a generous literary culture, and for instruction 
in those arts and sciences, a knowledge of which is of 
direct practical application in the various departments 
of business life. In Astronomy, particularly Nautical 
Astronomy, in Natural Philosophy, particularly in the 
department of the mechanic powers and Hydraulics, in 
the French language, and in some portions of moral 
philosophy and the evidences of Christianity, there was 
a singular degree of uniform correctness exhibited, in- 
dicating, alike, a thorough instruction on the part of the 
teacher, and a patient perseverance in study on the 
part of the pupils. 
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The exercises of this class, at the Annual Exhibition 
of the school on the 15th of July, were also marked 
by a very uniform excellence and correctness. With- 
out any one being decidedly brilliant, or eminently 
superior to all others, the original essays which were 
spoken were all on a high level, distinguished for ma- 
ture, manly, independent thought, great clearness, 
purity and force of style, and, considering the age of 
the pupils, for a right conception and a broad grasp of 
the subjects of which they treated. 

During the year the small room in the second story, 
over the entry, has been fitted up for a Library, and 
the cases filled with several hundred volumes of valu- 
able books, presented by the Association of the Alumni 
of the school. This library is eagerly used by many of 
the pupils, and is an important addition to the instru- 
mentalities of the school. 

The Philosophical Apparatus is in good condition, 
and is now as large as, under the present course of in- 
struction, can be used to advantage. Several years ago 
cases for a Cabinet of Minerals were prepared, in ex- 
pectation that Francis Alger, Esq., of South Boston, 
would nearly fill them by a gift of duplicates from his 
large and valuable collection. ‘They contain at present 
only a few specimens, and some curiosities presented 
by former pupils of the school, whose business pursuits 
have carried them to different quarters of the world. 
These cases will in this way be ultimately filled ; but 
the Committee hope that Mr. Alger will yet complete 
his purpose, which, it is believed, is only delayed, but 
not abandoned. 

The Quarterly Examinations, which have been regu- 
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larly held, have indicated a good condition of the 
School throughout the year. A spirit of harmony and 
cordial co-operation prevails among the teachers, and 
the paternal influence and discipline of the Principal, 
Mr. Sherwin, is felt in every department. 

At the Annual Examination for admission, eighty-one 
candidates presented themselves. Of these, eleven were 
found not qualified. Of the seventy admitted, sixty- 
seven have joined the school, all of whom but one, 
came from the Public Grammar Schools of the city. 
The whole number of pupils is one hundred and forty- 
seven. The Committee deem it a matter of regret that 
so small a number of young lads who aim to reach, 
ultimately, some of the higher positions of mechanical 
‘or commercial life, should avail themselves of the op- 
portunities which the English High School affords for a 
thorough education ; and that, of those who enter the 
school, so many should leave without completing the 
course. On an average, only about half of those who 
enter the school remain through the three years em- 
braced in its course of study. A youth of sixteen is 
very anxious to get into business—to be doing some- 
thing for himself. He therefore persuades his parents 
to let him leave school and go into a store or some 
active occupation. At thirty he regrets that his educa- 
tion isso incomplete,— that he finds himself so incompe- 
tent to fill the position, or to embrace the favorable op- 
portunities which are opening to him. 

Something might be done, perhaps, to remedy this 
evil by such a change as was suggested by the Commit- 
tee in their last annual report, which would alter the 
mode of examination, and throw the responsibility of 
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determining the qualifications for admission, in each 
case, upon the Masters and District Committees of the 
Grammar Schools; but the evil can only be effectually 
reached by making the parents and the children feel 
the incalculable importance of a thorough education, 
and a large intellectual culture, not only as a source of 
happiness, but as a means of success in life.

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GIRLS’ HIGH AND NORMAL SCHOOL. 


The Committee of the Girls’ High and Normal School 
respectfully report, — 

That the annual examination was made in July. 
During the year the school has fully maintained the 
high character it had previously acquired. The adop- 
tion of improved methods of teaching, requiring in- 
creased activity of mind and habits of mdependent 
thought on the part of the pupil, in place of the rou- 
tine system of instruction which is too common in many 
of our schools, has produced very gratifying results. 
By directing the attention of the pupils to the true 
objects of study, the evil influence of all artificial stimulus 
is avoided. No appeal to the feeling of emulation, by 
the use of medals, diplomas, or marks indicative of 
rank, has been found necessary. <A love of knowledge 
for its own sake, and for its effects m the improvement 
of the mind and character, has proved a sufficiently 
strong incentive to exertion. ‘The studies are pursued 
with much interest, and the cheerful activity and gen- 
eral intelligence of the pupils are marked characteris- 
tics of the school. 

The graduating class of the present year is the 
second class which has passed through the full term of 
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three years’ study pursued at this school. Many of 
its members have already received appointments as 
teachers. Of the class which graduated the last year, 
nearly all who desired it are now engaged in teaching. 

The whole number of pupils of the school who 
have been elected as teachers, most of them in the 
service of the city, amounts to more than sixty. It is 
eratifying to find that they have taken at once a high 
rank among the assistant teachers in our schools. 
Those members of the Board who have examined them 
as candidates, or who have observed their methods of 
teaching since their appointment, bear witness, almost 
without exception, to their ability and success. 

Both as a Normal School, in supplying a superior class 
of assistants for our Grammar and Primary Schools, 
and as a Ligh School for Girls, in affordmg a thorough 
and substantial education, this mstitution may now be 
considered as one of the most useful of our public 
schools. 

It should be observed by the District Committees, in 
the examination of candidates for the place of assist- 
ant in the Grammar or Primary Schools, that no pupil 
of this school is considered as entitled to a recom- 
mendation from the Principal or from the Committee, 
as a teacher, who has not satisfactorily completed the 
full course of three years’ study. Exceptions may be 
made in favor of those who, by superior industry and 
intelligence, have qualified themselves to teach in a 
shorter term of study. But, in all cases, the candidate 
should be required to present to the Examining Com- 
mittee her letter of recommendation, as evidence that 
her progress, while at the school, has been satisfactory 
to the Principal. 
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The examination for the admission of new pupils was 
held on the 24th of July. The whole number of can- 
didates was seventy-five. Of these, sixty-one were 
admitted, seven were rejected, and seven were allowed 
a re-examination, at the beginning of the term in Sep- 
tember, in those studies in which they were deficient. 

The examination, although in some respects satis- 
factory, showed a want of familiarity with the prepara- 
tory studies, on the part of the pupils from many of the 
schools, which calls for the attention of the Board. 
The examination was conducted, according to the rules, 
by means of a series of printed questions in each 
branch. The questions were simple, and such as ought 
to be easily answered by any graduate of one of our 
Grammar Schools. That they were not too difficult 
is shown by the fact that pupils from some schools 
were able to answer nearly every question proposed, 
satisfactorily and intelligently. Some of those from 
other schools, however, failed in more than one-half of 
the series. This marked inequality in the qualifica- 
tions of the graduates of the several Grammar Schools, 
has been before observed, and never satisfactorily ex- 
plained. 

There is a want of uniformity, also, in the knowl- 
edge of the different branches evinced by the pupils. 
Of the questions in Grammar, a large proportion was 
correctly answered by most of the candidates. In 
Geography, correct replies were given, in many in- 
stances, to nearly every question. The study of His- 
tory, particularly that of our own country, has been 
much neglected in many of the schools. The examina- 
tion in Arithmetic was less satisfactory than that in any 
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other branch, and showed a deficiency on the part of 
many of the candidates which is not creditable to the 
instructors of the schools which they have attended. 
That any considerable number of pupils of ordinary 
intelligence, who have passed years In our Grammar 
Schools, and been admitted to the first classes there, 
should be able to answer correctly only from jive to ten 
out of a series of twenty simple questions in Arithmetic, 
is a fact which shows the necessity of some improve- 
ment, either in the text books, the teachers, or in the 
methods of instruction adopted in these schools. Your 
Committee believe the fault to be owing chiefly to a 
want of attention to the correct mode of teaching Arith- 
metic. The subject is too often presented to the pupil 
ina mechanical way, according to an established routine, 
which not only does not encourage, but which prevents 
the exercise of thought and intelligence on his part. 
While the rules are learned by rote, the principles are 
neglected; and although a certain degree of mechani- 
cal skill in the solution of problems is sometimes ac- 
quired in this way, no thorough knowledge of the 
science is obtained, and the great advantages of the 
study, as an intellectual exercise, are completely lost 
sight of. 

On the whole, your Committee must express the 
opinion that, with a few exceptions, sufficient care has 
not been taken by the masters of the Grammar Schools 
in preparing their pupils for admission to this School. 
A liberal construction has been given to the rules for the 
admission of pupils. All due allowances have been made 
for imperfections resulting from the mode of examina- 
tion by written questions, to which candidates have 
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not been previously accustomed. But the percentage 
of errors is too great to be accounted for on this ground. 
It must be referred, chiefly, either to neglect or ineffi- 
ciency on the part of the instructors of these pupils. A 
more rigorous examination, such as your Committee 
recommend to be hereafter adopted, would exclude a 
much larger proportion of candidates than have hereto- 
fore been rejected. It is, therefore, to be hoped that, 
in future, a more thorough and careful preparation of 
candidates for this school will be considered an object 
worthy the best efforts of the instructors of the Gram- 
mar Schools. 

The number of pupils in the school, at the beginning 
of the ensuing year, including those who will probably 
be admitted in September, will be nearly as follows, viz. :

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The Joint Standing Committee on Ordinances, to whom 
was referred the communication of his Honor, the Mayor, 
relating to the Police Department, having considered the 
subject, submit this as their

There exists no express authority, in any statute or ordi- 
nance, for the appointment of “Special Police.” By a special 
act of the Legislature of 1838, chap. 123, it is enacted that 
“The Mayor and Aldermen of Boston may, from time to 
time, appoint such Police Officers for said city as they may 
judge necessary, with all or any of the powers of the con- 
stables of said city, except the power of serving and exe- 
cuting civil process; and the said Police Officers shall hold 
their offices during the pleasure of the said Mayor and Al- 
dermen.” 

The authority thus conferred does not seem to have been 
modified or abridged by any subsequent legislation, unless 
the 49th section of the City Charter, which provides that 
the Mayor shall make nominations in all cases where ap- 
pointments are to be made by the Board of Aldermen, may 
be considered a modification and abridgement; and under it 
the practice of appointing Special Police for particular lo- 
calities, and without compensation from the city treasury, 
has grown up. 

From the above statute it would seem that the authority 
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of a Police Officer may be abridged; but, evidently, this can 
only be done by a vote of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the 
limitation should be contained in his warrant, or .certificate 
of appointment; but the designation, “Special Police ” 
would not affect his authority; neither would the payment 
for his services, whether made by the city or by persons 
who are more particularly interested in his services, nor the 
fact that the services were to be rendered in a particular 
locality have that effect. 

This view seems to be fully sustained by the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts, in the case of the Commonwealth 
vs. Hastings, in the 9th vol. of Metcalf’s Reports, page 259. 
The defendant, Hastings, was indicted for an assault upon 
Grant Learned, a Police Officer of Boston, in the lawful dis- 
charge of his duty. At the trial in the Municipal Court 
there was evidence tending to prove that, on the 26th of 
April, 1844, one Davis was intoxicated, and conducted him- 
self in a disorderly manner at the National Theatre; that 
Learned thereupon arrested him, and took him from the the- 
atre towards the jail or watch-house; that, after they had 
. proceeded a few rods on their way, Learned released Davis, 
on his promise to go directly home; that Davis, thereupon, 
while in sight of Learned, went into a bar-room near the 
theatre; that Learned immediately followed him, and retook 
him in the bar-room, for the purpose of conveying him to 
jail; and that defendant thereupon interfered, and obstructed 
Learned. | 

The only authority under which Learned acted, appears in 
the following certificates, which were not objected to as in- 
competent or insufficient evidence of the facts therein re- 
cited : — | 

“City of Boston, July 3lst, 1843. I, the subscriber, do 
hereby certify that Grant Learned has been duly appointed 
by the Mayor and Aldermen a Special Police Officer for the 
year ensuing. S. F. McCueary City Clerk.” 
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“City of Boston, April 8th, 1844. I, the subscriber, do 
hereby certify that Grant Learned has been duly appointed 
by the Mayor and Aldermen, a Police officer, (at the National 


- Theatre,) with the power of a constable, except the power 


of serving civil process, for the year ensuing. The said 
Grant Learned to be paid for his services by the Manager 
of said theatre. S. F. McCreary, City Clerk.” 


The defendant’s counsel requested the Court to instruct 
the jury that Learned had no authority in the premises, by 
virtue of either of the appointments named in said certifi- 
cates, which the Court refused to do, and the defendant was 
convicted and carried the case up, on exceptions: Ist, that 
Learned was not an officer of the law. Shaw, CO. J., gave 
the opinion of the Court: | 

“Tt appears by statute 1838, chap. 123, (before recited, ) 
that the Mayor and Aldermen of Boston have the authority 
to appoint as many Police Officers as they may judge neces- 
sary; that under this authority Learned received two ap- 
pointments, both of which were in force at the time of the 
alleged assault. 

“His first appointment was general, as a Special Police 
Officer for the year ensuing, on the 31st July, 1843; and on 
the 8th of April, 1844, he was appointed a Police Officer, 
(at the National Theatre,) for the year ensuing; said 
Learned to be paid for his services by the Manager of said 
theatre. It appears very clear that the Mayor and Alder- 
men had authority to appoint as many Police Officers for the 
city, as they might judge necessary, and that Learned was so 
duly appointed. His powers are designated and limited by 
statute, and include all the powers of constables as con- 
servators of the peace. 

“Tt was insisted for the defendant that the last appoint- 
ment limited the exercise of his power to the theatre, and 
this must be construed to be within the theatre. Whether 
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the clause in parenthesis, (at the National Theatre,) lim- 
ited his power to a particular part of the city, or whether 
the appointment and the statute made him a Police Offi- 
cer for the whole city, and the clause in question was in- 
tended as a direction, by the Mayor and Aldermen, of the 
place where his authority should be ordinarily exercised, (of 
which we give no opinion,) the exception, we think, cannot 
be sustained, for two reasons. First, that the second ap- 
pointment did not supersede his first, which was still in 
force, and made him a Police Officer for the city. But sec- 
ondly, suppose the clause (at the National Theatre,) limited 
his power to a part of the city, we are of opinion that the 
defendant’s construction would not be correct. The author- 
ity would not be limited to the space within the walls of the 
theatre, but would extend to the passages and environs, so 
far as the special vigilance of an officer might be required to 
keep the peace and preserve order amongst those frequent- 
ing the theatre, those carrying persons to and from it, and 
those supplying refreshments, and also to shops, stalls and 
stands, kept in the vicinity, for that purpose. He had au- 
thority, therefore, to act outside of the theatre, in its vicinity 
as well as within it.” 

Other points are discussed in the opinion, as given by the 
Court, but are not pertinent to our present inquiry and are 
not, therefore, quoted. Suffice it to say, the exceptions were 
overruled. 

It will be perceived that both the certificates contain 
qualifications similar to those which are in use in the ap- 
pointment of Special Police; the first designated him as 
Special Police, the last directing the service to be performed 
in a particular locality, to be paid for by the party desiring 
the appointment and service. 

We find in the 12th volume of Metcalf’s Reports, page 
233, another case relating to Police Officers: Common- 
wealth vs. M. Dugan and another. The defendants were 
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indicted for an assault on Ebenezer Pool, while in the dis- 
charge of his duty as a Special Police Officer. The offence 
was charged in two counts. In the first it was averred that 
Pool was a Police Officer of the City of Boston, &. At 
the trial before Cushing, Justice, it was shown by a certifi- 
cate like that quoted in the preceding case, that Pool was a 
Special Police Officer, appointed as such by the Mayor and 
Aldermen, by virtue of the authority conferred by Statute of 
1838, (before recited,) but was not sworn. Defendant ob- 
jected to conviction under this count. But the Court in- 
structed the jury that it was not necessary that said Pool 
should be sworn, in order to qualify him to discharge the 
duties of his said appointment; but as there might be doubt 
of the correctness of this decision, the Judge reported the 
case up to the whole Court for their decision, which is given 
below. 

“Shaw, ©. J., delivered the opinion of the Court. The 
first question is, whether the law requires a police officer to 
- be sworn. The office of police officer is not one known to 
the common law; it is created by statute, and must be regu- 
lated and administered according to statute. These officers 
are appointed in pursuance: of the statute of 1838, Chap. 
123, which is in these words: [before recited.] It is con- 
ceded that this statute does not, in terms, require these offi- 
cers to be sworn; yet it is insisted that they are, in effect, 
constables, with limited powers, and are within the provision 
- requiring constables to be sworn. Rev. Statutes, Chap. 15, 
Sec. 33. But the Court are of opinion that they are not 
required to be sworn; they are not constables, in fact or in 
name; they hold offices, not annually, but at the pleasure of 
the Mayor and Aldermen. The reference to that part of the 
duties of the office of constable which makes them peace 
officers, is merely a comprehensive mode of describing the 
duties of a new office. Exceptions overruled.” 

There seems, therefore, to be no doubt as to the authority 
conferred by the appointment of Special Police. 
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By the Act of 1853, accepted by the City Council June 2, 
1853, authority was given to the City Council of Boston to 
unite, by ordinance, the Watch and Police Departments: into 
one department, and, from time to time, establish regulations 
therefor, not repugnant to the laws of the Commonwealth. 
Under this act, and by its authority, the City Council passed 
the ordinance now in force, which provides for the organiza- 
tion of the department. This requires the appointment to 
be made by the Board, on the nomination of the Mayor, of 
such number of persons, as and for members of the Depart- 
ment of Boston Police, as the Board of Aldermen, with the 
approval of the Mayor, shall deem needful and necessary. 
Provision is made in the ordinance for further nominations 
by the Mayor, in case any who have been nominated are 
not confirmed; and this is to be done within two weeks after 
such rejection; the first nomination to be made in the month 
of May annually. : | 

A query might arise here whether this ordinance is not 
repugnant to the laws of the Commonwealth. Perhaps if 
the authority rested upon the Act of 1838, which was a 
special statute, applicable to Boston only, and the Statute of 
1853 also being a special statute, the latter might supersede 
the former. But the terms of the Statute of 1838 have, by 
Statute of May 15th, 1851, become a general law, conferring 
the like powers —“ The Mayor and Aldermen of the several 
cities, and the Selectmen of the several towns in this Com- 
monwealth,.may, from time to time, appoint such police offi- 
cers for their respective cities and towns as they may judge 
necessary, with all or ahy of the powers of constables, 
except the power of serving and executing civil process. 
And the said police officers shall hold their offices during the 
pleasure of the Mayor and Aldermen and Selectmen, by 
whom they are respectively appointed.” 

Here is not only authority conferred, but also discretion 
enjoined. If the appointments were to be made at a given

time, and for one year, it would give but a limited scope for 
the exercise of such discretion. Is, therefore, the ordinance 
consistent with the statute, and can they co-exist without 
detriment to the public weal? We think they may. Allow- 
ing that the number of policemen which may be appointed 
are, by the ordinance, to be determined by the Board of Al- 
dermen, it seems, also, that, under the statute, a discretion 
may be exercised in making appointments beyond the num- 
ber which is fixed upon, and which may and should be called 
the General Police of the City of Boston. 

We conclude, therefore, that no action is necessary, so far 
as statutes or ordinances affect the question, as to the contin- 
uance of the practice of appointing persons as Special Police. 
But, if we examine the regulations which have been 
adopted for the government of the Police, which regulations 
set forth in terms the organization of this force, we shall see 
that there is no mention made of Special Police, and many 
of the requirements of the men are entirely inconsistent 
with such appointment. But, taking the view before ex- 
pressed, that such policemen are not a part of the General 
Police of the city, but a conservative force appointed under 
the Statute of 1851, and not included, or intended to be 
included, under the ordinance appointments, all the difficulty 
is overcome, and it only remains to provide some system of 

accountability which shall include such officers. To do this, 
we are aware, is in the province of the Board of Aldermen 
alone. But, in order to a clear understanding of the whole 
subject we will submit our views in relation thereto. 

Such a system of accountability might be provided by the 
establishment of regulations similar to the following: 

1st. Every person who shall be nominated by the Mayor, 
and confirmed by the Board of Aldermen, to be a Special 
Policeman, to perform services at particular places, or gen- 
erally, without compensation from the city treasury, (or if 
compensated from the treasury, not under the general pro- 
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visions for the payment of the Police,) shall report himself 
to the captain of the police station of the district in which 
such policeman is appointed to perform such special services, 
or to the Chief of Police, (if appointed to act generally for 
a limited time,) every week, on Saturday, before 

o’clock. And the captain of each police station shall make 
a report of all such services as are so reported to him, to 
the Chief of Police, on the same day. 

2d. Every such policeman so appointed shall, when called 
upon by the Chief of Police, perform such other services as: 
said Chief may direct. And if any such policemen shall see 
any person violating any law of the Commonwealth, or any 
ordinance of the City of Boston, although such violation 
shall take place in a locality other than that for which he 
has been appointed, such policeman shall at once proceed 
against such offender in the same manner as if such police- 
man had been a regular, and not a special police officer ; 
and further, every special policeman shall, in addition to 
these special rules, observe all the rules that are in force, for 
the time being, for the government of the Police of the City 
of Boston, and which are not inconsistent with the condi- 
tions contained in his warrant of appointment. And for the 
violation of, or neglect to observe, the foregoing rules, every 
such policeman shall be removable at the pleasure of the 
Mayor. 

Having pointed out what would be necessary to be done 
to make the practice and the theory consistent with each 
other, it may not be deemed presumptuous to inquire 
whether the practice is consistent with the theory of the 
charter, and expedient, if consistent. 

The City Charter proceeds upon the theory that the 
Mayor is the head of the police system, and that all are sub- 
ordinate to him. He must not only be so acknowledged, but 
he must be felt to be so; and the Scripture maxim, that no 
man can serve two masters, 1s clearly applicable to this case. 
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If the Mayor appoints, (which is the fact, for he only may 
nominate,) and confers the authority, and another employs 
and pays, to which will the appointee be most likely to 
cleave? to him who appoints, or to him who pays? Most 
likely to the latter. And where, in the course of events, it 
is likely that the employer will be exposed to the temptation 
to violate the law, it would seem to be not only injudicious 
but manifestly wrong to submit the officer to a trial of his 
integrity, in which duty says enforce the law, but interest 
says omit it. 

There are other cases in which the employer and em- 
ployed have a community of interest in favor of good order, 
and the due observance of the laws. In such cases there 
seems not only no objection to the practice, but a positive 
advantage in appointing men for such special services, to be 
paid by the parties who are more directly interested; such, 
for example, are appointments of policemen for services to 
be rendered at railroad stations. In these cases the per- 
son appointed usually holds a position of trust under the 
corporation, for which he receives an adequate compensation ; 
and the duty of a policeman is perfectly consistent with, and 
runs in the direction of his other duties. Such, for example, 
is the fact in the case of a depot master, a depot baggage 
master, or a watchman at a depot; in the case of a man em- 
ployed to look after property in exposed situations, and 
liable to depredation. And in many other cases, perhaps, 
there may be appointments of special policemen without 
pay. 

It may not be improper to inquire into the more recent 
practice of appointing the members of the City Council as 
policemen without pay. 

In regard to the Board of Aldermen, it seems sufficient to 
say, that they, being the confirming power under the ordi- 
nance, and the appointing power under the statute, modesty 
seems to forbid that they should appoint themselves, even if 
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there were not serious doubts of the legality of such ap- 
pointments, while added to this is the consideration of their 
supervision of the police force, as conferred by the 33d sec- 
tion of the City Charter. 

In regard to the appointment of the members of the Com- 
mon Council to such offices, it may not be hable to the same 
legal objection; but there seems to be no reason that can be 
urged in favor of such an appointment that may not and will 
not apply with equal or superior force to the case of every 
fair business man in community. The opportunity for the 
exercise of his authority is not likely to occur when he is in 
the discharge of his duties as a Councilman; and when not 
in such service, how may he more consistently have authority, 
to exercise at his convenience, (for he will not assume it as 
an obligation of duty to be performed at all hazards,) than 
any other equally proper person whose opportunities are 
likely to be more frequent? If the power conferred were 
consequent upon election to the City Council, this objection 
would not lie; but until such is the case it would seem to 
your Committee that the power should not be assumed or 
tendered. 

In conclusion, we would say, that the practice of appoint- 
ing Special Police, without compensation, (except such legal 
fees as are allowed for the performance of legal duty,) 
should be discouraged, rather than encouraged. All, or 
nearly all the objections lie against it that apply to paid Po- 
licemen. It is an evil; but it in some cases may, and doubt- 
less does effect a greater good, and in such cases may be 
tolerated, and with a judicious Mayor and Aldermen may be 
continued. 

We would, therefore, ask to be dischargd from the further 
consideration of the subject.

THE Committee on Public Buildings, to whom was referred 
a communication received from the “Board of School Com- 
mittee,’ relative to the condition of the “Adams School 
House,” having considered the same, would make the fol- 
lowing 


roa PLOT. 


The communication comes to your Committee unsigned, and 
they have no knowledge who the writer is, except from hear- 
say. Itmakes grave and deliberate charges against the Com- 
mittee and the Superintendent of Public Buildings, accusing 
them of gross and inexcusable negligence during the erection 
of the “Adams School House,” and of utter disregard and 
inattention to its necessities, since its completion. The 
Report asserts, in the first place: 


‘« Tt ought to be presumed that when a new house is placed in the care 
of this Board, especially, when, as in this case, it has been erected at an 
expense not very different from seventy-five thousand dollars, it will not 


only be fit for use, but that it will be both an ornament and a just pride 


to our city. Ad that has been needed to make it so, was a proper super- 
intendence of the work. No one seems to have felt any responsibility, 
and men haye been left to proceed according to their own judgment and 
inclination. Contractors can hardly be expected to be over scrupulous in 
many small matters essential to the perfection of such a building ; and they 
tell us they have proceeded without any oversight, and that up to the 
present time, (Nov. 11, 1856,) although this building has been paid for 
from the City Treasury, it has never been examined for acceptance by 


any one.” 
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For our predecessors in office we cannot answer; but for 
ourselves we reply, to this general charge, that from the com- 
mencement of our labors, we have had a sub-committee whose 
special business it has been to superintend this building, and 
who have had constant care and supervision over it. One of 
the members of that Committee isa resident of Hast Boston; 
and he informs us that he exercised continual oversight of 
the work, as it proceeded, visiting it sometimes morning and 
evening, and in such visits has seen the reputed author of 
this report, but has never received from him any intimation 
that the work was being neglected, or any suggestions by 
way of improvement or alteration. 

By vote of the full Committee, recorded March 27, 1856, 
early in the year, the Committee, accompanied by the Super- 
intendent of the Public Schools, and the architect of the 
building, visited this house, and examined it thoroughly. 

With regard to the acceptance of this building, we find by 
reference to the records of the Committee on Public Build- 
ings, that at a meeting held May 6, 1856, a communication 
was received from the mason, Mr. Currier, stating that his con- 
tract to do the masonry of the Hast Boston Grammar School 
House was finished; and this communication was referred to 
the sub-committee, consisting of Alderman Torrey, Messrs. 
Johnson and Prescott, of the Council, with full power. They 
examined the work, and subsequently reported acceptance in 
due form. 7 

At a meeting held July 3, 1856, a communication was 
received from the carpenter, Mr. Bailey, giving notice to the 
Committee that his contract on said building was completed ; 
and this communication was referred, by vote, to the same 
committee, with authority to settle with the contractor, if the 
work was satisfactory; and the contract was settled after 
examination by the sub-committee. 

At a meeting of the Committee, held August 19, 1856, the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings gave notice that the Hast 
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‘Boston School House was finished, and ready for occupancy ; 
and it was voted to give this information to the Board of 
School Committee. 

The Report then continues: 


* Portions of the work have been imperfectly and even shabbily done. 
Even at this early date, before the building should have scarcely felt the 
effects of heat, the floors are seamed with unsightly cracks; the chestnut 
sheathing that lines the lower portions of the ceiling of the rooms and 
halls has so shrunk that, in several places, the tongue which was intended 
to unite the boards, is completely separated, and a boy’s hand can now 
push the door and the frame outward ; and soon, unless attended to, they 
will drop down of themselves.”’ 


Your Committee remark, on this point, that although the 
wood has shrunk in some places, it does not appear to be the 
result of imperfect work, or for want of proper superintend- 
ence. We have positive knowledge that great care was 
taken by the contractor in selecting this stock, and when sub- 
mitted to the Committee for approval, on being informed that 
it had passed through the hands of Mr. Jos. L. Ross, and 
had been seasoned at his factory, they were satisfied, from 
this fact, that it was in the most suitable condition, and noth- 
ing further could be done to render it more perfect. But it 
will be remembered that some delay had been occasioned in 
the erection of this building by the action of a previous City 
Council; and the citizens of Hast Boston, who needed the 
- school accommodations that it would afford, were naturally 
extremely desirous that it should be completed. 

Frequent and numerous applications were made to this 
Committee to have the work prosecuted with the utmost dis- 
patch; and no one was more zealous or persevering with 
their solicitations than the supposed author of this Report. 
To gratify this general desire, portions of the work were 
put up during the winter season; and the material, which was 
in a thoroughly kiln-dried state, being placed in a building 
without fires, and where fires could not be made, the damp- 
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ness caused it to swell; and, when heat was applied, the inev- 
itable result was, that the material shrank, causing the sepa- 
rations alluded to in the communication. 

As to the doors, which are represented as being in such a 
dilapidated condition, we have to-say, that it is a well au- 
thenticated fact, known to every one acquainted with build- 
ing, that when frames are fastened in light division walls, 
when the walls are green, they may become so loosened as 
to require further security; and this may happen to buildings 
erected with the greatest possible care. 

On the receipt of this communication the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings was requested to visit the School House 
and examine these doors; while there, he asked the master 
if he would designate the boy who could “push both the 
doors and frames outwards with his hand.” The master 
answered that he considered the Report somewhat overstated 
in this particular, and he declined to attempt the feat. It is 
also the opinion of the Superintendent that these doors and 
frames never could have fallen of themselves, as the Report 
intimates. | 

We again quote from the Report: — 


‘‘The outer door to that vast building is more slenderly constructed 
than are commonly the doors of a private dwelling; and it has been 
awkwardly contrived to swing outwards.”’ 


This slender door is two inches through, and has the usual 
thickness of the doors to all the large school houses belong- 
ing to the city. And if it has been contrived to swing out- 
wards, we apprehend that the contrivance is reasonable and 
proper. It will be remembered that, several years ago, some 
children in a school house in the city of New York, while 
endeavoring to escape from the building, in a state of fright, 
crowded, in great numbers, against the outside door, which, 
as it swung inwards, could not be opened; the egress of the 
children was thereby prevented, and many of them lost their 
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lives. Your Committee are of the opinion that public safety 
demands that the outer doors to all public buildings should 
open outwards; and we believe that a former city government 
has ordered that no license should be given to any place 
of amusement, unless its outer doors should open after this 
manner; and it seems to us equally wise to extend this pre- 
caution to houses which are frequented by hundreds of 
children. 

The Report complains that no provision has yet been made 
for the library in this school house. In answer, the Commit- 
‘tee would state, that no application has been made to them 
for such provision, and they have yet to learn that the school 
has any library belonging to it. 

The Report continues, by saying : — 


“Serious inconvenience is experienced from the absence of any out- 
building, for the private use of the teachers. As it now is, female teach- 
ers must face an exposure repugnant to a sensitive modesty, or they must, 
as most probably they will, violate the laws of health, and pay the due 
penalty of suffering.”’ 


The architect of the Adams School House has informed 
us that he drew a separate plan providing water closets for 
each apartment of the building, with a private closet for 
the use of each teacher. He submitted this plan to the Su- 
perintendent of Public Schools, and to the local School Com- 
mittee of which the presumed author of this Report is a 
member; and it was opposed decidedly, both by the Superin- 
tendent and the Committee, they objecting to have such 
accommodations within the building. 

Surely, if the many female children who attend school in 
that building can “face the exposure” referred to in the 
report, the most “modest” and “sensitive” female teacher 
should be able to pass through this ordeal with safety. At 
any rate, the Committee whose action in part has forced the 
pupils to undergo these trials, should not complain so. Dit- 

terly because they are also shared by the instructors. 
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‘<M finish our list, which does not, by any means, comprehend all the 
defects, the expensive Warming Apparatus thus far proves a failure.”’ 


The attempt to heat this building by steam was an expert- 
ment which, in the nature of things, could not be tested 
properly until cold weather, and any failure would, of course, 
be followed by inconvenience. We are satisfied that the 
apparatus is insufficient, without a change; and the agree- 
ment with the contractor provides for such change; and the 
city is made secure from the payment of this work unless 
made adequate to the wants of the building. 


‘¢ Along with the trial by cold comes the trial by water. The con- 
densed steam leaks from the pipes and radiators, so that puddles of water 
were standing on the floors of each room.” 


Your Committee believe that no apparatus has ever been 
fitted for heating a building by steam, without it being found 
necessary to make additional security against leakage, after 
the first trial. This is, therefore, no new case; and before 
the reception of this communication, the Superintendent was 
aware of this defect, and had notified the contractor, who 
has since remedied it. 

Your Committee have now gone through the Report, and 
have referred to those items which they deemed worthy of 
their notice. 

We have made no comments, contenting ourselves with 
such direct and simple answers as we considered sufficient 
for the vindication of this Committee. 

But before dismissing the subject, we feel compelled to re- 
mark that, when a member of a co-ordinate branch of the 
City Government is moved to censure the conduct of a com- 
mittee, and officer of the city — when he takes it upon him- 
self to call the attention of the public and the city to the 
remissness of its agents, it would seem that there should 
be good and substantial reasons for such an undertaking. 


Pa ee ey te os 
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Kspecially, when a member of that sacred profession to 
which we look for example and guidance, feels constrained 
to drag before the public a Committee of the City Council, 
and brand it with culpable heedlessness in office, it would 
seem that he should have been actuated by the purest mo- 
tives, and sustained by the most incontrovertible facts. 
~ But what is the true state of the case? The author of 
the Report now under consideration distinctly says that 
there has been no superintendence of the work of this costly 
building during its erection, and that it has been paid for 
without acceptance. The records of the Committee on Public 
Buildings as distinctly prove that the work in part, and the 
building as a whole, was examined, approved and accepted 
before payment. He says in his communication that he has 
been told by contractors that there had been no oversight of 
the work, and subsequently quoted the carpenter as his au- 
thority. ‘The carpenter referred to, in the most emphatic 
manner, and in presence of witnesses, denies ever having 
made the statement. He then attacks the construction of 
the building, and imputes to the negligence of the Commit- 
tee and Superintendent of Public Buildings what every intel- 
ligent mechanic could have informed him was beyond their 
foresight or control. We prove to you that every precaution 
was taken to prepare and season the material for that build- 
ing; but, as we have before remarked, by the persuasions and 
earnest entreaties of the local Committee, and citizens of 
Fast Boston, portions of the work were put up during the 
winter, and some slight defects have resulted therefrom; but 
as these defects have been caused by weather, your Commit- 
tee cannot see wherein they are to be blamed, as they have 
not the power to counteract the influence of the seasons. 

We are, moreover, compelled to say, that this part of the 
communication is highly ornamental, not to say greatly exag- 
eerated. The “unsightly cracks” — the loosened doors and 
tottering “frames,” which a“boy’s hand could push down,” 
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exist far more in imagination than in reality; and a little 
more experience, or knowledge in these, would have con- 
vinced the author, that although the “outer door” to that 
“vast building ” has been awkwardly contrived to swing out- 
wards, it was so constructed out of regard to public welfare 
and safety. The next subject touched upon is that of the 
“ outbuildings.” We reiterate, that had not the Committee | 
of that district, and the Superintendent of Public Schools, 
objected to the plan of the architect, which amply provided 
for every accommodation in this particular, there would have 
been no occasion for the pathetic and lamentable recital of 
the present difficulties, and anticipated sufferings of the 
female teachers. 
One more extract, and we have done with this Report. 


‘«The master, after repeated ineffectual attempts to get these things 
remedied, has some reason for doubting whether there be any remedy. 
And it becomes a question of some importance whether there be one.” 


This charge appeared to the Committee exceedingly 
strange. For if attempts have been made to procure either 
supplies or ordinary repairs for any of the schoolhouses, they 
must have been made to the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings, and he not only has authority, but it is his duty, both by 
virtue of his office, and by sanction of the Committee, to 
attend and satisfy the wants of the public buildings. 

We have ever had, and still retain, the highest confidence 
in this officer ; for, since our connection with him, he has con- 
ducted his department in the most faithful, prompt and dis- 
creet manner; we were, therefore, much surprised to see him 
charged with wholesale negligence in the matter of the Adams 
School House. We have taken pains to inquire as to the 
truth of this accusation, and believe it to be wholly without 
foundation. We find, on examination, that long before the 
Board of School Committee, or the City Council, were - 
enlightened by the wonderful revelations contained in this 
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communication, the Superintendent, in the regular round of 
his duties called upon the master of the Adams School House, 
and desired him to furnish a list of such things as might be 
needed for the use of the School; requesting particular 
information concerning the library. 

The Superintendent heard nothing from the matter until 
after the appearance of this communication, when a sub-com- 
mittee was appointed to visit the master and obtain from him 
a statement of his troubles... 

They asked him when he had sent for any thing which the 
Superintendent or Committee could grant, which had not 
been supplied. The master replied that some time since he 
had sent a list of his wants to the Rev. J. N. Sykes, a mem- 
ber of the School Committee from East Boston, (the gentle- 
man whom the Committee understand to be the author of 
this Report,) to which no return had been made. 

This list, which contained directions for the library, never 
came to its destination; and thus it appears that the Super- 
intendent has been arraigned by a member of the School 
Committee for non-performance of duty, the charge being 
sustained by reference to the fact that nothing had been done 
for the library; when, at the moment the author was making 
this onslaught upon that officer, he had in his own possession 
the very means of information which the Superintendent 
required, and for which he was waiting. We leave it for the 
public to determine which of these public servants is most 
suilty or negligence and carelessness. | 

Justice to the Superintendent obliges us to relate another 
incident which happened at this visit. The gentleman named 
above (Mr. Sykes) was present, and, among other things, 
affirmed that he had asked often for supplies for the schools 
under his care, which had not been sent. The Superintend- 
ent then insisted that he should name a single instance of 
this kind; after some hesitation he said that the clocks were 
a long time in coming. One of the members then asked the 
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person who has care of the building, when the clocks came ? 
And the reply was, “ Within two days after the order was 
sent.” 

The clock affair having ended thus disastrously for the 
gentleman, he was again pressed by the Committee for 
another item. But the gentleman’s memory not serving him 
sufficiently at the time, he agreed with the Committee that he 
would think over the matter, and send to them a communica- 
tion specifying the complaints he had against the Superin- 
tendent, and this he was to do immediately. The Commit- 
tee are at this time as much in the dark as ever; for although 
three weeks have elapsed, they have heard nothing from the 
gentleman or his communication. 

This gentleman also informed the Committee, that he had . 
called upon Alderman Torrey, while he was Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Buildings, and had frequently written 
to him, calling his attention to this school house. Alderman 
Torrey has since told the Committee that he never recollects 
of having seen the gentleman, and was quite certain he never 
saw his name signed to any paper in his life. 

The communication closes with a doubt whether there be 
any remedy for the troubles of the Adams School House; 
we can suggest two things that will approach to a remedy in 
similar cases of distress. 

If the members of the School Committee are charged with 
orders and messages from school houses, and they accept the 
commission, they should as early as possible deliver them to 
the proper place, and not make the Superintendent responsi- 
ble for their delay or forgetfulness. Again, should any mem- 
ber of the Board of School Committee, in his visitations to 
the schools, see any thing which needs correcting or improv- 
ing, it would be well to report the same to the Superintend- 
ent or the Committee, who would be most happy to have any 
suggestion or information to aid them in the discharge of 
their duties; and this course appears to us more wise, judi- 
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cious and agreeable than to magnify defects, imagine griev- 
ances, make loose and erroneous statements, and parade 
whole columns of fault-finding before the public, as in the 
present case. 

In conclusion, your Committee would state, they find noth: 
ing in the report which requires the special attention of the 
City Council. They therefore consider that action upon this 
communication is unnecessary.

The Committee on County Accounts having adopted an 
unusual course in regard to some of the bills presented to 
them during the present year, the reasons for which they 
believe to be their duty to lay before the Board, would re- 
spectfully submit the following, as a 


fev. POR T. 


Among the duties of this Committee, is that of examining 
and approving the bills for Inquests in the County of Suffolk. 
The form in which many of these bills were presented was 
such as to furnish but little information to the Committee, 
who considered it a part of their duty to examine, and as far 
as possible, understand the accounts presented for their ap- 
proval. In pursuance of this idea they found great discrep- 
ancies in the bills of different Coroners; some without any 
apparent reason making a bill of expense to the amount of 
sixty, seventy, or eighty dollars, by continuing an inquest 
from day to day, and having a medical examination at a cost 
of twenty dollars; while another Coroner would dispose of 
a similar case by a simple view of the body, at an expense of 
three dollars, and procure a satisfactory medical examination, 
by a competent physician, at a charge of two or three dollars 
more. 

A consideration of these with other facts, led the Com- 
mittee to demand of the Coroners some explanation in re- 
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gard to their accounts; but the Coroners refused to admit 
their right to require of them any other information than 
they thought proper to present with their bills, Insisting that, 
as the Coroners were appointed by the Governor and Coun- 
cil, they were responsible only to the State, and that this Com- 
mittee had no more authority to criticise their accounts than 
they had to audit the bills for the salaries of the Judges of the 
Supreme Court. The Committee disagreeing entirely with 
this view of the case, refused to approve these accounts, and 
on the 1st of March, those which were in the possession of 
the Committee were returned to the several Coroners. 

Under these circumstances, Dr. J. H. York, one of the Cor- 
oners, commenced a suit in the Justices’ Court, for the recov- 
ery of his fees for an inquest on the body of an infant. This 
case, which was evidently intended as a test of the legality 
of the action of the Committee, was ably argued for the 
County, by A. A. Ranney, Hsq., the City Solicitor, and re- 
sulted in the following decision, delivered by Judge Russell, 
May, 1856. 


“This is an action brought to recover Coroner’s fees, and 
the plaintiff’s claim, amounting to $61.10. Several points of 
law arose, upon which the opinion of the whole Court has 
been taken. 

“1. The action is rightly brought against the County. It 
is true that by agreement sanctioned by statute, the City of 
Boston pays the county expenses; but the County retains its 
corporate existence, and is the proper party to such a suit. 

“2. The record of the Coroner cannot be received as evi- 
dence. It is not of the nature of a book of original charges, 
nor does it fall within the reason of the rule allowing such 
books to be introduced, since, from the nature of the case, 
there must always be a number of witnesses to testify to the 
Coroner’s services. 

“3. The Coroner can only receive his own fees. No stat- 
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ute gives him authority to collect the fees of witnesses, jurors, 
scribes, or surgeons. They render their services not to the 
Coroner, but to the County; and their remedy is by suit 
against the County. This view is strengthened by a refer- 
ence to the Revised Statutes, Chap. 141, Sect. ii; where it 
is provided that all the expenses of State inquests shall be 
paid from the State Treasury to the Coroner. This express 
provision in one case is a strong implication that no such rule 
exists in other cases; and there is an obvious reason for a 
different rule in that case, as the trouble of collecting would 
overbalance the value of the fees, if each witness was obliged 
to look to the legislature for his separate claim. 

“4. It is undoubtedly the duty of the County Commission- 
ers, to examine and audit the accounts of Coroners, and this 
may properly be done by a Committee. But if payment of 
a bill is refused, the party is not without remedy. That 
remedy is to sue the County. In this case, the bill has been 
laid before the Committee, but it has not been paid. 

“5. The Coroner’s certificate is not conclusive as to the 
necessity or value of his services; he must prove to the sat- 
isfaction of the Court, that there was good reason for hold- 
ing an inquest. He must show how many days he spent in 
holding it, and that there was good cause for occupying such a 
number of days. In this case, the plaintiff has shown good 
cause for holding an inquest, but he has not shown any reason 
for attending three days. The necessity of having an au- 
topsy rendered an adjournment necessary, and the plaintiff is 
entitled to pay for two days’ attendance. Judgment for 
plaintiff, $5.00.” 


Upon receiving this decision, substantially sustaining the 
action of the Committee, the Chairman prepared a circular, 
to be sent to each of the Coroners, informing them as to the 
conditions upon which their accounts would be approved; but 
on learning that the case was appealed toa higher Court, the 
Committee refused to have the circular sent at that time, 
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and the whole matter was left in “statu quo,’ until the 
twenty-third of October, when, in conformity with the request 
of some of the Coroners, the Committee decided to transmit 
the following circular to them: — 


Boston, Oct. 23, 1856. 


Sir: Iam instructed by the Commit- 
tee on County Accounts, to inform you of the following votes 
of the Committee in regard to Coroners. And your bills 
are returned herewith for you to revise and return them in 
conformity thereto; after which they will be approved and 
placed in the hands of the Treasurer to pay.

To Coroner 


1. The Coroners must render their accounts in the form 
of a return of an inquest, and not as a bill. 

2. The return must state the name and residence (when. 
known) of the body, and where the body was found. 

3. The return must state by whom the Coroner was 
called, andaf an inquest was held, the reasons of the Coro- 
ner for supposing that the death was caused by violence, and 
not by casualty. 

4, If more than one day’s service is charged, the returns. 
must state the reasons for such additional days. 

5. In the returns of inquests, persons will not be allowed 
pay for services in two capacities on the same inquest. 


The Coroners, with but few exceptions, have complied with 
the requirements of the Committee, as far as could be ex- 
pected, after so long a lapse of time, since some of the in- 
quests were held; and they have signified their willingness to 
make their returns, in future, in such form as may be desired 
by the Committee. Many of their accounts have consequently 
been approved, although some of them were quite pete 
tory to the Committee. 
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The Committee disclaim any feeling as to the form or man- 
ner of the returns of the Coroners, except such as is based 
upon a proper regard to the public interests which they rep- 
resent. ‘They believe, however, that more uniformity in the 
manner of the returns would relieve the Committee of con- 
siderable trouble, and greatly facilitate the labors of the 
County Treasurer; and for this purpose, they would recom- 
mend either that blanks be printed, or that the returns should 
embrace the information indicated in the following form. 


To the Treasurer of the County of Suffolk. 


A Return of the Expenses of an Inquest, held December 16, 
17, and 18,1856, on the body of Richard Roe, a resident of 
this County for two years, which was found floating in the water 
near the end of Long Wharf, by John Doe. 

I was called to view the body by William Jones. From 
the appearance of the body, I had good reason to believe 
that the said Richard Roe came to his death by violence, and 
a jury was summoned accordingly. 

The result of the inquest was, that the said Roe was mur- 
dered by a blow upon the head, and thrown into the water 
by the hands of some person or persons unknown. 

Believing a medical examination necessary to determine 
the cause of death, the inquest was adjourned for that pur- 
pose one day, and for the obtaining of testimony, two days.

The Committee may appear to subject themselves to a 
charge of supererogation, in thus prescribing the form in 
which papers should be presented for their approval, but from 
their official experience, they believe that more care is neces- 
sary to protect the interests of this County, in regard to the 
Coroner’s Accounts. The enormous increase of these ex- 
penses for the last three years is a subject for the earnest 
consideration of the City Government. With this view they 
present the following statement of the annual expenses for 
Coroners and Inquests for the last ten years, as shown by 
the accounts of the County Treasurer. The accounts are 
for the financial years extending from May 1, of one year, to 
April 30, of the next year, viz.:

It will be observed, that the last sum is for eight months 
only, as the Committee did not approve a bills between 
January 5, and April 30, 1856. 

A single glance at this array of figures, the Committee be- 
lieve, will show the propriety of their action upon these ac- 
counts, and of some investigation into the causes of this 
state of things, to determine whether it must go on, or if 
some remedy cannot be devised. 

To understand the manner in which these accounts have 
been so largely increased, it will be necessary to examine 
some of the details. In 1851-52, the amount paid to physi- 
cians, for medical examinations at inquests, did not exceed the 
sum of $100.00 and the amount paid to coroners, jurors, 
witnesses, scribes, etc. was $1980.08. The amount was 
nearly $500 less in the following year, and the increase in 
the several items of expense may be seen in the following 
table.

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It is evident from these accounts that the costs in this 
department of the County expenses, have increased in a start- — 
ling ratio since 1852; and the Committee will now endeavor 
to state some of the causes which appear to them to have 
aided in producing this effect. 

Prominent among these causes they regard the great in- 
crease in the number of Coroners. In 1852, there were but 
four ; since that time nine others have been appointed, making 
thirteen Coroners for the County of Suffolk. This has undoubt- 
edly had a tendency to increase the number and costs of in- 
quests, from the pecuniary advantages which they afford to 
the Coroner, and the persons he summons as jurors, scribes, 
etc. This tendency is still further increased by an exclusive- 
ness in the selection of the persons to serve on an inquest; 
as it appears from the Coroner’s accounts, that a large pro- 
portion of the inquests are composed of the same persons; 
and that frequently the Coroner on one inquest is a juror, and 
scribe on another, by which process a certain number of indi- 
viduals become, to all intents and purposes, a permanent 
Court of Inquest. 

The ground upon which it is attempted to justify this pro- 
ceeding, is, that the experience of the parties is advantageous 
to the proper disposition of the case. But when we take 
into consideration the great inducement it offers to certain 
men to make it their special business to seek for opportuni- 
ties to serve upon inquests, and to prolong them for their 
own pecuniary interest, we cannot but believe that the ends 
of public justice would be quite as well obtained, at less 
cost, if the jurors were more generally selected from the 
citizens at large. 

Of the Coroners now in commission, several are physi- 
cians; and among the reasons for their appointment, it was 
urged, that they were better able to decide upon the causes 
of death than those not in the profession, and consequently, 
inquests would be attended with less expense; because in 
many cases, they could at once determine whether death was 
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the result of violence or casualty, and whether the services 
of a jury were required. That these reasons and others 
based upon the same idea have proved fallacies, appears from 
the fact, that since the appointment of physicians as Coron- 
ers, the costs of medical examinations upon inquests have in- 
creased tenfold. The Medical Coroners seem to ignore their 
own professional judgment on inquests which they summon, 
and call for the services of other physicians quite as much 
as the other Coroners, while their example has apparently 
had the effect of inducing the latter to “deem it necessary ”’ 
to have an astonishing number of “ autopsys,’ and consequent 
adjournments of inquests. It is also remarkable, that so many 
of these twenty dollar post mortem examinations have been 
made by the same professional gentlemen within the last 
three years, which is another instance of the exclusiveness 
alluded to. How much the ends of justice have been pro- 
moted by these “autopsys”’ and extended inquests, and by 
the increase of Coroners, may be known to others; but the 
Committee are unable to discover any great advantages the 
public have derived from this increase of persons and duties 
and costs. 

It appears to the Committee, also, that the Coroners fre- 
quently hold an inquest, when only a “view” is required or 
contemplated by the statutes. The reason for summoning an 
inquest, is distinctly set forth in the Revised Statutes, Chap. 
140, Sect. 1, as follows: “ Coroners shall take inquests on 
the view of the dead bodies of such persons only, as shall be 
supposed to have come to their death by violence, and not 
when the death is believed to have been occasioned by casu- 
alty.” This being the law, the Committee have been unable 
to understand upon what grounds some of the inquests have 
been held, or how it was possible for the Coroner to suppose 
that the death was the result of violence. By the backing 
of an East Boston Ferry Boat, while entering its slip, several 
persons were drowned, by their boat being struck by the 
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paddle-wheel of the steamer. Noone can believe that the ferry 
boat was backed on purpose to crush this little sail boat and 
its living freight, or that there was any necessity for harrow- 
ing up the feelings of the relatives and friends of the lost, 
by holding an inquest of two or three days over the remains, 
to arrive at the verdict that no one was to blame. From 
this and many other cases it would appear that either the 
law is at fault, or that the Coroners exercise a discretion not 
warranted by its language. 

Another matter of considerable importance it is proper to 
introduce in this connection. It is provided, in Section 11, 
Chap. 140,R.S., that if the Coroner shall certify, that, to the 
best of his knowledge and belief the person found dead was 
a stranger not belonging to this State, the fees and expenses 
shall be paid from the State Treasury, but in all’ other cases 
the expenses shall be paid by the County in which the inquest 
is taken. This is an unfortunate law, so far as Boston is 
concerned, inasmuch as few of the bodies found floating in its 
harbor are likely to be certified to be those of strangers resid- 
ing out of the State, since it is of no consequence to the Cor- 
oner, whether such was or was not the fact, his fees being as 
easily collected at the City Hall as at the State House; and, 
when the body is unknown, it is exceedingly difficult for a Cor- 
oner to certify that it is or is not a stranger out of the 
State, and the result is that the County of Suffolk is often 
obliged to pay for inquests which justly belong to the State. 
The proper remedy for this, in the opinion of the Committee, 
consists in so modifying the existing statute that in all cases 
where a legal residence in the County cannot be shown, the 
State should be liable for the expenses of the inquest. 

There is another class of inquests in which this law oper- 
ates with still greater injustice. By arecent enactment of 
the legislature, all persons dying in consequence of injuries 
received on railroads, are made the subjects of Coroner’s 
“views, or inquests. In cases of accidents occurring on 
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the railroads in the vicinity of Boston, or within a reasona- 
ble distance, the sufferers are usually brought to the Massa- 
chusetts General Hospital; and in case of death, the inquest 
is held at the expense of this County. <A considerable 
amount is thus annually paid, in cases of this kind; but it ap- 
pears unreasonable that persons injured on railroads, or by 
other accidents in other counties, should become chargeable 
to this County, because they happen to die at an eleemosy- 
nary institution within its limits. Hither these inquests 
should not be required to be held in cases of death at the 
Hospital, (which appears unnecessary) or, the charges should 
be collected of the County in which the accident occurred, 
or from the State Treasury. 

There is still another law of the Commonwealth which 
should claim our attention. By an Act of the Legislature, in 
1854, a new County office was created, viz.: that of Coroner 
to take inquests upon Fires. Four Coroners have been ap- 
pointed under this law, who have, in the aggregate, taken 
about one hundred inquests since they have been in office. 
The expenses of these inquests, which are included in the gen- 
eral account heretofore presented, amount to the sum of 
over $3,700. The amounts paid in the several years are as 
follows :—

To which is to be added, for bills since allowed, about $1300. 

As far as the Committee can ascertain, but very few inves- 
tigations appear to have been made under a proper requisition 
from an interested party, or to have been of any particu- 
lar advantage to the public; and they believe that the law 
should be repealed or essentially modified, so that the expense 
may be more in proportion to the benefits received. 

In nearly all the inquests, upon bodies and fires, a prac- 
tice has prevailed of allowing one person to act, and receive 
fees, as scribe and juror; that is to say, pay for two services 
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upon one inquest. There may be no objection to a juror 
acting as a scribe, and receiving the pay as such, but there is 
no reason why he should be paid for two services, which are 
easily performed, and do not interfere with each other. 
There is, however, a still more reprehensible practice, of 
allowing the constable to act as a juror, and receive the fees 
in both capacities. As the jurors are summoned by the con- 
stable, it is as illegal as it is absurd for the constable to 
summon himself, and this ought not to be allowed in future 
accounts. 

The Committee have thus presented and candidly reviewed 
such information as they deemed necessary to a proper under- 
standing of this subject. In this they have been actuated by 
no other motives than a sense of duty, and a desire to have 
abuses and errors corrected when they exist,—to call the 
attention of the government to the operation of the present 
laws, and to suggest and recommend such modifications as 
may be just and right to protect the interests of this County. 

And in the meantime, they trust that the Committee on 
County Accounts will pursue, and the Board will approve, 
such measures as may be deemed expedient to prevent any 
unnecessary expense in this Department. 

With these views, and in conclusion, the Committee would 
respectfully recommend the reference of this subject to the 
early consideration of the next Board.

In Board of Aldermen, Jan. 3, 185’. 


After the business of the Board had been accom- 
plished, Alderman Dingley addressed the Board as 
follows: 


The time has now arrived when our official relations are 
about to be severed, and perhaps with some of us, never 
again to be united. As a member of this Board I feel a 
pleasure in reflecting upon the union and harmony that has 
existed between us during the past municipal year. When 
we came together, a year since, some of us were entire 
Strangers to each other;—of different political and reli- 
gious views, and entertaining widely different opinions as to 
the best policy for promoting the interests of our beloved 
city, yet a harmony has existed among us, seldom if ever 
equalled by our predecessors. And, sir, I believe this 
entirely attributable to the determination of each and every 
member, when he came into the Board, to do what best he 
could that should best promote the welfare and prosperity of 
our city. 

In these brief remarks I trust I have said no more than 
every member of the Board would unite with us in express- 
ing, and will offer for their consideration the following reso 
lution, which I have prepared : 
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fesolved, That the thanks of this Board be presented to 
the Hon. Alexander H. Rice, for the faithful and impartial 
manner in which he has discharged the duties of presiding 
officer, when in the chair of this Board, and as chief magis- 
trate of our city for the past season. 


The foregoing resolve, having been supported by 
Aldermen Ric and Wiaurman, was unanimously adopted, 
and having been communicated to the Mayor, His 
Honor appeared and made an appropriate reply thereto. 

Alderman Piummer then offered the following re- 
solve: 


ftesolved, That the thanks of this Board are justly due, 
and are hereby presented to Pelham Bonney, Hsq., for the 
faithful and impartial manner in which he has discharged the 
duties of Chairman of the Board during the year which has 
now closed. 


The foregoing resolve, having been supported with 
some appropriate remarks, by Aldermen Catrow and 
DINGLey, was unanimously adopted. 

In reply to which, Alderman Bonney addressed the 
Board as follows: 


GENTLEMEN OF THE BoarRD OF ALDERMEN. 


For the very complimentary vote which you have just 
passed, I would render to you my heartfelt and grateful 
acknowledgments, to which you are justly entitled. When 
selected, a year since, as the Chairman of this Board, I felt 
how inadequate I was,. by experience, to sustain either the 
possible or probable responsibilities of the honorable position. 
But thanks to a kind Providence which has preserved the 
“bh and life of his Honor the Mayor, my duties in that 
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position have been only nominal. In thanking me for my 
services as your Chairman, thereby accepting the will for the 
deed, you are entitled to a peculiar acknowledgment. 

In reviewing the events of the year that has closed we find 
many occasions of grateful satisfaction, though some are 
tinctured with sad recollections. 

I see before me but ten of those who one year ago were 
associated together in this Board, with bright hopes and 
glowing anticipations of the future. One, you will remem- 
ber, was summoned away, at an early period of his official 
career, to higher duties and responsibilities in another and 
an eternal world. His eulogy has been pronounced, here and 
elsewhere, and the memory of him is preserved as fresh and 
green in our hearts as at that last day, when he extended to 
us all his warm grasp and most affectionate greeting. 

Another, eager and impetuous in the performance of what 
he sincerely deemed his duty, impatient, however, for results 
which time alone can ripen, and forgetful that the promises 
of success are extended only to those who labor and endure 
unto the end, resigned his post and its duties after having 
passed the meridian of his official term. 

We who remain feel not only the satisfaction of a conscien- 
tious discharge of our duties, but also have had the. happi- 
ness to meet the approbation of our constituents. 

I should be pleased to review the records of this Board 
for the past year, and speak of the prominent topics and 
measures which it has proposed and matured, and which can 
fearlessly be exhibited to the scrutiny of our fellow citizens. 
But such a course would rather trespass upon the province 
of the Executive, who will, in due time and in the proper place, 
submit such information to our successors in office and to the 
citizens generally. 

But in order that a faint estimate may be formed of th 
duties which attach to a member of this Board, I will 
tion the operations of one single committee for the 
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year, viz., the Committee on laying out and widening streets ; 
and I select this Committee not because its duties are the 
most onerous and responsible, but because I have the records 
of that standing committee at hand. There have been refer- 
red to that committee three hundred and forty-two different 
matters, a// requiring some action, and all of them have been 
reported upon by said committee. More than sixty hearings, 
some at great length, and attended by counsel, have been 
given to as many different parties. Several important suits 
at law have been adjusted and removed from court. 2fty- 
seven different claims, resulting from the laying out of streets, 
under orders of the present and past years, have been settled 
and paid, in various sums, from $25 to $30,000 each. 

It will be easily and justly inferred from this exposition 
of the acts of one committee of the Board alone, that the labors 
of the entire Board and of the City Council are by no means 
inconsiderable. For there are seventeen standing committees 
of the Board of Aldermen, sixteen joint standing committees of 
both branches of the City Council, besides numerous special 
committees, whose duties are no less arduous. 

If no other lesson has been learned by us, and especially 
by those who, for the first time, have served in this Board, 
we are all convinced that any citizen who is willing to par- 
ticipate in the administration of this branch of the govern- 
ment of the city is entitled to the thanks of his fellow citi- 
zens, however imperfectly he may perform his duties, pro- 
vided he be honest and conscientious in their discharge. 

And we are also convinced, for the same reasons, that it 
is our bounden duty to extend a large and liberal charity 
towards any short-comings or omissions of our predecessors. 
And I hereby ask those who leave us to-day to resume their 
power as citizens and as our masters, to remember, and to 
entreat their fellow citizens to consider, how conducive it is 
the establishment of an efficient municipal government, that 
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it should have not only the confidence, but, as far as possi- 
ble, the sympathy and codperation of the people. 

The officers of a government have a right to expect that 
the people will aid and assist those servants whom they have 
selected, in the discharge of their duties and in the exercise 
of that power which belongs to the people. 

Renewing to you, gentlemen, my grateful acknowledg- 
ments of your kindness, and invoking the blessings of a be- 
neficent Providence upon each and all of you, I bid you an 
official farewell. 


The Board then adjourned, sie die. 
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
